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Warship yields $20,000 at gunpoint 


TERRA NOVA 
OFFICER 
IS ABDUCTED

Two men were in custody late Satur¬ 
day night a little over an hour after an 
abduction in Victoria West and robbery 
involving about $20,000 from a safe 
aboard the Esqutmait-based destroyer- 
escort HMCS Terra Nova, 

According to police, two armed men 
entered the home of ship’s supply officer 
Lieut. P.A. McIntyre at 719 Connaught 
at about 8 p.m. While one of the men 


stayed with McIntyre’s wife, Candy, 
whom they bound, the other drove with 
the officer to the docked vessel. 

McIntyre opened the safe and turned 
the money over to the armed man. The 
two then returned to McIntyre’s house 
where he was bound along with his wife. 

Once the McIntyres were certain the 
two armed men had made their get¬ 
away, they wriggled free and drove to* 
Esquimau police, as their phone lines 
had been cut. 


A Saanich police officer spotted a 
vehicle fitting the description of the 
robber’s and shortly after 8:30. Saanich 
officers had the parking lot of The 
Gorge, a hotel at 1075 Tillicum. staked 
out. 

At about./ 30 when the two suspects 
returned to their car from the beer 
parlor, they were arrested. According to 
a Saanich police spokesman “an undis¬ 
closed amount of money in the $20,000 


bracket" was recovered along with 
some firearms from their vehicle. 

The two were expected to appear in 
provincial court Monday. 

Questioned as to how McIntyre and his 
armed escort went aboard Terra Nova, 
a police spokesman said the lieutenant 
could probably come and go as he 
pleased, and no suspicion would be 
aroused by a companion.

COMOX — A pilot and navi¬ 
gator were injured when a 
CF-101 Voodoo jet interceptor 
crashed on landing at CFB 
Comox Saturday. 

Capt. Gordon Kruger, base 
community relations officer, 
said the aircraft, from 409 
Nighthawk Squadron at 
Comox. came to rest upside- 
down off the runway. 

Pilot of the plane. Capt. 
Frank Martin. 39, of Comox. 
was pulled from the wreck¬ 
age and taken to the base 
hospital with a broken collar¬ 
bone. 

The navigator, 33-year-old 
Rich Littler of Comox, was 
also in the base hospital with 
head injuries but was con¬ 
scious, Kruger said. 

Littler was believed to have 
intentionally ejected on im- 
' pact, according to Kruger. 

The navigator was found 
some distance from the crash 
site and at first was believed 
still to be in his ejection seat. 
However, it was later con¬ 
firmed he had parachuted 
free of the seat. 

There was no fire after the 
crash, although the runway 
was covered with gas. 

A board of inquiry will be 
convened to investigate the 
crash, Kruger said. 

The big jet is worth be¬ 
tween $3 million and 34 mil¬ 
lion. 

The crash was the fourth by 
Voodoos on Vancouver Island 
since 1971.

5 children perish 
in Ahousat blaze 


Five children and two 
adults died in fire at the In¬ 
dian village of Ahousat on 
Flores Island off the Vancou¬ 
ver Island west coast Satur¬ 
day. 

The victims were identified 
as Rose George, 36, her five 
young children and Mrs. 
George's cousin, Eugene 
Webster, 32. 

The children were identi¬ 
fied as Wesley, 11, Dale, 9, 
Kevin, 8, Vanessa, 7, and 
Carson, 5. 

The 33-ycar-old father of 
the children, Corbett George, 
and a five-year-old daughter 
.survived. 

A team of inspectors from 
the provincial fire marshal's 
office is expected to arrive at 


the scene either today or 
Monday. 

The fire which razed the 
George home also destroyed 
an adjacent house unoccu¬ 
pied at the time. 

The owners of the unoccu¬ 
pied home were in Victoria 
with a number of other Ahou¬ 
sat residents for the Vancou¬ 
ver Island All—Native Men’s 
and Women's Basketball 
tournament. 

Ahousat radio operator 
Darlene Campbell said the 
fire broke out at 3:15 a.m. 

Cecilia Titian, an Ahousat 
resident, said the flames ap¬ 
peared to come first from the 
kitchen or livingroom and 
quickly engulfed the single¬ 
storey, wood structure. 


"It went up like a match¬ 
box and the next house did 
the same," she said. 

Darlene Campbell said 
Corbett George woke up to 
find the bedroom ceiling in 
flames. 

She said he grabbed his 
five-year-old daughter and 
threw her out of the win¬ 
dow, then jumped out. 

The radio operator said the 
mother tried to follow George 
but was trapped in the room 
when “something from the 
ceiling fell on her.” 

Ahousat can only be 
reached by boat or plane and 
is located about 20 kilometres 
west of Tofino. Its population 
is about 450. 


CAIRO (UPI) — Egypt and Israel Saturday post¬ 
poned their scheduled foreign ministers’ conference 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, despairing that 
he saw “absolutely no hope” of agreeing with Israel 
on the principles of peace, threatened to resign. 

In Washington, American 
officals disclosed the post¬ 
ponement shortly before Sec¬ 
retary of State Cyrus Vance 
was to have left for .Jerusa¬ 
lem for the foreign ministers’ 
conference, scheduled to 
open Monday. 

The sources said the con¬ 
ference had been postponed 
beeguse of sharp differences 
over the Palestinian ques¬ 
tion. 

U.S. officials said they 
hoped that Vance's departure 
could be rescheduled for as 
early as late today but added 
that settiiy: a new date for the 
foreign ministers’ conference 
would depend on a flexibility 
that neither side showed dur¬ 
ing hectic, last-minute con¬ 
sultations with Washington 
on Saturday. 

The postponement meant 
that Egypt and Israel were 
still far away from realizing 
the goal of the Jerusalem 
conference—agreement on a 
joint declaration of the prin¬ 
ciples of a Middle East peace 
settlement. 

In his strongest criticism of 
Israel since he launched his 
peace initiative with a dra 
malic visit to Jerusalem last 
November. Sadat told an 
Egyptian magazine in Cairo 
Saturday that he saw no hope 
of agreeing on a declaration 
of principles as things now 
stood 

He threatened to resign if 
his peace efforts fail because 
of Israeli inflexibility. 

“I declare now I have abso¬ 
lutely no hope such a declara¬ 
tion will be issued and. there¬ 
fore, we will-have a different 
(Middle East) strategy,” 

Sadat told the Cairo maga¬ 
zine October.

Nixon, who defeated Humphrey in the 1968 presi¬ 
dential election, was expected to visit the Capitol 
rotunda where Humphrey's body lay in state 

When Nixon left the Los Angeles airport, he was 
driven to the boarding ramp to avoid crowds at 
the terminal. He walked briskly past reporters and 
declined to respond to questions. (See also Page -3.) 

The former president has lived as a virtual rec¬ 
luse at his beachside estate at San Clemente. Calif., 
since he left Washington on Aug. 10,1971—forced from 
office by the weight of Watergate.

VANCOUVER (CP) — About 200 
prisoners in the federal Mission 
medium security prison who of¬ 
fered to donate blood were turned 
'down because of the danger of hepa¬ 
titis, says the Red Cross. 

Florence Edwards, director of 
blood donor recruitment for the or¬ 
ganization here, said Friday the 


offer by the prisoners was rejected 
because of a 1973 directive by the 
Red Cross in Toronto. That direc¬ 
tive said blood donatfons should not 
be taken from prisoners because of 
their high incidence of hepatitis. 

Dr. Roger Perrault, national 
director of Canadian Red Cross 
blood transfusion service, said in an 
interview the rate of hepatitis 


among prison populations is be¬ 
tween three and seven times 
greater than in the general public. 

“In the face of the certain knowl¬ 
edge that this exists, we have no 
alternative,” he said. “If there’s a 
risk, we can’t take a chance.” 

Perrault said prisoners were 
among the largest group of blood 
donors prior to the directive.

•At 7: .10 a m. Dec. II. Rho¬ 
desian Mirage jet combat 
planes swept in over the hills 
nut of a clear blue sky and 
strafed a cluster of buildings 
used by the local adminislra 
lion. 

•Next came seven, low- 
flying helicopter gunships 
loaded with Rhodesian sol 
diers. They circled the vil¬ 
lage at rooftop level strafing 
buildings before setting down 
in the village square and dis¬ 
gorging soldiers. 

•They in turn were fol¬ 
lowed by other Rhodesian 
troops who rumbled into Mo¬ 
zambique aboard trucks 
along a dirt road across the 
frontier. 

•By the time they with 
drew 10 hours later, the Rho 
desians had destroyed or da 
maged six buildings used by 
the local administration, in¬ 
cluding the customs post. 
Five villagers—two children 
and three women—were 
killed by the Rhodesians, of 
ficials here said. But most 
villagers Red into the bush. 

•Before they left the Rho¬ 
desians placed booby-traps 
that destroyed buildings and 
laid landmines, some of 
which are still active.

Whole 
villages and small towns 
have been flattened, factories 
destroyed, cattlft- killed and 
transport and communica¬ 
tions put out of action, they 
charge. 

Mozambique officials say 
their armed forces are not 
equipped to defend the border 
with Rhodesia and are unable 
to match the sophisticated 
Rhodesian equipment. 


"By the time we are able to 
reach the areas concerned 
the Rhodesians are normally 
long gone," one senior offi¬ 
cial here said. 

Mozambique has left open 
the possibility that it will call 
In foreign troops—perhaps 
Including Cubans—to help If 
necessary. 

President Samora Machel 
of Mozambique said in an In¬ 
terview in Maputo: “It has 
always been the tradition 
here for our people to defend 
themselves against capital¬ 
ism and fascism, without the 
participation of any foreign 
troops—but whether or not 



we will use foreign troops will 
be a matter freely decided 
between ourselves and our 
friends at the time we think 
necessary." 

Behind the Mozambican 
stand, lies the Marxist Freli- 
mo government’s experience 
during the 10 -year (ffierrilla 
war against the Portuguese 
in Mozambique that was in¬ 
strumental in ending colonial 
rule here. 

For this reason Mozambi¬ 
cans have a strong emotional 
sense of solidarity with the 
guerrillas waging war in 
Rhodesia. 

There are more than 42,000 
refugees reported to be living 
in three United Natlons-spon- 
sored, Mozambican run 
camps. Thousands of others —— — «« 

are said to seek refuge In V/HICKEN 

black guerrilla camps. Out 
siders are not allowed to visit 
the camps, presumably for 
security reasons and because 
they are recruiting centres 
for guerrillas forces. 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
U.S. faces a "disaster of 
major proportions” unless 
utilities are allowed to build 
nuclear and other power 
plants without delay. 

Aubrey Wagner, chairman 
of the Tennessee Valley Au¬ 
thority, said Saturday that 
prevalent delays in the build¬ 
ing of new power plants were 
damaging the reliability of 
electric power. 

Wagner said that last week, 
in a cold wave, TVA was able 
to maintain service “with 
only a razor-thin margin." 

“An emergency outage at 
any one of our medium to 
large generating units would 
have required our dropping 
firm (business) load to avoid 
losing our system."

In a radio interview. Barre 
said France, a democratic 
country, does not have to take 
advice or lessons from any¬ 
one. 

"The French government 
does not discuss its internal 
politics with any other for¬ 
eign government." he said. 
"France does not give advice 
to any other country on its 
own internal affairs.” 

The prime minister's com¬ 
ments were significantly 
firmer than a French foreign 
ministry statement Friday 
which said it was normal for 
foreign governments to have 
opinions on such matters. 


SEOUL (AP) - South Ko¬ 
rean lobbyist Tongsun Park 
told U.S. investigators Satur 
day he distributed "hundreds 
of thousands of dollars" 
among U.S. congressmen and 
other Washington officials, 
an observer at Park's inter¬ 
rogation reported. 

Rep Bruce Capulo, New 
York Republican and a mem¬ 
ber of the U.S. House of Rep- 
•resenlatives ethics commit¬ 
tee. said Ihe investigators co¬ 
vered "dozens and dozens" of 
people in Congress and the 
executive branch of the U.S. 
government in their second 
day of questioning Park 
about allegations that he 
tried to buy favors for South 
Korea in Washington. 

"It was just very embar¬ 
rassing. here 10.000 miles 
away from home, to have a 
foreign govemmenl prosecu¬ 
tor ask a man. 'How many 
congressmen did you give 
money to?' In essence how 
corrupt our government 
was," Caputo said.

Begin urged Sadal to join him 
in a "ceasefire” by refrain 
ing from public exchanges of 
acrimonious statements. 

Begin said he regretted 
Sadat had declared that he 
had no hope at all that their 
two nations could produce a 
declaration of principles for 
peace in the Middle East. 

In Washington, a high 
ranking American official 
said the conference had been 
postponed because "the par¬ 
ties haven't reached agree¬ 
ment on an agenda for the 
Jerusalem meeting” 

Asked what disagreements 
were delaying the talks, he 
replied, "the West Bank. 
Gaza and the Palestinian 
issue." 

Sadat wants Israel to agree 
to give the Palestinians Ihe 
right to self-determination on 
the Israeli-occupied West 
bank of Jordan and the Gaza 
Strip Israel so far offered 
only limited self-rule for Pa¬ 
lestinians already living in 
those two territories. 

In his magazine interview. 
Sadat lashed out at Begin, 
saying he "gave me nothing" 
in return for Egyptian con¬ 
cessions. 

Sadat disclosed for the first 
time that, in addition to guar¬ 
anteeing Israel's security, 
Egypt Had agreed to Israel's 
demand for open borders and 
normal diplomatic relations. 

"Israel, however, seems to 
be attempting the impossible 
— to have the largest chunk 
of other people's land and the 
largest chunk of a peace set¬ 
tlement. 

‘Israel is sowing the winds 
and therefore will reap the 
-storms, as the Bible says,” 
Sadat warned.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Hubert Humphrey returned 
to Washington on Saturday, 
mourned in death as he had 
been revered in lite by his 
family, colleagues and count¬ 
less Americans. 

Hundreds braved the win¬ 
ter cold to pay last respects 
to Humphrey. Many wept as 
they filed past his body, 
which lay in state under the 
soaring dome of the Capitol 
—the scene of many of 
Humphrey’s victories, de¬ 
feats and most memorable 
orations. 

Tributes poured In from 
around the World. 

Humphrey, 66, lost his long 
battle with cancer Friday 
night at his home in Waver- 
l.v, Minn. A presidential plane 
transported his body to the 
capital Saturday morning. 

A 19-gun salute — the honor 
due Humphrey as a former 
vice-president — was sound¬ 
ed as Humphrey arrived at 
Andrews Air Force Base in 
nearby Maryland and again 
when the body arrived at 
the Capitol at the head of a 
14-car cortege. 

Humphrey, who sought but 


never won the presidency, 
was laid on the black vel¬ 
vet catafalque first used In 
1865 for the body of slain Pre¬ 
sident Abraham Lincoln. 

Many who passed 
Humphrey's flag-draped, 
closed casket were crying. 
More than one said, "He 
touched my life.” 

“I don’t think there’s a 
more beloved figure in 
American politics today,” 
said Senator Edmund Muskie 
of Maine, who was 
Humphrey's vice-presiden¬ 
tial running mate on the 
Democratic ticket in 1968. 

"If the country had known 
him and thought of him in ’68 
as they do today, he would 
have won by an overwhelm¬ 
ing landslide," Muskie said. 

President Carter praised 
Humphrey as a champion of 
the poor, the oppressed and 
the hungry. 

Humphrey's body was to Ijp 
in state for 24 hours and then 
be returned to Minnesota and 
taken to the state capital, St. 
Paul. 

Funeral services are sche¬ 
duled Monday afternoon at 
House of Hope Presbyterian 
Church in St. Paul. 

Carter will speak at a 


Washington memorial ser¬ 
vice for Humphrey at 11 a.m. 
today. 

Former president Ktcnaro 
Nixon flew to Washington 
late Saturday to attend the 
service today. Nixon, who de¬ 
feated Humphrey in the 1968 
presidential election, has not 
visited the U.S. capital since 
he resigned the presidency in 
August, 1974. 

Muriel Humphrey, the sen¬ 
ator’s wife of 41 years, was 
escorted by Vice-President 
Walter Mondale and his wife, 
Joan. She greeted many of 
her husband's mourners with 
a kiss, a hug, a smile. 

Mondale said Humphrey 
lived by the standard that life 
was not to be endured but to 
be enjoyed. 

“I loved him for the special 
way he touched my life, but 
even more for the graceful 
way he lived his own life and 
the courageous way he faced 
his own death,” the vice-pre¬ 
sident said. “If there has 
ever been a man more filled 
with decency, compassion, 
tolerance and kindness, I do 
not know him.”

One 
"Hitler" painting brought at 
the Sotheby Parke Bernel 
auction Friday. Jan Steen's A 
Village Wedding, was sold to

The paintings were re¬ 
covered in 1946 by the Dutch 
government from a salt mine 
near Salzburg, Austria. 
Hitler took the paintings from 
the Alfred Cohen family in 
January, 1942. Each one 
bears a seal showing it was in 
Hitler’s private collection.

MOSCOW (Reuter) - A 
Soviet cosmonaut tested a re¬ 
volving running track aboard 
the Salyut-6 space station 
Saturday as part of a detailed 
examination of the structure 
of the craft. 

While he was on the track, 
three colleagues measured 
vibrations along the space¬ 
craft's 90-foot-long circular 
walls, the news agency Tass 
said. 

Space engineers are anx¬ 
ious to obtain information on 
any structural problems 
which may have emerged 
from the world's first triple 
space docking, completed 
earlier this week. 

Salyut-6, a 19-ton space sta¬ 
tion, has been orbiting the 
earth since Wednesday with a 
Soyuz ferry vehicle docked on 
each end. forming what So¬ 
viet scientists call a “flying 
sausage.” 

Tass said Soyuz-26, the 
spaceship which first docked 
with the Salyut laboratory 
Dec. 21, was being prepared 
for its return to earth. 

Col. Vladimir Dzhanibekov 
and engineer Oleg Makarov, 
the two Soyuz-27 crew mem¬ 
bers who arrived at the space 
station Wednesday, are due 
to return to earth Monday or 


Tuesday in Soyuz-28. Lt.- 
Yuri Romenenko and engi¬ 
neer Georgy Grechko of 
Soyuz-26 are to stay aboard 
Salyut, apparently aiming at 
a new space endurance rec¬ 
ord.

Snow 
swamps 
states

Northeastern states were 
belted Saturday by a snow 
and ice storm which left one- 
quarter million persons, 
mostly in the New York City 
region, without electricity. 

By noon Saturday, power 
had been restored to about 
65,000 Long Island customers 
but a spokeswoman for Long 
Island Lighting Co. said there 
was “every likelihood people 
will continue to lose power as 
the day goes on” and some 
customers might not have 
power restored until Sunday 
morning. 

The storm clobbered New 
England, leaving more than 
30 centimetres of new snow in 
Vermont, 25 centimetres in 
Maine and New Hampshire 
and 38 centimetres in eastern 
New York. 

With forecasts for freezing 
rain and sleet and up to 60 
centimetres more snow in 
northern New England, utili¬ 
ty officials called emergency 
crews on round-the-clock 
duty and police urged motor¬ 
ists to restrict travel to near¬ 
emergency need. 

“This is the worst storm 
we’ve had so far this winter," 
said Thomas Fair, a U.S. 
Weather Service forecaster 
in Boston. 

Bitter cold and snow flur¬ 
ries continued in the Great 
Lakes region and Ohio Val¬ 
ley, and temperatures were 
expected to drop in Mississip¬ 
pi, Georgia, Alabama and 
Florida's panhandle, which 
all had snow flurries Satur¬ 
day.

AMONG OTHER THINGS. the London-based 
International Institute for Strategic Studies is 
generally conceded to be the ultimate author¬ 
ity on assessing factual information on the dis¬ 
position of world weaponry. As such, its occa¬ 
sional releases on comparative military 
strengths, expenditures on arms and other relat¬ 
ed matters, can be taken as accurate as it is 
possible to get. 

Because of this, its latest report on military 
spending in black Africa is highly disturb¬ 
ing. Total expenditures on arms in sub-Sa¬ 
haran countries — excluding South Africa and 
Rhodesia — has now reached the astronomical 
figure of $3.7 billion a year, almost quadruple 
the outlay of three years ago. The rising mili¬ 
tary spending, it says, is not only a sign of 
increasingly serious conflicts across (he vast 
coritinent, but reflects the large number of mili¬ 
tary governments in black Africa and their need 
to keep their armed forces content. 

There are, the report continues, 19 inde¬ 
pendent black African states under military or 
quasi-military rule. They are: Ethiopia, Ghana. 
Togo, Benin, Mali, Nigeria, Upper Volta, the 
Congo, Sudan, Somalia. Uganda, Rwanda, Bu¬ 
rundi, the Central African £mpire, Niger, An. 
gola, Mozambique. Guinea-Bissau and Zaire. 
They are the soldier-governed countries which 
have demonstrated quite clearly that they would 
rather spend their money on modem arms than 
on peaceful development programs which would 
ultimately benefit their own people. 

All are poor, with the exception of oil- 
rich Nigeria, and all are on Canada’s generous 
foreign aid list (including the same oil-rich Ni¬ 
geria). 

The fact that the above listed nations have 
received close to four-billion Canadian tax dol¬ 
lars under various aid schemes under the aus¬ 
pices of the federal government’s external 
aid office or through its successor, the Cana¬ 
dian International Development Agency 
(CIDA), should be more than enough to rouse 
the interest, the pique, and particularly, the cu¬ 
riosity of most people in this country. 

The situation begs the question whether 
Ottawa is acting in the best interests of peace 
in the world by giving financial support to mili¬ 
tary governments that spend their money, and 
probably ours, arming themselves to the teeth. 

For instance, how is it that the wealth¬ 
iest country in black-ruled Africa, Nigeria, 
which can afford to spend more than $2 billion a 
year on its armed forces (and only two months 
ago placed an order with France for three 
high-speed missile-firing gunboats at a cost of 
$100 million) qualified for Ottawa hand-outs 
totalling more than $86 million? 

Certainly, few Canadians would object to 
giving help to those less fortunate than them¬ 
selves, providing the assistance paid for by their 
hard-earned tax dollars is put to good and useful 
purpose. And in this regard Canadians take sec¬ 
ond place to no one. According to official statis¬ 
tics up to the end of fiscal 1977, our for¬ 
eign aid to black Africa nations (including those 
already mentioned) alone amounted to just a 
fraction less than $8 billion, which represents a 
contribution of more than $345 from every man. 
woman and child in Canada. 

So, perhaps, it should be. But should we be 
satisfied that more than half the amount each of 
us has given has gone to nations whose major ex¬ 
penditures are devoted to purchasing war ma-' 
terial?

"It was 
in the fall of 1975 that the PM. who 
interpreted his restored majority as 
"now I don’t have to explain anything to 
anybody.” imposed the price-income 
controls he ridiculed and rejected in the 
1974 election. The chameleon act did, 
however, come too late to do much good. 
The economy, exposed for more than a 
year to post-election union blackmail 
and big business ripoff, was too far gone 
by the fall of 1975 to respond to the 
belated and badly applied treatment. 

For Trudeau this provided the 
"proof” he has been seeking that the 
free market system "does not work." 
Thus in 1976 we entered “The Year of 
t be New Society.” However, the 
screams of anguish and outrage — not 
only from business but from organized 
labor as well — that followed Trudeau's 
announcement of the advent of neo- 
Marxist Utopia were so loud that the 


forcing of preconceived paradise on a 
non-consenting reality had to be slowed 
down. Meanwhile, galloping deteriora¬ 
tion of the abused economy made grow¬ 
ing political difficulties too hazardous, 
especially when the dread separatists in 
Quebec swept the problem-province. So 
by the end of the year most of the “New 
Society” blueprints had to be shelved. 

Looking for a fitting label for 1977, I 
don’t see one more appropriate than 
“The Year of (he Scaadaf.” Other 
tempting possibilities suggested them 
selves — particularly "The Year the 
Chickens Came Home to Roost” — but 
that too, actually, fits the scandal desig¬ 
nation. For what bigger scandal can 
there be than when a country of free 
political choice, no matter how brain¬ 
washed it may be by its media and its 
tone-setting academe, lets itself be mis¬ 
directed and mismanaged for a decade 
to the very brink of bankruptcy and 
disintegration? 

But the affairs I have in mind for 
naming the past 12 months "The Year of 
the Scandal” are of the more ordinary 
kind. The sort of sordid, smelly tangles 
of misuse of power, fraud, nepotism, 
blatantly unsavory patronage, cover-up 
of all kinds of political or bureaucratic

U.S. ambassador to Cana¬ 
da Thomas Enders has de¬ 
monstrated that diplomats 
don't always have to be utter¬ 
ly discreet, or speak in 
hands-across-the-border ho¬ 
milies, or constantly show a 
smiling veneer that implies 
nothing is ever wrong be¬ 
tween the two countries. 

In short, Mr. Enders 
brought a little of the real 
world into his two-year stint 
as ambassador to Canada. It 
would be a shajne, if. in los¬ 
ing him. we went back to the 
patronizing champagne-and- 
niceness approach to diplo¬ 
macy that all too often char 
acterized our formal diplo¬ 
matic ties with our closest 
neighbor. 

A source in Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s office says Mr 
Enders is expected to leavb 
Canada this summer to as¬ 
sume the ambassadorial post 
in the Federal Republic of 
Germany. Sources imply the 
U.S. is removing Mr. Enders 
because he has fallen out of 
favor with the Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment because of his out¬ 
spoken style. 

Mr Enders. unlike many 
diplomats who try only to be 
popular, has Travelled 
throughout Canada clearly 


expressing his argument that 
Canada should lower trade 
barriers with the U.S. Rather 
than acting as if irritants 
don’t exist, or are something 
that proper diplomats don't 
discuss, he has been pre¬ 
pared to offer his views on 
issues that deserve to be 
aired in forums more open 
than the offices of external 
offairs in Ottawa and the 
state department in 
Washington. 

If it is true Mr. Enders is 
leaving because his frank 
ness has offended the Canadi¬ 
an government, then that re¬ 
flects only a smallness on the 
part of our government, not 
any diplomatic indiscretion 
by Mr. Enders. We wish him 
well.

One of America’s leading 
composers, Duke Ellington, 
used to say that he got 
themes for his music from 
such simple things as people 
whistling in the street. So 
naming a street in his memo¬ 
ry has a bit of resonance in 
addition to the plain fact that 
he deserves it. At any rate 



misdeeds, arrogance and stupidity — in 
short, the whole range of rotten things 
that invariably start plaguing any gov 
ernment which comes to regard power 
as its God-given right and has been in 
office for too long. 

Not all the items in this category are 
1977 revelations and few, if any, actual¬ 
ly happened during the past 12 months. 
But, like the build-up of separatist pres- 
sures in Quebec, they broke through the 
surface with a sudden gush. 

There have been, of course, symp¬ 
tomatic rumblings for several years. 
For example, the still unfinished harbor 
dredging scandal (rigged patronage 
contracts) came to light well before 
1977. So did similar shenanigans in the 
terribly expensive construction of the 
huge and embarrassingly under used 
Mirabel Airport: the Skyshop conces¬ 
sion, Polysar and other kickbacks; the 
“rent a judge” affair with implications 
of the ruling party's manipulation of 
justice; the pocketing of political funds 
by the prime minister's close friends: 
the systematic misuse of government 
aircraft by some ministers, their fami¬ 
lies, their domestic staff and/or girl¬ 
friends; the waste of taxpayers' money- 
on such bureaucratic “status” symbols 
as private dining rooms and bathrooms 
in offices, or on Trudeau’s “bachelor 


pad” in the prime minister’s official 
residence (not to mention crystal chan¬ 
deliers and similar necessities of prole¬ 
tarian “New Society" decor); and, of 
course, the little matter of over %20 
million to mysterious and unnecessary 
agents in the heavily subsidized, 
money-losing CANDU reactor sales to 
Argentina and Korea by the bankrupt 
Atomic Energy of Canada Crown cor¬ 
poration. 

All these and many more malodor¬ 
ous sores of the Trudeau regime have 
been festering for quite some time 
under a jumble of increasingly visible 
bandages. But most people, comfort¬ 
able with soothing make-believes and 
fearing that something would have to be 
done if the mess were acknowledged, 
preferred not to look, or pretended not 
to see. 

This don't-tell-me-if-it's-unpleasant 
escapism, in which Canada leads the 
affluent democracies, was badly shaken 
late in 1976 by the political earthquake 
in Quebec. It fell to pieces last year 
under the blows of accumulated conse- 
, quences of a decade of scandalous jiis- 
management of the country. New reve¬ 
lations of political and bureaucratic 
misuse and abuse of power — such as 
the uranium cartel price-fixing and the 
"RCMP scandal" — undoubtedly con¬ 
tributed. but it was primarily the deteri¬ 
oration of the economy, plainly visible 
in record unemployment, sagging dollar 
and rising inflation, which broke the 
all-is-well pretence. So it’s only now that 
realization of all the converging sins of 
commission and omission of the arro¬ 
gant. profligate and by now decrepit 
Trudeau regime is slowly taking shape 
in the public mind. And while the cata 
lyst of this process is the crippled econ¬ 
omy and the Quebec threat of dismem 
berment of the country, the flavor, color 
and smell of the crisis is that of the 
stream of “conventional” scandals. 
Hence the hallmark of the past year.

BRUSSELS—Officials of 
the European Economic 
Community (EEC) are in 
need of relaxation after a 
busy season and before re¬ 
turning to an uncertain 1978 
for the nine-member 
grouping. 

In every major policy area 
the EEC has fallen behind 
schedule. Only a long — and 
improbable — series of 
agreements by all the gov¬ 
ernments will put it back on 
course. 

There isn't one minister or 
diplomat who wants to be in 
the position of saying "no” in 
EEC negotiations. This in¬ 
cludes the French, despite 
the fearsome reputation they 
have here for their negotiat 
ing techniques. As in a game 
of musical chairs, each- 
country’s representatives try 
to avoid being the last to fit 
into a group action. 

The problem is how to dis¬ 
agree with your partners 
without doing so in an un¬ 
equivocal and final answer. It 
involves the art of “Euro¬ 
speak” — a collection of ser¬ 
pentine verbalisms that have 
been refined over the years. 

The first rule EEC diplo¬ 
mats observe about disagree¬ 
ment is not to use the word 
"disagree”, and they never 
employ “unacceptable”, 
which has echoes of totalitar 
ian intransigence that would 
offend EEC circles dedicated 
to compromise. 

The worst an EEC diplo¬ 
mat may do is to express 
"deep reserve" which signals 
to others that full agreement 
is not in the cards. 

But even this is regarded as 
rather extreme. A much bet 
ter euphemism is for him to 
“reserve my position," a 
technique which allows talks 
to continue but which gives 
warning to others that accord 
is unlikely. 1 

If he prefers not to discuss 
an issue at all because he 
may not agree or has no in¬ 
structions, he merely “takes 
note”. This Is a polite indica 
tion that he does not want to 
be drawn into discussion for, 
if he were, he would have to 
express a “reserve” and that 
would be regarded as 
unfriendly. 

The more discreet opera 
tors may prefer to speak on a 
“hypothese de travail”. Nat 
urally. any agreement 
reached on a hypothesis is not 
a decision at all and the dis¬ 
senting government is there 
fore not committed, even 
though the discussion has 
been lengthy and amiable. 

It is a moot point whether 
the veto has been used in the 
EEC. Although it is said that 
the French “vetoed" British 
entry, that vulgar word was 
never used by de Gaulle or 
his representatives. The gen¬ 
eral merely held a press con¬ 
ference to explain that the 
British ship was not yet ready 
to tie itself up in the continen¬ 
tal harbor, and that was that. 
Quai d’Orsay officials affect 
ed astonishment at the sug¬ 
gestion of a “veto”.

A common method for ex 
pressing disagreement with¬ 
out seeming to be too nega 
live is to throw an “unfavor¬ 
able prejudice" onto the ne¬ 
gotiating table. Or, if talks 
are making progress but 
there are still some doubts, a 
“favorable prejudice”-is 
often produced. 

Alternatively, a "-pause for 
reflection" can be suggested 
which, in French, carries the 
strong implication that 
agreement can be reached, 
but only at some future date. 


When this happens, a time 
limit is usually imposed and 
by that deadline an EEC ne¬ 
gotiator has to withdraw his 
original reservation or con 
vert it into something ap¬ 
proximating disagreement 

If the negotiator is almost 
certain to consent but none 
theless has a remaining 
doubt, he can request a "re¬ 
serve d'examen'’ which 
means he wants to scrutinize 
the document's small print. 

Of course, it is always open 
to the EEC diplomat to say 
“yes” — to agree completely 
with his colleagues and pass 
on to the next business. But 
that wouldn't be playing the 
Brussels game.

Any hopes that a winter of relative rest might have 
recharged Dave Barrett's batteries were dispelled last week 
when he spoke to 300 or more supporters in Oak Bay. 

I don’t expect any of the 300 to agree with me, but, 
despite the funny one-liners sprinkling his speech, it was 
vintage Barrett right off the 1975 hustings. 

To the delight of the audience he lambasted the press. 
Not radio and television, just the poor old boys in print. The 
Vancouver Sun, he shouted triumphantly, is censoring the 
news. The Vancouver Province, the Times, the Colonist (the 
audience joyfully looks at yo'lirs truly to see if my head is 
bowed in shame) are all against the NDP and they all have 
jellyfish for editors. 

The audience bursts into frantic applause, those nearby 
turn and smirk to see how the scribes are enjoying taking 
their lumps in public. And they look a little surprised that 
the scribes are not blushing, are not bowing their heads in 
shame, are not wincing at the ferocity of the attack. In fact, 
they all look just a little bored. 

There's good reason for the bored look. Most of the 
reporters have heard it all before. They’ve been attacked 
and they've listened to their bosses being attacked by 
Barrett in Kelowna and Castlegar, in Enderby and Pouce 
Coupe, in Dawson Creek and Kimberley. 

Politically the wildness and the repetition might pay off, 
although how anyone could hear it more than twice and 
remain Impressed is beyond me. The charges are ridiculous. 
I used to think Dave Barrett knew how ridiculous they were 
but repeated them because he felt they were audience 
winners. 

Now I’m not so sure. I’m beginning to think that he and 
those around him really believe the press is out to get him. 
I’m beginning to think that Barrett and his boys really 
believe that I am told every day what to report and what not 
to report, and that my colleagues in the press gallery get 
similar orders from their editors. 

Barrett is always careful to explain to his cheering 
supporters that the poor little reporter must never be 
blamed for the terrible inequalities in the news. He tells 
them that we do a fantastic job. sending to our editors prose 
of high and concise quality and containing all the beauty and 
power of the politically spoken word. 

When it doesn't come out the way the reporter wrote it. 
that’s because the editors censored the story' or parts of the 
story.

I’m not so sure thht Victoria Mayor Michael Young's 
tirade last week against the Capital Region Board was a 
spontaneous outburst. 

The mayor isn’t given to spontaneity, and he usually 
phrases his remarks so carefully that it’s difficult to 
interpret their meaning. 

But regardless of what prompted him to lash into the 
regional board. Young made a few good points. 

No level of government is more nebulous to the public 
than the regional board. Trying to keep the regional board 
accountable for its actions is like trying to nail a pudding on 
the wall. 

There are many reasons why the public doesn't under¬ 
stand the function of the regional board and the most 
obvious one is that the majority of its directors double as 
aldermen in the various municipalities. 

Young criticized the role municipal directors play in the 
affairs of the Capital Region's unorganized territories. He 
said in nine out of 10 cases, the municipal representatives 
didn’t have a clue when It came to voting on matters 
concerning a small subdivision or other proposal for an 
outlying area. 

Having covered numerous meetings of the regional 
board. I can vouch for the accuracy of the mayor’s assess¬ 
ment. What’s more, nobody could possibly expect an aider- 
man from Victoria or Saanich to be familiar with planning 
details on Salt Spring Island. 

But undeterred by this obvious handicap, all the direc¬ 
tors from Greater Victoria’s seven municipalities vote 
merrily for or against matters they don't know anything 
about. 

In many cases, I suspect, they relate a proposal to what 
they believe to be a similar context in their own municipali¬ 
ty. That can be a dangerous mistake, because the circum¬ 
stances are usually totally different. 

Young suggested that matters affecting a single unorga¬ 
nized area should be decided by the director from that area 
in consultation with the regional administrative staff. 

Mind you, there’s a flaw in that proposal. I don't think 
it's good policy to leave political decisions to one person, but 
it would be a damned sight belter than relying on decisions 
made by an uninformed board. 

Regional board chairman James Campbell, director for 
the Outer Gulf Islands, took issue with Young's remarks. I 
didn't expect anything else, nor did Young. I presume. 

Campbell resorted to a cheap shot when he said he had 
always had the impression that Young wasn't very deeply 
involved with regionalism. 

What Campbell said in his own inimitable way was that 
Young was out of his depth when he served on the regional 
board as one of the Victoria directors. 

And that’s a far cry from the truth. Young understands 
regionalism very well. In fact, he understands it better than 
Campbell who hasn't even recognized its faults. Or if he has, 
he doesn't admit them. 

Campbell should remember that the major reason for 
setting up regional districts In B.C. was to give some form of 
government to unorganized areas. The regional board's 
function as a vehicle for services that are common to two or 
more municipalities was a secondary consideration. 

If those criteria still apply, then the municipalities have 
assumed far too big a role in the affairs of the unorganized 
areas. 

The Capital Region Board is made up of II municipal 
directors and only seven directors from the unorganized 
areas. As if this ratio wasn’t stacked enough against 
unorganized districts, the votes are weighted even more in 
favor of municipalities. 

On any controversial matter, the unorganized terri¬ 
tories are hopelessly outnumbered by the municipalities. 
True, it isn't often that the municipal directors vote against 
the wishes of a director from an unorganized area, at least 
not in a matter concerning that director's area, but the 
possibility is there. 

But even if it's never abused, the fact remains that 
Young's observations are true. In most cases, the municipal 
directors haven’t the faintest idea what they vote on 
when it comes to every-day decisions concerning unorga¬ 
nized areas. 

Having recognized that flaw, the mayor also knows that 
he won't get very far if he points it out in his usual, low-key 
fashion. 

For that reason. I believe his "outburst" was well- 
planned and controlled. His description of regional board 
directors as a “bunch of clowns and donkeys" was tailored 
to assure maximum effect. 

Young used a similar tactic once before and with great 
success. That was when he called the provincial government 
the largest corporate welfare bum in B.C. for not paying its 
fair share of municipal properly taxes. 


The government has, meanwhile, responded to Young's 
criticism. It is now paying its fair share. 

Maybe the mayor's attack on the regional board will 
have a similar effect. I wouldn't be at all surprised if the 
regional district review commission, which is to hold hear¬ 
ings later this month, were to buy a few of Young's ideas.

He’s the guy who has to sit and listen to 30 to 45 minutes of 
rhetoric and try, often in a tight time span, to conwrt ft into 
something reasonable. He’s the guy who has to make the 
decision what to report and what to leave out. Most times, 
because he wasn't there, the editor doesn't have the foggiest 
idea what the reporter has left out or whether what he put in 
was valid. 

The editor has to trust the reporter. The reporter Is paid 
to use his judgment. He doesn't last long if he constantly 
leaves out important, reportable, facts. You see there are 
inevitably other reporters at political meetings and the 
reporter who “misses” news items is quickly exposed by his 
more active and accurate brethren. 

It isn't an infallible system, depending as it does so 
heavily on human judgment. But by and large, as long as the 
competition is always there between rival newspapers, 
radio and^television, the public gets a pretty accurate 
picture of what's going on where in the community. 

Do editors and reporters always agree on what makes 
news? Better to ask the question in reverse by changing 
“always” to “ever.” If you ask the question that way the 
answer is "rarely.” 

Strangely enough, and I suppose much to the amaze¬ 
ment of Dave Barrett, the clashes are rarely about what a 
reporter has put into his story. All editors are Oliver Twists; 
they always want more and their main complaint to a 
reporter is what he's left out, what he hasn't done, not whal 
he has done. 

My latest clash came on the story I wrote on Barrett's 
Oak Bay meeting. I left out, quite deliberately, his attack on 
the Sun and his references to jellyfish editors. Quite frankly, 
I didn't think it newsworthy, having heard it a hundred 
times before, and I also thought it a cheap and false shot. 

My editors disagreed.They picked the information up 
from the Canadian Press wire and published it. I still think 
they were wrong — or a little masochistic. 

I mention it here in the vain hope that Dave Barrett will 
notice it and have a kind word for editors the next time he 
speaks in public. If he dyes I’ll report it, because that would 
be news. 

And I can always hope that the people who edit my copy 
won't punish me by insisting that every time Dave Barrett 
says the press is out to destroy him I have to report it. It gets 
as boring as it used to when W.A.C. Bennett used the same 
line. 

We hadn’t forgotten that was his favorite ploy, had we? 
No, of course not. Nor would anyone dare to suggest that 
Dave Barrett, having watched Waccy’s success with it, 
pinched it for his own use. 

And now to make matters worse, Graham Lea and 
Eileen Dailly have jumped on the media wagon. Lea tells us 
that Premier Bennett has a $100,000 a year stable of flaks in 
his office and Mrs. Dailly says the B.C. Government News is 
nothing but a government propaganda sheet. 

What they both say has a degree of truth. But they’re 
like reporters. It's what they don't say that really makes the 
difference. 

Like explaining how much Dunsky Advertising got to 
promote Dave Barrett's image. That was in the millions, 
wasn't it? 

As for the government news giveaway sheet, it hasn't 
changed since it was invented by the old Socreds.

HOPE FOR THE NOSE

NEW YORK—In this world 
where the by-product of many 
chemical and Industrial pro¬ 
cesses In an unpleasant odor, 
there is hope for the nose. 

This Is the message con¬ 
veyed by Jack Bryson, vice- 
president of the Ventures Di¬ 
vision of Will Ross, lnc„ of 
Milwaukee, which Is selling s 
device that odormakers 
admit makes breathing a lot 
more pleasant around the far 
tory. 

For the homeowner too, 
stuck with the smell of a 
burnt dinner, the same de¬ 
vice (In a much-smeller ver¬ 
sion) will at least make a 
home habitable even if it does 
not restore a roast. 

This sweet-smelling news 
has been welcomed by Scan 
Pac, Inc., of Menomonee 
Falls, WIs. In addition to 
manufacturing brake-shoe 
linings, the Scan Pac plant 
produces the unfortunate 
odor of burning rubbef and 
asbestos. 

There was little that John 
Meyer, the plant manager, 
could do to please the neigh¬ 
bors. However, since the firm 
started using Bryson’s ver¬ 
sion of an industrial dendor 
ant. the complaints have 
ceased, Meyer says. 

Another Wisconsin firm, 
Cudahy Tanning, also reports 
positive results. Explains Leo 
Hetzel. vice-president for 
maufacturing: “We get the 
hides direct from the killing 
floor of the slaughtering 
house and they have all the 
yard odors on them." Also, 
the company uses a strong 
chemical solution to process 
the hides. The by-product, 
says Hetzel, smells "like a lot 
of rotten eggs.” 

Bryson's product, he states, 
has cleaned up both the rotten 
egg odor and the hide smell. 
"This machine is so simple," 
he says, "that I don’t know 
why we didn't figure it out 
ourselves.”

A lot of other people are 
asking themselves the same 
question, ‘says Bryson in an 
interview. What Will Ross, 
Inc., has done, simply. Is 
come up with a new way to 
neutralize odors caused by 
gases. 

The system works by emit 
ting a controlled amount of 
gaseous vaporderived from a 
special formula of aromatic 
compounds and natural oils, 
called by the company “neu- 
trox gamma.” By means of a 
membrane, the oils are con¬ 
verted to a gas which neutral¬ 
izes the odor. It works on any 
smell — from hydrogen sul¬ 
phide, the rotten-egg smell, 
to the burning odors smelled 
after a fire. 

In the past such smells 
have been combatted by a va¬ 
riety of means, A company 
could mask the offending odor 
with another odor — perhaps 
a strong perfume, or disinfec 
tant. Or, a company could 
build machines that oxidized 
the gas. 

While this eliminated the 
odor, it created health prob¬ 
lems because of dangers the 
oxidized materials would 


pose for humans. Other com¬ 
panies have tried carbon ab¬ 
sorption using charcoal. This 
works but requires frequent 
changes of the charcoal. 

One of the curious aspects 
of the Will Ross device Is that 
no one is quite sure why it 
works. Bryson said a German 
company has theorized that a 
permanent bonding of chemi¬ 
cals takes place, neutralizing 
the odors. 

However, in laboratory 
tests performed by the Gallob 
Analytical Service for Bry¬ 
son’s company, no measur¬ 
able change in the air was 
found. Concluded the service: 
“It thus appears that the ef¬ 
fect of the neutralizer Is only 
affecting the odor perceived 
by the nose.” For the most 
people, that’s sufficient. 

Last October. Palastocon, 
the Will Ross subsidiary that 
markets the deodorizing de¬ 
vice, began selling its indus¬ 
trial version of the product. 
Sales have been good, says 
Bryson, although not boom¬ 
ing. 

One of his major problems 
is that plant managers, with 
their technical backgrounds. 


don’t believe such a simple 
and relatively cheap device 
can work. Most sales have 
come about as a result of 
“word of mouth.” It usually 
takes a demonstration to con¬ 
vince a sales prospect. 

The cost of a device capa¬ 
ble of cleaning up the odors 
emitted by a large Industrial 
plant Is about $8,000 installed. 
Smaller units costing as low 
as $300 are available. Annual 
maintenance varies depend¬ 
ing on the size of the unit. 

“The initial cost is trival,” 
says John Meyer of Scan Pac, 
“compared to a scrubber,” 
which Is a sophisticated air¬ 
cleaning machine. 

Over the last two years 
Plastocon has sold about 10,- 
000 of the breadloaf-slzed 
home units. These small units 
now cost about $130, but Bry¬ 
son Indicated that the com¬ 
pany soon will have a cheaper 
model.

Groups working to halt the 
sale of Krugerrands say the 
proceeds are used by the 
white-minority South African 
government to prop up its 
system of racial separation. 

Krugerrand sales were up 
worldwide in 1977, but Kelly 
said that "the whole area of 
gold coins didn't live up tqjhe 
expectations that we had 
seen for it.”

But Alan 
Emery, acting for the club, 
argued that the club is eco¬ 
nomically obsolete because it 
is losing money and the 
building should be assessed 
on that basis.

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Lots of space, but fewer students 

Trustees puzzle over maximum school size and future closings 


By PAUL De GROOT 


No optimum school slz« 
were established, but Greater 
Victoria school trustees gave 
the nod this week to a kin¬ 
dergarten to Grade 7 elemen¬ 
tary school, and Grades 8 to 12 
high school grade pattern In 
their district. 

The consensus was reached 
at the first of several meet¬ 
ings called to discuss the use 
of "surplus" spare left by 
declining enrolment in the 
district. 

THE AGENDA for the 
meeting was furnished by the 
board's process committee 
which. In its second report 
(the first, last month, discus 
sed a "time-line" for decision 
making), dealt with the ques¬ 
tion of optimum school size, 
and grade patterns. 

Citing the Facilities Study 
77 report done by the educa 
turn ministry in the district 
last fall, the process commit 
tee noted that most district 
administrators favor "me¬ 
dium-sized" elementary 
schools of J79 to 498 pupils. 
Hut gives at least two divi¬ 
sions In every grade and 
greater flexibility in provid¬ 
ing options such as art, music, 
and other subjects. 

THE MAIN disadvantages 
to schools with fewer than 
about 200 pupils, the report 
said, were split classes 
(classes with two or more 
different grades), more prin¬ 
cipals' time spend time teach 
ing, little specialization in the 
program, and inadequate li¬ 
braries. Small schools also 
cost more, the report said. 

The report recommended 
that the medium-sized school 
be the generally accepted 
goal, that schools of fewer 
than 200 students be phased 
out except in special circum¬ 
stances. and that first consi¬ 
deration be given to closing 
classroom space and porta¬ 
bles. 


‘Prevent 

aquatic 

nuisance 


Environment Minister 
James Nielsen called Friday 
for stronger federal regula 
tion* to prevent the move- 
mem of any nuisance aquatic 
plants into Canada. 

Nielsen said a United 
States plant, the hydrilla, 
could pose a more serious 
threat than Eurasian milfoil 
weed if it spread into B.C. 

He said the hydrilla al¬ 
ready was spreading quickly 
in the U.S. 

Nielsen also said the feder¬ 
al government should take 
steps to prevent the spread of 
B.C.'s milfoil problem into 
other provinces. 

He recommended that fed¬ 
eral Environment Minister 
Len Mart-hand draft regula¬ 
tions prohibiting interprovin¬ 
cial. as well as international, 
transportation of nuisance 
aquatic plants. 


IN DEBATE, however, 
most trustees seemed unwill¬ 
ing to set specific numbers for 
an optimum school size. 

The socio-economic en¬ 
vironment of a school might 
determine its need for flexi¬ 
bility, said trustee Mark Fish¬ 
er. If an optimum size were 
selected. It could mean signif¬ 
icant additional costs to the 
board in bringing other 
schools into that range, he 
added. 

Trustee Bud Smith said only 
10 of the district's 41 elemen¬ 
tary schools fell Into the me¬ 
dium-sized range, meaning 
the board could be commit¬ 
ting itself to substantial costs 
U) Meet the criteria It set. 

TRUSTEE JOHN YOUNG 
said no discussion on this 
point should take place until 
the school board had accura¬ 
tely assessed the district’s 


“We cannot deul effective¬ 
ly with the major decisions 
unless the board bums clear¬ 
ly what kind of service see are 
going to offer the children at 
this district.'’ 

But, anable to get any 
agreement from other trus¬ 
tees on that point. Young 
said, as a second-best posi¬ 
tion. schools should simply be 
allowed to get smaller and 
smaller, until it became clear 
that they were at a disad¬ 
vantage. and the number of 
students affected by closure 
would be minimal. 

EMPTY CLASSROOMS 
could be used by other mem¬ 
bers of the community, creat¬ 
ing a diverse and stimulating 
educational environment and 
making the schools a focus for 
their neighborhood. Young 
said. 

Both the process commit¬ 
tee report and the Facilities 
Study '77 drew criticism from 
the board. 

Harshest critic of the faci¬ 
lities study was Young who 
said the board had been "se¬ 
duced, conned by the edcua- 
tion min istry of education 
into believing that there was a 
great amount of surplus 
space.’’ 

THE REPORT is based on 

the official figure of .10 stu¬ 
dents per classroom, but no 
school district in the province 
adhered to that criteria. 
Young said. In the Greater 
Victoria district, for instance, 
the average is 24 students per 
classroom. 

"So 25 per cent of our sur¬ 
plus space (as outlined in the 


facilities study) is not surplus 
at all.” 

In addition, the report was 
written by an architect and a 
demographer, not by educa¬ 
tors, Young said. 

WHILE ADMITTING that 
the report had deficiencies, 
school board chairman Susan 
Brice said Its demographic- 
data would be valuable to the 
board. 

The board was hampered 
by Inadequate data in the 
past when it attempted to 
close schools, she said 

“If you overlook the back¬ 
ground to this report, you are 
going to be tossing aside a 
document that boards in the 
past would have given their 
eye-teeth for." 

WHEN QUESTIONED 
about the undesirability of 
split classes, as outlined in the 
process committee report, 
schools superintendent Allan 
Stables replied that philo¬ 
sophically, split classes 
should get strong support 
from educators who were de¬ 
dicated to the Idea of contin¬ 
uous progress, rather than 
“lockstep” grades. 

“But parents don't like 
them, and spilt grades don’t 
work as well, partly because 
of early Indoctrination given 
to teachers and some admin¬ 
istrators.” 

Stables was also asked what 
was wrong with giving princi¬ 
pals more teaching duties. 

THE Y WERE In the schools 
to provide curriculum leader- 
ship and meet with parents. 
While time spent teaching 
wastime away from these 
duties. Stables said, a com¬ 
pensating factor was that 
they spend more time with the 
students. 

As far as costs were con¬ 
cerned. Stables said. It should 
be "self-evident” that small 
schools were are more costly 
than larger schools. When 
schools reached a certain 
minimum size, additional 
staff wereneeded to handle 
certain duties. 

BIT, HE SAID, "a school Is 
never economically unviable 
to run. except in comparison 
wilh other schools." 

Trustee Peter Dorazlo 
made no apology for bringing 
up the subject of dollars. 

"There is more to it than 
just needs or wants. We have 
to maintain a balance be 
tween educational needs and 
the taxpayers’ ability to pay 
for those needs.” 

But the taxpayers were not 


served If educational needs 
were not met, replied Young. 

“IT IS CHEAPER to edu 
cate a student properly, to put 
the money In the front end, 
than to pay for maintaining 
him in a penitentiary, or on 
probation." 

“The most important far- 
tor Is the human factor," 
Young said. 

"There Is a great opportu¬ 
nity for this board to enjoy a 
high level of esteem if we 
convey to the public that 
whenever considerations are 
placed before us, educational 
value is uppermost." 

“WE WILL BE forgiven 
many mistakes if we do not 
fault on that one," 

No consensus on optimum 
school size was reached, in 
spite of process committee 
chairman Bud Smith’s at¬ 
tempts to determine what had 
been decided. The only agree¬ 
ment appeared to be for the 
notion that classrooms and 
wings should be closed before 
schools themselves are 
closed, and that the district 
should remain flexible on 
school size. 

ON THE QUESTION of 
grade structure, the process 
committee’s report was well 
received, and trustees agreed 
with its recommendations. 

Separate junior and senior 
high schools should be phased 
out in the district, in favor of 
schools with Grades 8-12, the 
report said. 

BY KEEPING alternative 
schools within the regular 
grade pattern, sudden 
changes could be minimized 
for students. Stables said. 

Students who attended an 
alternative school which had 
only primary grades for in¬ 
stance, had two strikes 
against them when they trans¬ 
ferred out of the school—they 
were not only entering a dif¬ 
ferent "learning community" 
but also a different education¬ 
al philosophy, Stables said. 

The next meeting on school 
facilities will take place next 
Wednesday, at 8 p.m., when 
the board meets to consider 
acceptable auxiliary space 
needs, and classroom, porta¬ 
ble and school closures.

Brisson, Danish-born, Eng¬ 
lish-educated and American 
by choice, reminisced about 
his life with Rosalind. 

Brisson was often identi¬ 
fied as Rosalind’s husband, 
which he could understand, 
but he has been for most of 
his life a noted theatrical pro¬ 
ducer. He was a prime mover 
in bringing to the United 
States the works of such 
playwrights as Harold Pinter 
and Tom Stoppard. 

His wife admired him as a 
very daring producer, but she 
-was not above reminding him 
occasionally that his judg¬ 
ment was not always infal¬ 
lible. 

It was during an Atlantic 
crossing that Brisson decided 
that he would either marry 
Rosalind or kill her, as he put

it, althought he had never 
met her. For 12 days the only 
movie aboard ship was The 
Women. For 12 days Brisson 
was bombarded with natter¬ 
ing voices. 

"The irritation of those 
voices,” he said, “and hers 
was always the loudest. 

“Finally, after 12 days, I 
wanted to look. And then I fell 
madly in love with her. I 
thought she was the funniest, 
nicest, beautiful, gorgeous. 

. .. Little did I know, but the 
most intelligent and divine 
woman I would ever know. 

"She cared only about her 
family, her friends and hu¬ 
manitarian work, how she 


could help others. Then came 
her career. 

Her suffering was intense, 
Brisson said, especially when 
she received the most covet¬ 
ed of all the Academy 
Awards, the Humanitarian 
Award, in 1973. 

“She considered that the 
greatest award she could 
have received, better than 
any three other Oscars,” 
Brisson said. “And when she 
received It, she could hardly 
walk the distance from back- 
stage to the front. Her feet 
were in such agony. For her to 
hold that Oscar and make a 
speech was excrutiating, but 
she never showed it."

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Buddy Holly, the rock V roll 
pioneer who died at 22 in a 
1959 air crash, is the subject 
of a new film biography by a 
trio of film novices who have 
spent four years and $2 mil¬ 
lion on The Buddy Holly 
Story. 

Holly, who never achieved 
the fame of such as the Bea¬ 
tles and Elvis Presley, 
shaped and influenced the fu¬ 
ture of pop music. He was 
among the first white per¬ 
formers to adapt black 
rhythm and blues music to 
country-pop sounds that 
evolved modem rock. 

Producers Fred Bauer, Ed 
Cohen and director Steve 
Rash, none of whom ever 
made a movie, saw in Holly's 
brief career a dramatic mu¬ 
sical biography. 

Bauer-Cohen-Rash, 
steeped in television musical 
specials, produced Louis 
Armstrong, the All-American 
Boy, Rockin’ in the USA and 
many others. 

Their association with con¬ 
temporary rock groups for 
the past decade qualifies the 
trio, all in their 30s, as pop 
music authorities, if not rock 
historians. 

Naturally, they speak in 
glowing terms of The Buddy 
Holly Story, but their respect 
for Holly and his musical 
achievements is genuine and 
knowledgeable. 

Holly became a profession¬ 
al when he was 19, the first 
rock star to write, arrange, 
sing, play and produce his 
own music. In his brilliant 
three-year career he wrote 
45 hit songs, six of which 
were on the charts when he 
died. 

A clean-cut south Texas 
boy, Holly died with musi¬ 
cians Richie Valens and the 
Big Bopper when the small 
plane in which they were rid¬ 
ing, piloted by an 18-year-old, 
crashed in Clear Lake, Iowa. 

“His death marked a void 
in rock music that wasn't re¬ 
vived until the Beatles came 
along,” said Cohen. “Over 
(he years Paul McCartney 
bought all publishing rights 
to Holly's songs. The Beatles 
recorded only two songs they 
didn’t write themselves. One 
of them was Buddy's Words 
of Love. 

“The Rolling Stones’ first 
hit in this country was Holly’s 
Not Fade Away. 

“Even today his albums 
sell a million a year around 
the world." 

Producer Bauer explained 
that Holly’s story is dramati¬ 
cally different from most 
rock stars. Unlike Jimi Hen¬ 
drix. Janis Joplin and scores 
of other rock deities, he was 


never associated with drugs 
or alcohol. 

“We bought film rights to 
Buddy’s life from his widow, 
Maria Elena,” Bauer said. 

To add authenticity to their 
picture, the producers decid¬ 
ed against hiring stars. They 
wanted performers who also 
were accomplished musi¬ 
cians. 

For the title role they chose 
Gary Bussey, a first-rate 
rock drummer who still 
moonlights with groups 
under the name of Teddy 
Jack Eddy. 

Bussey is an experienced 
actor who recently appeared 
in A Star Is Born. Gumball 
Rally, Thunderbolt and 
Lightfoot and The Last 
American Hero. 

“We are really doing jus¬ 
tice to Buddy Holly,” Cohen 
said. “He was a true pioneer 
of rock. He convinced Elvis 
to add drums to his group 
when Elvis stopped by to 
hear him perform. 

"If he hadn't died so young 
he'd have been the greatest 
rock star of them all. The 
People's Almanac lists him 
with Ella Fitzgerald, the 
Beatles. Louis Armstrong, 
Bessie Smith and Frank Sin¬ 
atra as one of contemporary 
music's great innvoators.”

In the past, herring roe 
tendermen have picked up 
the ternis of the salmon 
agreement from the previous 
year, and then received fur¬ 
ther, retroactive wage in¬ 
creases based on the subse¬ 
quent salmon agreement. 

The board ruled the 1977 
memorandum copld not be 
construed as a collective 
agreement as defined by the 
provincial labor code. 

The board said the memo¬ 
randum only ran until the end 
of the herring roe fishery, 
which was almost exactly the 
same time as the 1976 tender- 
men’s agreement expired. 

“We believe that this coin¬ 
cidence of termination dates 
is an objective indicator that 
the memorandum of agree¬ 
ment for the herring roe fish¬ 
ery was to be incorporated 
into the existing tendermen's 
agreement.” said Ed Peck, 
board vice-chainfian. 

The board also said there 
were no seniority provisions 
in the memorandum, except 
for those already included in 
the 1976 tendermen's agree¬ 
ment. 

“We are disinclined to be¬ 
lieve that a document is a 
collective agreement when it 
Is devoid of any reference to 
this important facet of indus¬ 
trial relations for two-thirds 
of the unit, and there are no 
objective differences be¬ 
tween the group which has 
seniority, and those who have 
none,” Peck said. 

The case came before the 
board on an application by 
the Fisheries Association of 
B.C., which asked for a decla¬ 
ration to be issued on the 
question. 

Tendermen in both the her¬ 
ring roe gnd salmon fisheries 
are represented by the Unit¬ 
ed Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union.

Insurance man 
chides media 


Spill plan inadequate 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
consultant's report for the 
Greater Vancouver Regional 
District's oil spill emergency 
measures committee criti¬ 
cizes federal and provincial 
government agencies for fail¬ 
ing to be adequately pre¬ 
pared to deal with a major oil 
spill on the B.C. coast. 

The brief, prepared by C.T. 
Hatfield of Hatfield Consult¬ 
ing Ltd., urges the GVRD to 
prod provincial and federal 
government agencies to take 
more positive action, such as 
the purchase of a multi-sys- 
lem, multi-channel commu¬ 
nications unit capable of 
patching together all commu¬ 


nications systems in the 
GVRD area for use in emer¬ 
gencies. 

The brief says the depart¬ 
ment of fisheries and the en¬ 
vironment has only a draft 
local contingency plan, while 
the ministry of transport has 
a very simplistic outdated 
plan, and neither document 
spells out an efficient opera¬ 
tional jurisdictional split be¬ 
tween the two departments. 

Within the GVRD area, 
there are at least seven feder¬ 
al and provincial government 
agencies that could be re¬ 
sponsible for initiating con¬ 
trol and cleanup action. 


Other deficiencies outlined in 
the report: 

• No provisions in current 
contingency plans for updat¬ 
ing, so that most plans be¬ 
come obsolete in time; 

• No provisions for mock 
exercise testing of the cur¬ 
rent contingency plans; 

• No plans which prescribe 
the proper cleanup methods 


to be employed on different 
types of shorelines such as 
rock, cobble, sand and 

marsh.

Chess 
stakes 
—wife 

BELGRADE (Reuler) — 
World champion chess chal¬ 
lenger Viktor Korchnoi, a So¬ 
viet exile, may forego his 
right to a chance at the crown 
unless his wife and son are 
allowed to leave the Soviet 
Union to join him. 

Korchnoi won the right 
Thursday to challenge Soviet 
world champion Anatoly 
Karpov by beating Boris 
Spassky of the Soviet Union 
in the 18th game of an elimi¬ 
nation series that lasted 
nearly two months. 

Korchnoi, 47, said in an in¬ 
terview he might decide not 
to play Karpov for the world 
crown if Soviet authorities 
continued to deny his family 
the right to join him in self¬ 
exile. 

HIS WIFE BELA. 46. and 
son Igor. 18, had applied for 
exit visas for Israel but the 
applications were turned 
down two months ago, the 
grandmaster said. 

My family has financial 
problems, no means to live,” 
he said. They are not allowed 
to draw money from his bank 
account in the Soviet Union. 

Korchnoi, who defected to 
the West in 1976, said he had 
applied to the Soviet embas¬ 
sies in the Netherlands and 
Belgrade for his wife to be 
granted power of attorney so 
she could draw on his bank 

account and use his car.__ 

‘Each time, the embassies 
refused to verify my notary 
papers for the family. I even 
applied to the Soviet embassy 
here during the match with 
Spassky.” Korchnoi, who 
clinched the challenger eli¬ 
minator with 10.5 points 
against Spassky's 7.5 points, 
has said his bid for the world 
title was a political vendetta 
against world champion Kar¬ 
pov and the Soviet author¬ 
ities. 

THE ELIMINATION se 
ries with Spassky was 
marred by a series of disput¬ 
ed demands by both players 
and personal ill-feeling. 

Korchnoi narrowly lost to 
Karpov in the final elimina 
tion in 1971. He said after¬ 
ward that Karpov was the 
official favorite although he 
regarded him as a mediocre 
player. This view got him into 
trouble with the Soviet Chess 
Federation and fellow Soviet 
grandmasters. 

Korchnoi, who lives in 
Switzerland, defected during 
a Dutch tournament in 1976. 

Karpov gained the world 
title by default in 1975 when 
Bobby Fischer of the U S.re¬ 
fused to play the title match 
under conditions laid down by 
the international chess feder¬ 
ation. 

FISCHER TOOK the title 
from Spassky in Reykjavik. 
Iceland, in 1972, in a match 
which for the first time 
brought big money to the pre¬ 
viously sedate chess world. 

Korchnoi said he plans to 
play in tournaments soon in 
the Netherands and Israel 
before taking a rest. 

He faces a tough opponent 
in Karpov, who is 20 years his 
junior and has lost few 
matches since becoming 
champion. 
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Nazi trial drags on with accounts of horror 


DUESSELDORF(Reuter) 
— West Germany’s last big 
Nazi war crimes trial has run 
Into its third year and all 
signs are that the strangely 
placid proceedings will drag 
on for the rest of the decade. 

One of the chief women de¬ 
fendants—deported U.S. citi¬ 
zen Hermine Braunsteiner 
Ryan—was out on ball again 
this week after spending 
Christmas and New Year's 
under arrest. 


The Vienna-born Mrs. 
Ryan, 59, was taken into cus¬ 
tody after screaming, “liar," 
at an elderly Polish witness 
last month and attempting to 
strike her. 

A higher court in Duessel- 
dorf ruled that the outburst 
by the former concentration 
camp guard was due to ex- 
citement and that she was not 
trying to obstruct the course 
of justice. 

Mrs. Ryan, who was 


tracked down by Nazl-hunter 
Simon Wiesenthal In the late 
1960s after she married a U.S. 
soldier, is back in her apart¬ 
ment a few minutes walk 
from the court. 

Unlike normal defendants 
facing major charges in West 
Germany or neighboring 
countries, the nine men and 
five women accused here of 
causing the deaths of 27.000 
people under the Nazi regime 
are not held in custody. 


And few people think any of 
the accused will end their 
days In jtffl. Critics of the 
drawn-out legal proceedings 
say many of them will prob¬ 
ably be dead before verdicts 
are rendered or sentences 
passed. One has already died, 
along with a lawyer and sev¬ 
eral witnesses. 

In the courtroom at the 
state courthouse here, elder¬ 
ly survivors have described 
how Mrs. Ryan allegedly se¬ 


lected women and children 
for the gas chambers at Mal- 
danek concentration camp In 
Poland. 

They say she was nick¬ 
named in Polish “Kobyla” 
(the mare) for her habit of 
kicking Inmates around. 

Witnesses have told of 
babies being wrenched from 
their mothers’ arms for exe¬ 
cution, of hangings and flog¬ 
gings and the machine-gun¬ 
ning of 18.000 people. 


A tough team of lawyers,

RECALLED 

BY STOKER 


Iced in near Sea Horse Island 

Baychimo, fur-laden 
ghost ship of Arctic

"For all I know, she may be drifting around the Beaufort 
Sea still.” 

The speaker is James Hay, 75-year-old retired stoker, 
goldminer, dredgemaker and shipwright, and he's talking 
about the S.S. Baychimo, the Arctic’s own version of the 
Flying Dutchman. 

Hay, who lives on Land's End Road near Sidney, was a 
stoker aboard the Baychimo when she left Vancouver July 
7. 1931 for her annual trading trip north, a trip from which 
she never returned. 

Having made trading calls at Walnwrigtat, Point Bar¬ 
row, Herschel Island, Letly Harbor, Barnard Harbor and 
Coppermine, Captain Sydney Cornwall headed the Baychi¬ 
mo for home at 3 a.m. Sept. 9, 1931 with a cargo of furs 
reputedly worth $1 million aboard. 

Ice conditions were among the worst ever recorded in 
the Arctic, and the going was slow. By late September, she 
had made it only to Sea Horse Island, about 60 miles east of 
Point Barrow in Alaska, and there she froze solid in the ice. 

Hay's diary of the trip takes up the story: 

"In a few days ice formed thick around us and one day 
we were able to play football on the level ice. Joined by 
Eskimos who had come with five dogteams from Wain- 
wright village only about 20 miles away.” 

On Oct. 6. the wind changed. "Ice broke all around us, 
destroying our former football field in a few seconds. 

"This hurried preparations for our shelter ashore, and as 
it now appeared that the boat was iced in for the winter, 
arrangements were made by wireless for planes to come in 
and take the five or six passengers (all of them Hudson's Bay 
Co. employees) and half the crew to Nome to Patch the 
last boat out of there Oct. 25. 

“Rumors and discussions aboard the boat every day as 
to whether planes will be that day or next, or at all, owing to 
uncertain weather conditions at that time of year. 

“Work at building hut ashore proceeding, with dog- 
teams and man-teams hauling stuff and stores (about % 
mile) on sledges. Others sawing ice on lake ashore for 
winter water supply. 

"Three planes came and took away some of the crowd, 
and two are now coming every other day getting more 
men till Oct. 24th. when the last of the 22 men to go ‘out¬ 
side’ left us and we went ashore to live, and thankful to 
get ashore as last few weeks aboard boat were miserably 
uncomfortable owing to cold and frozen pipes, etc, on the 
steel boat. 

"Hut ashore, built mostly of hatch covers off the top of 
the holds, was much warmer when eventually it was all 
covered in with snow blocks, in fact warmer than houses, 
and the boys used to enjoy a good laugh when finally we 
got an occasional newspaper from outside and read of the 
hardships we were suffering. 

“Just previous to going ashore the skipper called us 
together and read clauses in the articles we’d signed when 
joining the ship, which he said we’d maybe not paid 
particular attention to. 

“It was to the effect that he was still In command though 
we were now going to live ashore. That incident re¬ 
minded us of tales of when old windjammers had been 
wrecked in far-off places and the skippers ‘called the men.’ 

"The 17 men who have stayed on, picked more or 
less as those most likely to get along well together and to 
be a standby party to take the boat out the following sum¬ 


mer, have now their various routine jobs to do, such as 
hauling and cutting up driftwood for firewood to augment 
the coal taken ashore, others sawing ice on lake for water, 
others hauling and breaking up same for melting In the 
hut. others running gas engine taken ashore from’h life¬ 
boat to charge batteries for the wireless set; cook got his 
own job and does by far the most work. Plenty reading 
material and two victrolas (portable gramophones) and 
decks of cards in camp. 

"The boat had as usual carried her emergency stores — 
a year’s supply of food, and plenty of proper clothing, for 
cold weather, so with that and plenty of reindeer meat 
from the Eskimos we were all right.... 

GONE AFTER STORM 

“Nov. 26th, for a day or so now it has been blowing, and 
one cannot sec very far so nobody ventures far; about 
noon it cleared up for a short time and It was discovered 
that the boat had disappeared from where it was anchored 
less than a quarter of a mile offshore. 

“Seeing it continued to blow for another day, no search 
could be made for the boat till the blizzard had ended. 

“While the blow was on, the moving ice made quite a 
noise — in fact you could hear the landscape changing; it 
was so changed when the storm had passed that no 
trace of the boat could be found. 

“About a week later a trapper sighted the boat on the 
top of the Polar packice near Point Barrow. As the boat 
was now a salvage prize, a white trapper and an Eskimo 
took great risks going out aboard the boat to get the ten 
bales of fox furs that were still aboard. 

“The boat was quite far offshore and the Ice they 
travelled over far too rough to carry or haul a skin canoe 
to come back in if the polar pack got blown out, so they 
' were very lucky. . . 

"Early in February word came in by wireless from 
Hudson's Bay Co. that planes would come in for us as soon 
as possible if everybody was prepared to travel out that 
way at their own risk. 

“Left hut, which was almost buried by now with drifted 
snow, by plane Feb. 12th. Got to Kotzebue in less than V/i 
hours (340 miles). . . 

“Landed at Tanana from Kotzebue, which was over 600 
miles, late on the 19th . . Left there next day, got to 
Fairbanks in a couple of hours. About 1,000 miles by 
plane, gets pretty cold after flying about an hour in an 
unheated plane. . ..” 

The Baychimo was left all alone on the Arctic Ocean, 
but not for very long. 

She was reported from Point Barrow Aug. 26,1932, that28 
Eskimo men had had a narrow brush with death aboard 
her. 

They found her close in shore, and were stripping her 
of parts, but within a few hours a strong easterly wind 
blew up, carrying them 30 miles from land on the grind¬ 
ing and crushing ice. They survived only by splitting up 
into small parties and hunting for seal and beaand 
awaiting a shift in the easterly wind. 

The ghost ship next showed up in 1933, when the 
cutter Northland found a weatherworn Baychimo perched 
on a solid icepan and attempted to blast her free, but as the 
skipper planned the operation, a fogbank rolled in and when 
it rolled away, Baychimo had vanished.

On Aug. 11, 1933, the ship Trader spotted her, still rid¬ 
ing on her icepan float, and a party, including Isobel 
Wylie Hutchison, Scottish writer and naturalist, board¬ 
ed her. 

Climbing aboard, she saw a “strange spectacle. . . the 
holds open to the winds, its half-rifled depths still con¬ 
tained sacks of mineral ore, caribou skins, and cargo of 
various descriptions.” 

She discovered a pair of handcuffs, a History of the 
Great War in massive volumes, and the ship’s gyro-, 
compass, the first of its kind in service. 

“All went well until the Trader’s crew, Pete and Kari. 
Pallson, two Icelanders, talked of towing the crewless 
ship to port and loaded their ship with salvage, including 
bits of the compass. 

“Whether or not Baychimo resented the loss of her com¬ 
pass and. . . the rest of the loot, I leave it to the supersti¬ 
tious to decide. Certain it is that from the day we boarded 
the derelict, our hopes of reaching Herschel Island faded," 
she wrote later. 

LAST SIGHTING IN 1962 

They sifhted her again Aug. 15, travelling hurriedly 
northward on her pan ot Ice, well outside the dangerous 
shoals, “just as if a Master Hand were directing her,” 
said Trader's captain, Pete Pallson. 

Reports of sightings came in every few years, the last 
firm report from a group of fishermen on March 11, 1962. 

Still aboard Baychimo, whether she’s afloat or at the 
bottom of the Beaufort Sea, were a dozen packing cases 
of carefully-wrapped scientific specimens collected by Ri¬ 
chard Finnie, a Fellow of the Royal Geographic Society, 
for the National Museum In Ottawa. 

They include pots and lamps carved from soapstone, 
bows and arrows, spears and fishing tridents, drums for 
ceremonial dances, charms and toys, someof which had been 
obtained with great difficulty from the Copper Eskimos. 

’ Even before her final drawn-out fatal brush with the 
Beaufort Sea,-Baychimo had a colorful history. Built 
for the Baltic Sea Trade by Linholmens Verkstad of Ak- 
liebolg, Gothenburg, she weighted 1,322 tons. Sturdily 
built to withstand and break the ice, she was described as 
“all bulk” and not very beautiful. 

She had triple-expansion, three-cylinder steam engines, 
a winch-chain locker that once killed a man, an unusual 
square crowsnest, and a tall yellow funnel. 

The Hudson's Bay Company bought Baychimo in 1921 and 
she went into trading with the Siberian Eskimos, being 
briefly commandeered by the Russian Communists before 
the HBC gave up the Siberian trade in 1924. 

That same year, she helped rescue the crew of the HBC's 
Lady Kindgrsley, which suffered the same fate Bay¬ 
chimo eventually did seven years later. 

The very first voyage she made into the western Arctic 
in 1925 was almost her last. On July 29, after fighting 
through a bad stretch of packice, she rammed a pan 
of ice heavier than was at first assumed, and. failing to 
break it, slipped sideways against a huge diamond-hard 
blue berg of Mackenzie River ice which stove her in and 
almost crippled her. The dent was 20 feet long and, although 
no plates burst, she took on a little water. 

Baychimo made headlines again in 1929, when she 
reached Cambridge Bay on Aug. 29 to make a three-ves¬ 
sel commercial link between the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans. The Fort McPherson, permanently maintained 
by the HBC within the Arctic Circle, sailed from the Bay¬ 
chimo the 250 miles to join the Fort St. James, which had 
steamed out of Nova Scotia In 1928 and wintered in the 
Arctic. 

As for Hay, he’d bad enough of the sea and went 
back to his job hard-rock goldmining at the Premier 
Mine. 40 miles upriver from Stewart. B.C., until 1938, 
when he returned to his native Scotland and married. 

He wanted to return to Canada during the war but 
was on essential war work at the Lewis shipyard in Aber¬ 
deen. Finally, hi was granted permission to make the trip 
to Canada, where he joined Yarrows in Victoria, retiring 
as a foreman in 1966. 

His son. James, a Port Albemi schoolteacher, recently 
was awarded the Governor-General’s award for bravery 
for rescuing a schoolgirl from a trestle bridge in the path of 
a train, nearly losing his leg in the process. 


Packing ’em in 

Full houses 
on Day liner 

The Esquinialt and Nanaimo Railway Dayllner between 
Victoria and Courtenay has been running at capacity since 
the decision to cancel the service was announced last month, 
an E&N supervisor said Saturday. 

Irwin Rush, supervisor for the railroad from Nanaimo 
north, said the demand for space was so great on the 
68-passenger self-propelled Budd car during the Christ¬ 
mas season that people had to be turned away. 

Another source, told the Colonist that chairs were set up 
In the baggage compartment on Saturday’s run to accom¬ 
modate an overflow crowd of passengers. 

Most of the people taking the train appear to be doing 
so because they want to ride the Dayllner before the pas 
senger service ends Jan. 31, Rush said. But he admitted 
that lower passenger fares announced last month had 
also had an effect on the number of riders. 

The new fares, announced three days before the Canadi 
an Transport Commission granted a long standing Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway application to suspend the ser¬ 
vice, cut the cost of a return trip ticket by one-third. 

The return fare between Victoria and Courtenay, for 
instance, is now $19.30, compared with $28.90 previously; 
to Nanaimo, $10.15, compared with $15.20; and to Duncan, 
$5.50, compared with $8.30. 

“Whether this (customer demand) would continue if 
the Dayllner were not going to be cancelled, I don't 
know," Rush said. 


Saanich faces 
four charges 


Four charges of pollution 
and injury to fishing grounds 
have been laid against the 
municipality of Saanich and 
Chew Excavating Ltd. of Vic¬ 
toria by the federal fisheries 
department. 

The charges involve work 
being done April 27 on Swan 
Creek. 

The information, laid under 
Section 33, subsection 2 of the 
Federal Fisheries Act, ac¬ 
cuses the defendants of per¬ 
mitting the deposit of a dele¬ 
terious substance into Swan 
and Colquitz Creeks and un¬ 
lawfully permitting the de¬ 
posit of a deleterious sub¬ 
stance into waters frequented 
by fish. 

A regular maintenance 
program was under way on 


Swan Creek when the work 
was ordered halted by fi¬ 
sheries officials. 

Chew Excavating was 
hired to do the work by Saan¬ 
ich’s public works depart¬ 
ment. 

Since May, a new method 
of doing the creek mainte¬ 
nance has been employed by 
Saanich, the Colonist was in¬ 
formed. 

Former alderman Sandy 
Noel, works board chairman 
last year, said it was news to 
him that a court action had 
been launched. 

Municipal administrator 
William Tremayne said the 
charge was laid last fall and 
the defendants both pleaded 
not guilty at a court appear¬ 
ance in December. 


Business brisk 
at drug stores 

City pharmacists are doing a brisk business with all the 
coughing, sore throats and aching muscles going about 
owing to various flu-type bugs. 

In fact, Gerry Lundgren of the James Bay Pharmacy 
had to do some quick re-ordering to be sure, he would 
have enough stock for his annual January cough and 
cold sale. At one point over the last week, said Lundgren, 
whose staff and family have been hit by flu, “we were 
completely sold out of one of the most popular cough re¬ 
medies." 

January is always a good month for cough remedies, 
according to a spokesman for the Shoppers Drug Mart store 
at Fort and Foul Bay. 

“But this year I think there has been more of a 
demand," he said, adding that the popular remedies ranging 
from the standby pain-killers to the highly-advertised cough 
products needed frequent replenishing on the shelves. 

The spokesman and one from McGill and Orme noted 
an increase in prescriptions for antibiotics. 


CRASH DAMAGES 
FIVE VEHICLES 

Friday the 13th came a day late Saturday for an 
unidentified man whose panel truck went out of control and 
started a chain reaction ending in an estimated $4,000 
damage to four parked vehicles plus his own, which Esqui¬ 
mau police said is a writeoff. 

The incident brought people out from their dinners in 
the 1100-block Colville. No one was injured, the spokes¬ 
man said. 

According the spokesman, the driver was eastbound 
along Colville when his truck collided with a parked truck 
which spun around and struck a parked car, setting 
off a domino effect that stopped two cars later. 

Other traffic was briefly halted and then guided about 
the accident site while several tow trucks removed the 
vehicles, most of which were on the sidewalk. 


Have UVic joggers met their Waterloo? 


The University of Victoria's claim that 
it has the largest number of joggers of any 
university in Canada has been challenged by 
the University of Waterloo. 

The claim, contained in a UVic recre¬ 
ation calendar, was spotted by a Waterloo 
official and the Ontario university has now 
issued a formal challenge to UVic. which 
UVic has accepted, UVic president Dr. 
Howard Petch said. 

“They are the most competitive univer¬ 


sity in Canada, so it came as no surprise to 
me that when they saw the claim they would 
respond and challenge it," said Petch, vice- 
president and acting president at Waterloo 
before coming to UVic. 

He said students at Waterloo often take 
on other universities when claims about 
being the best in some field are made by 
another school. 

The challenge from Waterloo states that 
the Ontario school will have a larger per¬ 


centage of full-time staff, faculty and stu¬ 
dents participating in Jogging 24 miles at the 
rate of three miles a week between Jan. 23 
and March 19. 

Waterloo will not be easy to beat, Petch 
said. , 

“They have 4,000 students in residence 
who respond to these challenges with 
vigor.” 

“But I understand they’ve just had a 
terrible snowstorm out there,” and the 


weather at this time of year could be the 
deciding factor, he’ said. 

Waterloo president Dr. Burt Matthews 
has also extended a personal challenge to 
Petch in the contest, but Petch, hampered 
by the effects of an old knee injury, is unable 
to jog. Instead, Petch gets his exercise by 
swimming, while Matthews can't swim a 
stroke, Petch said. 

“We’ll have to find some neutral 
ground.”

SAN DIEGO — In a quiet, 
dimly-lighted room at Mercy 
Hospital here, Ronald Perry 
was peddling an exercise bi¬ 
cycle. 

The housecoat he wore was 
open over his chest, showing 
the surgical scar and stitches 
from an operation he'd under¬ 
gone less than two weeks be¬ 
fore to correct the blockage 
of his coronary arteries. 

Perry. 43, had his first heart 
attack five years ago. The 
surgery was done on an enter 
gency basis after he experi¬ 
enced severe chest pains 
while In the hospital for an¬ 
other procedure 

IN THE SAME room. 
Veronica Altermatt was 
striding along on a treadmill 
at a pace equivalent to walk¬ 
ing at 3.5 miles an hour. 

At 52. she suffers from dia¬ 
betes and arthritis and has 


occasional attacks of angina 
pain. 

Both she and Perry were 
being constantly electronical¬ 
ly monitored while they exer¬ 
cised under the watchful eyes 
of two specially trained regis¬ 
tered nurse therapists. 

THEY WERE participating 
in cardiac rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams which are a far cry 
from the kind of therapy that 
might have been prescribed 
for them as little as 10 to 15 
years ago. 

The programs are precise 
ly opposite the old school 
theories about caring for the 
heart patient. 

They're based on the theory 
that inactivity, once thoughi 
to be the best medicine for 
heart patients, may actually 
be the most harmful approach 
to take in caring for them. 

Dr. John Mazur, directorof 
the cardiopulmonary depart 
ment at Mercy, where the 


rehabilitation program has 
been officially in operation 
since March, describes the 
change in attitude. 

"WE HAVE BEGUN to re 
alize that the heart Steals 
more quickly than we used to 
think. Further, we've learned 
that much of the physical 
weakness and permanent in¬ 
capacitation that followed 
heart attacks was not actually 
attributable to damage to the 
heart. 

“The treatment (rest and 
restricted activity) that was 
once routinely instituted ac¬ 
tually led to physical decon- 
ditioning The enforced inac¬ 
tivity led to generalized mus¬ 
cle weakness. It was more 
that than cardiac impairment 
that left heart attack victims 
as invalids and semi-invalids 
for their remaining years." 

PSYCHOLOGICAL factors 
also played a role. Mazur 
said.

That begins, according In 
Mazur, after a week to 10 
days of total bed rest. 

To combat It, doctors en 
courage patients to begin 
being active as soon after the 
attack or operation as their 
conditions become stable — 
usually in two to three days. 

AT FIRST the activity may 
be no more than simply taking 
care of their own persoal hy¬ 
giene needs or later on, walk 
ing in the hospital corridors. 
The important thing, both 
physically and psychological 
ly, is the early start. 

Also important to the sue 
cess of the treatment plans 
are: 

Personalized exercise pre 
scriptions. Doctors consider 
it Important to match the ex¬ 
ercise program to each pa 
tient’s needs and capabilities 
and to assess progress fre 
quently to see that the stress 
is not too great, but that it is 
at a level sufficient to condi 
tion and strengthen Ihe circu 
latory system. 

GROUP EXERCISE ses 
sions. Patients, the doctors 
say, seem to find Ihe regi 
mens more palatable when 
they have company. And, they 
say. it seems to build morale 
for patients to see others with 
similar health problems re 
covering successfully. 

Information and counsel 
ling. Beginning as soon as 
they're stable after an attack 
. or even before admission to a 
hospital for surgery, patients 
are given thorough instruc¬ 
tion in how to minimize risk 
factors In terms of diet, exer 
else, giving up smoking, re¬ 
ducing emotional stress and 
in developing an understand- 
ing of their problems and how 
to speed their recovery

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France tastes 
anti-Semitism 

PARIS (Reuter) — The daily newspaper Le Matin 
says a wave of anti-Semitism is sweeping France. 

Le Matin reported a series of anonymous telephone 
calls to Jewish personalities and the daubing of anti- 
Semitic slogans on walls. It compared them with 
similar incidents in Germany just before Hitler took 
power there in 1933. 

A leading French Jewish leader said racisim was on 
the rise in France but it was exaggerated to talk of a 
wave of anti-Semitism. 

“There is undoubtedly a resurgence of tiny groups of 
Nazis and there is violent racial feeling against Arabs. 
There are also worrying anti-Semitic incidents, but to 
speak of a wave of anti-Semitism is very much 
exaggerated,” said Jean Pierre Bloch, head of the 
International League Against Anti-Semitism and Rac¬ 
ism. 

The newspaper said the Incidents were similar to 
those in Germany In 1933. _

restrial predators, at least, 
down here.” 

Blowing snow flurries and 
sub-zero temperatures, down 
to 100 degrees below zero, as 
a matter of fact, are the natu¬ 
ral environment in which 
these penguins live. 

SeaWorld has created a 
new home for its Adelies and 
Emperor penguins, complete 
with freezing temperatures 
and 6,000 tons of flaked ice a 


day. as part of a National 
Science Foundation project 
that will hopefully lead to 
more data on penguin biolo¬ 
gy. breeding and behavior. 

These 80 Adelies and 20 ot 
the larger, aristocratic Em¬ 
peror penguins were being 
prepared to go to San Diego 
on an air force cargo jet. 

It Is summer here at 
McMurdo Station, the centre 
of the National Science Foun¬ 


dation's L’-S. Antarctic Re¬ 
search Program, and the 
temperatures can soar as 
high as IS degrees abpve 
freezing and drop to 40 de¬ 
grees or more below zero rap¬ 
idly. 

During a visit to Todd's 
penguin pen at 1:30 a m., 
snow flurries alternated with 
the sunshine on the Texas¬ 
sized Ross Ice Shelf.

■ They are only two of 17 pen¬ 
guin species in the world but 
Ihey are the only ones native 
to Antarctica 

"They aren’t hard to catch 
because they don’t have any 
land predators here—you just 
walk up to the Adelies with a 
net and put it over a pair of 
them. They are already 
mated and there isn’t any 
problem at all." Todd said. 

"But with the Emperors, 
It’s a different thing altogeth¬ 
er and we all have the blaek- 
and-blue marks to prove it.” 
said Scott Drieschman of En¬ 
cinitas, Calif., who is assis¬ 
tant curator of birds and a 
member of the four-man pen¬ 
guin collecting team for 
SeaWorld. 

Emperors stand as much 
as four feet tall and weigh 80 
pounds They are too big for 
the net but the SeaWorld 
team captures them by hand, 
a sometimes painful process.

down a little." said Todd. 
"Then you pul them In a plas¬ 
tic trash can that has flexible 
sides so the don’t hurt them¬ 
selves." 

The flippers are strong 
enough to beat their captors, 
even through the four or five 
layers of arctic clothing that 
must be worn as protection 
against the elements, causing 
black and blue bruises and 
not a few peck marks on ex¬ 
posed necks. 

Emperor penguins had not 
yet mated so the search was 
on for nomadic, non-breeding 
birds, says Todd. It is diffi¬ 
cult to tell the males from the 
females so the scientists 
were taking 10 of the largest, 
and 10 of the smallest for the 
research institute. 

Statistically, the 10 largesl 
should be males and the 10 
Smallest should be females. 
Todd explained. 

"We look these Adelies 
from a rookery at Cape Cro- 
zier that has more than 300 
000 of them." said Todd 
“You can walk right into the 
middle of them and they 
won't move because they 
each have their own little ter 
ritory marked off. 

"We re just moving into the 
breeding season for the Ade 
lies but it will be a little later 
for the Emperors,” he said. 

"The Emperors are the 
only animal I know of thai 
picks the very worst time of 
the year for breeding, at the 
beginning of the winter down 
here. 

"The female lays the egg 
and the male takes over to 
incubate it while she goes off 
to the sea to feed. The male 
will sit on the egg for about to 
to 66 days to hatch the chick 

"Within a couple days of 
hatching, the female comes 
back even though she might 
have to cross more than a 
hundred miles of ice to do It 

“The male Is in pretty bad 
shape by that time. He's lost 
maybe 35 or to pounds and is 
pretty emaciated. It takes a 
couple days for the female 
and the chick to recognize 
each other’s voice and then 
the male leaves for the ocean 
to feed,” Todd said.

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Lobster farms likely 
in 15 years — expert 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Lobsters, timid sea crea¬ 
tures that like to hide along rocky coasts, may one day 
be produced on (arms. 

Research by Westlnghouse Electric Corp. predicts 
that warm water discharged from power plants along 
the Atlantic coast will be put to use in commercial 
lobster farms within 15 years. 

“Nature is doing its best and It can't supply all the 
lobsters we need today,” said James Wright, former 
head of the company's environmental systems depart¬ 
ment 

Wright and 50 other employees recently bought the 
Westlnghouse department and formed a new research 
corporation called Energy Impact Associates Inc. 

Looking for a way to make the heat from warm 
waste water beneficial, Westlnghouse looked at fish 
farming as a good prospect. 

Fish grow faster In warm water because they are 
cold-blooded. In the sea, their metabolism slows down 
as temperatures fall, so they don't add weight during 
much of the year. 

"If they’re maintained in optimum temperatures 
throughout the year, lobsters will grow as much in 12 
months as it takes them 10 years to grow in the cold 
waters off Maine,” Wright said in an interview. 

“In 15 years it’s entirely possible that we will be sup¬ 
plementing what nature provides with about 25 per 
cent of the lobsters consumed in this country,” said 
Wright. 

However, an experimental lobster farm operated by 
the state of Massachusetts at Martha's Vineyard Is¬ 
land has been unable to grow a lobster to commercial 
size in less than five years. It normally takes about 
seven In the wild, lobster fishermen say. 

The fishermen also note that lobsters prefer cold 
water and will leave an area if it becomes too warm. 

Wrioht said feeding costs make it uneconomical for 
most fishto be raised in artificial farms. But lobster, 
because of Its high price, is an exception, he said. 

He estimated that conditions will be ripe for a salt¬ 
water lobster farm within five years, and that by 1992 
about 10 million pounds of lobster will be farm-fat¬ 
tened.

Assessment 
hike sought 


He said, in a speech to a 
service club, that because the 
apartments produce income, 
they should be assessed 
somewhere between residen¬ 
tial and commercial pro¬ 
perty, which is at the 25-per¬ 
cent level. 

Ozard said there were 
some problems in assessing 
apartments and condomin¬ 
iums, adding it may be an 
area for future legislation to 
clear up. 

He said in a later interview 
that one reason assessments 
on condominiums had in¬ 
creased was that the market 
value for such accommoda¬ 
tion had gone up more dra¬ 
matically than for apart¬ 
ments. 

Ozard said that in the past, 
assessors had sometimes 
looked at the Income pro¬ 
duced by the apartments and 
assessed them higher. 

As a result, he said, they 
were closer in their assess¬ 
ment level under the new 
system than were condomin¬ 
iums. 


Apartment buildings 
should be assessed at a 
higher percentage of their 
actual value because they 
produce income, says a se¬ 
nior assessor with the B.C.

sealed In an artificial en¬ 
vironment. 

They could communicate 
visually with their comrades 
through large windows and 
audibly by means of a tele¬ 
phone. They spent their lei¬ 
sure time listening to the 
radio, watching television, or 
reading in a large library. 

Their air was re-oxygenat¬ 
ed by plant life, and they 
recovered ample water for 
drinking and washing from 
condensation. Plants, grown 
on artificial soil, or on plastic 
film, were irrigated by sew¬ 
age waste and water 
A hydroponic farm — It 
uses water instead of soil — 
produced wheat in S3 days, 
but the growing was regulat¬ 
ed in such a way that they 
were able to harvest the 
wheat every nine days. From 
this they made flour to pro¬ 
duce bread, biscuits, buns 
and pancakes. 

Their diet consisted also of 
cabbage, lettuce, carrots, cu¬ 
cumbers and onions. The en¬ 
vironment was not fully self- 
sufficient since they had to 
supplement this diet with 
tinned meat. 

The sealed cubicle had a 
total floor area of 128 square 
metres. Half of It was taken 
up with plants. 

While this experiment did 
not Include meat production, 
far-sighted engineers have 
proposed that a star ship of 
the future might even contain 
pigs and poultry. A full-scale 
star ship might have a farm¬ 
ing area of 111 acres (0.4 
square km) to support 10,000 
people. 

Are such colossal space sta¬ 
tions feasible? Dr. Gerald K. 
O’Neill, of Prlnceiown Uni¬ 
versity, says they are. He had 
started some time ago to dis¬ 
miss such science-fiction fan¬ 
tasies by simple arithmetic, 
but the more he checked his 
calculations the more he be¬ 
came convinced that such a 
space station was a real possi¬ 
bility. 

He envisages a huge space 
city contained in a tube 15km 
long and 6km in diameter, 
built by catapulting rock from 
the moon's surface into space 
near to where the colony Is to 
be built. (Although another 
plan suggests that the moon 
rock might first be put Into a 
parking orbit around the 
moon, and then ferried to the 
space city by rockets. 

Clearly, closed-loop en¬ 
vironments (that is, where 
everything Is recycled) will 
have to be developed further 
before such a space city be¬ 
comes a reality — in the next 
century — but the Siberian 
experiment is encouraging. If 
technology Is developed to 
such a pitch, and closed-loop 
environments become cheap 
to produce, they will have an 
Immediate benefit to the 
Third World. 

Families could live cheaply 
in a closed-loop environment 
on earth, harvesting the 
guaranteed yield from their 
food crops every nine days. 
Further, such technology will 
enable the closed-loop house 
to become a reality in the 
civilized world. Already 
many experiments on such 
houses are well advanced. 

The stimulation to build a 
space colony is just what is 
needed (o make these dreams 
come true. But what good 
would the colony itself be? 

A space station (or space 
city) has constant access to 
the sun's radiant energy. This 
is not only cheap, but non-pol¬ 
luting, and inexhaustible. 

By moving Industry to the 
space environment it will re¬ 
lieve the pressure on earth’s 
resources. Eliminate the ne¬ 
cessity of nuclear power sta¬ 
tions and the space-based in¬ 
dustrial plant would not pol¬ 
lute the earth environment. 

Materials produced in 
space can be cheaply ferried 
down to earth, while raw ma¬ 
terials mined on the moon 
can economically be ferried 
down to the space station. 
Moreover, industry based in 
the zero gravity environment 
can produce some things even 
better than on earth. 

Experiments aboard Sky- 
lab, for instance, suggested 
that vaccines can be made of 
an improved purity. Transis¬ 
tors and semi-conductor de¬ 
vices can also use the advan¬ 
tage of weightlessness for 
their manufacture. 

On a more exotic scale, 
foamed scale might be the 
material of the future. Imag 
ine a material as strong at 
steel, but lighter than alu¬ 
minium, from which to make 
airplanes. It could be manu¬ 
factured In space by passing 
air through an ingot of molten 
steel. 

. Living In such a space colo¬ 


ny might not be as artificial 
as one might at first suggest. 
Dr. O’Neill has suggested — 
and his plans are being 
seriously considered by 
NASA — that inside the space 
city would be a landscaped 
environment with grassland, 
trees and a lake. 

It may not be that every¬ 
body would like to live in a 
microworld—indeed it would 
be unrealistic to imagine a 
mass emigration from the 
earth — but it does present a 
new dimension to the future; 
a new “promised land" where 
we might avoid some of the 
mistakes that we have made 
on earth. 

But perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, the space cities are 
j ust a stepping stone on man’s 
journey to the stars, and his 
colonization of other planets. 

Meantime, Soviet scientists 
have just released informa¬ 
tion about the behavior of 
animals and insects in space 
which they collected from 
their Cosmos 938 satellite. It 
carried It white rats Into 
orbit on August t and safely 
returned them to earth 20 
days later. 

The craft carried two cen- 
trifigues, each containing five 
cages. The centrifuges spun 
round, giving a sense of gravi¬ 
ty of the same strength as we 
feel on the surface of the 
earth, to each of the rats 
in the centrifuge-cages. An¬ 
other 20 rats were in a weight¬ 
less condition. 


boratory would remain In 
orbit for long periods, like 
Skylab, with a small crew 
being ferried between t))e la¬ 
boratory and earth by the 
space shuttle. This Is in con¬ 
trast to Spacelab, the labora¬ 
tory itself being, during oper¬ 
ation periods, an integral part 
of the space shuttle. 

Soviet plans for space sta¬ 
tions seem somewhat more 
advanced.In recent years the 
Soviets have placed more em¬ 
phasis on the Salyut labora¬ 
tory missions rather than a 
manned lunar landing, but 
says Lt. Gen Vladimir Sha- 
laov. Commander of the Yuri 
Gagarin Training School for 
Cosmonauts, “Soviet scien¬ 
tists are contemplating orbit¬ 
al scientific stations much 
larger than the present Sa- 
lyuts, with crews from 12 to 
29. Such a station could func¬ 
tion for years.” 

These stations, according 
to Cosmonaut Lt. Gen. Georgi 
Beregovoi, “will lay the basis 
for interplanetary flights.”

Such re¬ 
search, as well as benefiting 
the space community, would 
help understanding of the 
aging process of mankind in 
general. 

Cosmos 936 followed the 
equally successful Cosmos 
782, launched on November 
25. 1975, and stayed in orbit 
for 19)4 days. 

It carried biological speci¬ 
mens in a program sponsored 
by the USSR, Czechoslova 
kia, Bulgaria, Hungary, the 
German Democratic Repub¬ 
lic, Poland. Romania. France 
and the U.S. — this being the 
first Soviet satellite to carry 
American experiments. Cos¬ 
mos 782 carried tortoises, 
rats, fish eggs, carrot tissue 
culture, tobacco seeds, sim¬ 
ple fungi and micro-orga¬ 
nisms. 

The American concept of a 
more immediate space sta¬ 
tion is the Manned Orbital 
Laboratory, which is likely to 
be built in space from ex¬ 
pended external tanks used to 
boost the space shuttle into 
orbit.

Each group 
also was seeded with a Latin 
American team. 

Italy, which lost a behind- 
the-scenes struggle to Hol¬ 
land for leadership of Group 
4, had been selected for 
Group 1, before the drawing 
took place. 

Although there are always 
surprises In World Cup com¬ 
petition, as weak teams man¬ 
age to stage upsets against 
more powerful opponents, 
Saturday’s draw indicated 
that the groupings could pre¬ 
sent problems for some fa¬ 
vorites. 

Argentina, the host coun¬ 
try, will face strong competi¬ 
tion from Italy and Hungary 
in Group 1. France, which 
won a World Cup berth after 
years as a mediocre soccer 
power, should find it very dif¬ 
ficult to make the semi-finals 
against such powerful com¬ 
petition. 

In Group 2. where world- 
champion West Germany is 
the leader, only Poland 
should provide serious com¬ 
petition as they meet in the 
inaugural match June 1. Tu¬ 
nisia and Mexico are not con¬ 
sidered strong teams. 

Brazil, the three-time 
world champion, will face 
harder competition in Group 
3. however. Spain and Swe¬ 
den are considered solid 
teams, while Austria is de¬ 
scribed as a weak opponent. 

Holland, runner-up in the 
1974 World Cup. could face 
trouble with a scrappy Scot¬ 
tish team, and perhaps even 
from Peru in Group 4. Iran is 
considered one of the weaker 
teams coming to the Cup.

FIFA delays 
Asian ruling 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter) 
— The International Football 
Federation has temporarily 
shelved its dispute with the 
Asian Football Confederation 
over,the controversial mem¬ 
bership of China, Taiwan and 
Israel to ensure a trouble- 
free World Cup aoccer tour¬ 
nament here in June. 

After a day-long heated de¬ 
bate Friday, the executive 
committee of FIFA withdrew 
the deadline it gave the AFC 
to expel China and take back 
Israel and Taiwan into its 
ranks or else face sanctions. 

The deadline expired 
Thursday. 

FIFA spokesman Rene 
Court said because no agree¬ 
ment could be reached on the 
issue, it was decided to form 
a five-man sub committee to 
have talks with the countries 
involved and make recom¬ 
mendations to the executive 
committee within 120 days. 


These recommendations 
will be studied by the execu¬ 
tive committee before the 
FIFA Congress here May 28 
and if agreement still cannot 
be reached, the Issue will be 
deferred for discussion at a 
later FIFA Congress. 

There were earlier fears 
that the dispute between 
FIFA and AFC might preju¬ 
dice the World Cup soccer if 
Iran, one of the 18 finalists, 
sided with the Asian federa¬ 
tion. Observers said this 
would have left FIFA with no 
choice but to suspend Iran.

Four years after indepen¬ 
dence, the right to citizenship 
of hundreds of non-Baha 
mlans is being jeopardised by 
a government attempt to alter 
the country's constitution. 

Those affected are all “Be¬ 
longers.’' a category created 
in the pre-Independence years 
to accommodate a limited 
number of Commonwealth 
citizens who had lived in the 
Bahamas for five years or 
more, established a good rep¬ 
utation and indicated that 
they wanted to make the is¬ 
lands their home 

Barred from citizenship so 
long as the Bahamas re¬ 
mained a colony, they were 
granted special immigration 
status and given all the privi¬ 
leges of Bahamians, includ¬ 
ing. until IMP. the right to 
vote. 

Under the 1#73 indepen¬ 
dence constitution agreed to 
by the governing Progressive 
Liberal Party, the then Oppo¬ 
sition Free National Move¬ 
ment and the British govern¬ 
ment, “Belongers” were 
among several groups of per¬ 
sons constitutionally entitled 
to citizenship subject to what¬ 
ever "exceptions or qualifi¬ 
cations might be prescribed 
in the interests of national 
security and public policy.” 

Of the 1,20* Belongers 
created in the ten years be¬ 
fore independence, some 500 
have been rejected for citi¬ 
zenship without explanation. 

None of the refusals were 
challenged until last year 
however, when a 51-year-old 
Canadian-born businessman. 


D’Arcy Ryan, took his case to 
court. 

A 28-year-resldcnt of the~ 
Bahamas and married to a 
Bahamian. Ryan filed suit 
against the government 
claiming (hat the minister re¬ 
sponsible had acted “arbi¬ 
trarily, prejudicially, without 
legal justification, contrary 
to the rules of natural justice 
and contrary to the Bahamas 
constitution” in refusing to 
grant him citizenship 

A two-man panel of judges 
agreed that Ryan had not 
been given a fair hearing. 
They differed however on the 
constitutionality of a section 
of the Bahamas Nationality 
Act which, after spelling out 
the grounds for refusal, then 
gave the minister the right of 
rejection "if for any other 
sufficient reason of public pol¬ 
icy" he was satisfied that 
it was “not conducive to the 
public good” to grant the ap¬ 
plicant citizenship. 

According to the Act the 
minister's decision was dis¬ 
cretionary and not subject to 
court appeal or review. 

Justice Samuel Graham, a 
Trinidadian, who is one of 
four judges on the Bahamas 
Supreme Court bench, found 
that the court did have juris¬ 
diction and ruled that the dis¬ 
puted section of the National¬ 
ity Act was unconstitutional. 

Ryan was entitled to citi¬ 
zenship, he said, providing he 
renounced his former citizen¬ 
ship. 

The Chief Justice, Sir Leon¬ 
ard Knowles, a Bahamian, 
concluded that the court had 
no jurisdiction to make such a 
declaration. 

Because of the judges' fail¬ 
ure to agree on the form the 
court order should take, the 
action was dismissed. Ryan 
appealed to the Bahamas 
Court of Appeals which unani¬ 
mously agreed last March 
that he was constitutionally 
entitled to citizenship. 

Although the government 
has appealed to the Privy 
Council, it has nonetheless 
anounced it will seek to 
amend the constitution so as 
to leave no doubt that the 
government of the day rather 


than the courts will be the 
final Judge on citizenship. 

“The position of the PLP 
government Is that, apart 
frbm born Bahamians, no one 
else is entitled or ought to be 
entitled to Bahamian citizen¬ 
ship as of right, unless and 
until the privilege of citizen¬ 
ship has been extended as a 
gift of the Bahamian people.” 
Prime Minister Lynden Pin- 
dling told delegates to this 
year’s PLP convention. 

According to the prime 
minister: “Citizenship is a 
political question and the de¬ 
cision to award citizenship is 
a political decision to be made 
by the government of the 
day." 

It was not until last July's 
general election, however, 
that the government was in a 
position to move tor a consti¬ 
tutional amendment. Now in 
Its fourth term, the PLP won 
30 of the 38 House of Assem¬ 
bly seats, giving it more than 
the three quarters majority 
constitutionally required to 
alter the constitution's citi¬ 
zenship provisions. 

The proposed Bill is due 
before Parliament early next 


year, and the government has 
promised to adhere strictly to 
the procedure for amend¬ 
ment, which also calls for a 
national referendum. 

The decision however has 
been widely condemned. “No 
other Commonwealth coun¬ 
try in the Western hemi¬ 
sphere has stooped to do vio¬ 
lence to the citizenship provi¬ 
sions of its Constitution," says 
attorney Eugene Dupuch, QC. 
an authority on constitutional 
law and the Opposition's legal 
advisor at the Independence 
conference. 

Opponents point out that 
the issue goes beyond the 
vested rights of a small mi¬ 
nority. “It is the first step on 
the road tp tampering with 
the fundamental rights and 
guarantees which Bahamians 
have long taken for granted," 
Bahamian Democratic Party 
leader Henry Bostwick 
warned.

Ms. Soboda told delegates to 
the conference sponsored by 
the Canadian Labor Congress 

(CLC). 

“Perhaps those in locals 
that are largely female don’t 
experience this, but where 
women are in the minority it 
seems to have happened 
quite frequently.” 

Ms. Soboda said when she 
and another woman applied 
in 1973 for transfers from of¬ 
fice jobs to higher-paying 
jobs in the Nw Glasgow steel 
plant, “resistance came from 
all sides.” 

The company asked what 


was wrong with the two 
women, “why do they want to 
work in a dirty shop, listen to 
the shop-talk of roughly 1,000 
men, wear work-clothes in¬ 
stead of office finery and 
upset our rules that have 
been working okay since the 
turn of the century?” 

“We also had a lot of resis¬ 
tance from some sisters in 
our local, asking basically 
the same questions, with a 
few uncomplimentary re¬ 
marks thrown in for good 
measure.” 

Ms. Soboda said at times 
she and the other woman who 


went to work In the plant felt 
“we were the only fish swim¬ 
ming upstream, but the im¬ 
portant thing was we hung in 
there.” . 

“Since then, other women 
have come to work in the 


shop and no longer is it even a 
topic of discussion." 

Delegates to the conference 
on equal opportunity for 
women were told that the 
wage gap between men and 
women is widening.

“Now there is a 
growing recognition that in 
fancy is an important period 
in the development of the 
mind and the nervous sys¬ 
tem. 

'Even the earliest experi¬

Olson said it is possible to 
test an infant's memory by 
showing the baby something 
new and something familiar 
— and then noting which Item 
draws the baby's attention. 
The baby usually is attracted 
to the unfamiliar item, Olson 
said. 


YOUR GOOD HEALTH 




Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
been treating “jock itch" for 
some time now. and am in 
agony with it. The patent 
medicines don’t help Whal 
can I do? —V.J.T. 

If it is jock itch (tinea 
cruris), anti fungal applica 
lions should end it. It's time 
to question your diagnosis. 
The fungus may be compli¬ 
cated by bacteria! infection, 
or you may have a reaction to 
the medicine. It Is not un¬ 
heard-of for the cure to be 
worse than the disease. 

It may not be Jock itch at 
all, but contact dermatitis, as 
a reaction to underwear ma¬ 
terial or to soap used in laun¬ 
dering. The typical jock Itch 
rash is a group of ring-shaped 
blebs at the inner thigh, ordi¬ 
narily on one side, although 
both may be involved. Obesi ¬ 
ty can compound the prob¬ 
lem. See a dermatologist for 
a fresh diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment. 

Dear Dr. Thoeteaoa: Does 
frozen vegetable have the 
same nutrient as fresh gar¬ 
den kinds? — Mrs. H.H. 

Freezing doesn’t affect the 
protein, carbohydrate, or fat 
content of moat foods, includ¬ 
ing vegetables. Prolonged 
storage may alter color, con¬ 
sistency and taste of frozen 
foods a bit. Dietitians tell me 
the nutritive quality is main¬ 
tained for at least two years. 
What’s lost is usually lost in 
cooking. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: "My 
mother is 90 years old and 
very healthy. Last winter she 
complained of her feet being 
so cold. I look a look at them 
and they were purple. I took 
her to a doctor and he gave 
her circulation medicine and 
told her to wear heavy stack¬ 
ings. She did and it helped her 
some. Later she complained 
of her feet tingly and hot. The 
doctor had no answer for this. 
Can you offer any help? — 
Mrs. P.H. 

There could be a simple 
answer.

Perhaps the heavy 
stockings are too bulky for 
her old shoes. She may need 
larger shoes to accommodate 
them. This would account for 
the numbness. Too, material 
in the new stockings may be 
causing an allergic reaction. 

Dear Dr. Thoste¬ 
son: Please explain the cause 
of dry mouth. In the morning 
it is especially dry. I wear 
dentures, and in the morning 
my tongue is almost stuck to 
my upper plate. I am 71 and 
in good health. — Mrs. R.C. 

You are probably a mouth 
breather or your sleeping 
room is too dry. You should 
probaly remove the dentures 
before retiring. They can 
complicate dry-mouth 
problems 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: For a 
year I have been bothered 
w ith my right eye going into a 
squinting spasm that I can't 
control. It seems to happen 
when 1 am in the company of 
others, and there is no let-up 
when it begins. Any sugges¬ 
tions? — H.M. 

If it is a muscle spasm, 
which I suspect, it can be 
emotion-caused. Perhaps you 
have been through some 
emotional episode recently. 
If so the tic should subside in 
time. Have an eye specialist 
look into it. Tics are easy to 
come by, difficult to get rid 
of. Psychiatry can be 
theanswer. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it 
true that breast cysts usually 
occur on the left breast? If so, 
why? — Mrs. Y.E. 

It is apparently true, and I 
don’t know why.

Amputation case: Ford Motors clear 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
man who claimed his legs 
were frozen when his Ford 
truck stalled in northern 
B.C.Iost his damage action 
when two witnesses testified 
he was drunk when operating 
the vehicle. 

Shortly after this evidence 
was given in B.C. Supreme 
Court, Justice Klrke Smith 
dismissed the action by Ro¬ 
bert Manning, 46, against 
Ford Mptor Company of Can¬ 
ada and Fort Motors Limited 
of Fort St. John. 

Manning, who had to have 
both legs amputated, said he 
spent 26 hours in the cab of 
the vehicle in sub-zero tem¬ 
peratures north of Fort St. 
John in January, 1975. 

Manning'claimetj that de¬ 
fective manufacture caused 
the truck to stall in -48 degree 
temperatures and claimed 
negligence, breach of duty, 
and breach of contract. 

Rheinold Ollenberg and 
Paul Fuhriman testified, 
however, that while driving 
into Fort St. John they saw 
Manning's truck off the road 
and both said he was drunk. 


Blocked line 
open today? 

KAMLOOPS. B.C. (CP) - 
Tlie main Canadian Pacific 
Railway line through B.C., 
blocked by a derailment on 
Wednesday, was expected to 
be reopened by today, said 
a CPR spokesman 


Ollenberg said the vehicle 
was in a ditch and Manning 
was gunning the motor in an 
effort to get out. Ollenberg. a 
rig manager at a gas field, 
said he and Fuhriman both 
told Manning to shut off the 
motor. 

He said he and Fuhriman 
got out of his car and went 
down to talk to Manning and 
that the heat from the truck 
window "hit us In the face 
and you could smell liquor.” 

“I told him that If he didn't 
shut the engine off it wasn't 
getting proper lubrication 
and would seize up," Ollen 
berg testified. 

He told Smith that Manning 
refused to come with them 
but asked them to tell a farm 
er about his predicament. 

Ollenberg also told the 
court there was a bottle of 
liquor in the truck which he 
took with him when he and 
Fuhriman left because he 
thought Manning had had 
enough and was going to get 
into more trouble 


"I told him to come with us 
or he would freeze to death." 
Ollenberg testified. 

He also told the court that 
they stopped at the home of 
the first farm they came to 
and advised the occupants of 
Manning's predicament.

CANCUN, Yucatan, Mexi¬ 
co — Chac, the Maya god of 
rain, was having his day. The 
usual turqouise and emerald 
greens of the Mexican Carib¬ 
bean had turned to smokey 
jade. The wind, growing 
stronger by the minute, 
kicked up whitecaps that 
stretched from shore to hori- 
xoo. 

Not fit for man nor beast at 
sea but certainly cosy in the 
thatched-roof restaurant at 
Playa Chacmool. Flames 
danced in storm lanterns, 
rain rattled against the win¬ 
dows and the shrimp with

garlic butter and the sea bass 
tasted heavenly. 

“We have more than 240 
clear days a year,” says Ser¬ 
gio Ortiz of the Cancun visi¬ 
tors’ bureau. 

“The rainy season is July 
through October, and usually 
the storms are only for a 
short while in the after¬ 
noons.” 

This was a three-day 
storm. Highly unusual, said 
Ortiz. Discouraging to tour¬ 
ists who have made a flight to 
bask in the sun. Darn you, 
Chac. 

Sun’s out at last and time to 
fire up the borrowed Volks¬ 
wagen Beetle sans muffler 
and drive 10 miles to Puerto 
. Juarez for a short ferryboat 
ride to Isle Mujeres. Take 
fins and faceplate or rent 
them on the island. Turn 
right when leaving the ferry 
and go to the end of the pave¬ 
ment. That’s Garrafon 
Beach, where the tropical 
fish live. Fantastico! 

Coral reefs run from shore 
to the four-fathom line where 
big groupers take up house¬ 
keeping in the caverns. 

In between, there are hun¬ 
dreds of varieties of fish 
darting about, protecting 
their domains and all the 
time watching for a handout. 

Mujeres is the place one 
can hitch a ride on a sea 
turtle for a small fee. They 
don’t seem to mind. It’s bet¬ 
ter than becoming a turtle 
steak. 

Cancun is an L-shaped is¬ 
land 14 miles long and a quar¬ 
ter-mile wide, near the tip of 
. the Yucatan peninsula. Maya 
kings, so the story goes, win¬ 
tered here 1,000 years ago. 

Today, royalty has been re¬ 
placed by visitors from other 
parts of Mexico. Canada and 
the United States. Last year 
more than 180,000 ..came to 
visit Cancun’s white beaches 
and beautiful seas — 66.000 
from outside Mexico. 

A favorite hotel among 
tourists is the Camino Real 
which is near the island’s 
shopping area and the Can- 
cun Convention Centre. The 
Camino Real has its own salt¬ 
water swimming pool, fed by 
the tides and complete with 
tropical fish gliding about. 

Ruins run rampant 
throughout Yucatan. One of 
the most interesting is 
Tulum, an easy day’s outing 
from Cancun. It is dramati¬ 
cally located on a cliff over¬ 
looking the Caribbean, the 
only Maya ruin surrounded 
with a defensive wall.

and Gonzalo Guerrero, 
wrecked on the barrier reef 
in 1511, were brought to this 
city. There’s also evidence 
that Tulum lasted many 
years after the Spanish con¬ 
quest of Mexico. 

Twenty-five miles inland 
from Tulum lies Coba, a 
Maya city never found by the 
conquistadores. It still is 
being explored and may 
prove to be the largest ruin in 
Mexico. 

On the Island of Cancun is 
another recently discovered 
ruin called San Miguelito. 
Several temples have been 
uncovered in two years of 
excavation and another 100 
temples, pyramids and altars 
remain to be explored. A 
landing ramp is being built 
nearby and soon tourists will 
be able to board vessels in 
Bojorquez Lagoon and travel 
to San Miguelito via waters 
landocked by the island. 

A variety of sports and re¬ 
creational facilities is avail-' 
able for visitors to Cancun. 
The Pok-Ta-Pok Golf Club 
now offers an 18-hole course 
overlooking the Mexican Ca¬ 
ribbean and both Nichupte 
and Bojorquez lagoons. 

The seaside links are built 
on a series of islands and are 
landscaped with native 
plants. The course is 6,800 
yards with a par of 72. 

Diving and snorkelling en¬ 
thusiasts will find clear visi¬ 
bility in waters up to 100 feet 
deep. 

Deep-sea fishermen can go 
after bluefin tuna, white 
marlin, sailfish and grouper. 
Boats can be rented for fish¬ 
ing excursions as well as 
pleasure cruises. 

Other popular sports in¬ 
clude bicycling along the 
miles of pink brick paths 
under lofty palm trees, and 
tennis, each hotel offering 
several courts. 

For those who like to get 
their exercise on the dance 
floor most hotels have disco¬ 
theques. El Presidente’s 
Blanco y Negro club is worth 
visiting (even for those who 
can't stand loud sounds) be¬ 
cause of the many photos of 
Mexico's revolutionary days.

There is an entire off-the- 
beaten-North-American-tour- 
Ist-path sector tn Europe af¬ 
fectionately known on the 
continent as “The Land With¬ 
out Borders." 

It comprises the Dutch 
southern province of Lim¬ 
burg, the Elfel Mountains 
area of Germany and the 
northeastern part of Bel¬ 
gium. Its major cities are 
Maastricht, Acchen and 
Liege. 

From time immemorial, 
despite wars and national 
grievances, the natives of 
this area mingle and shop as 
if in one country. 

A wider circle also encom¬ 
passes the romantic Moselle 
River Valley of Germany, the 
beautiful Belgian Ardennes 
and the prosperous Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg. 

At a time of spiraling ac¬ 
commodation costs through¬ 
out Europe one can find some 
of the best travel bargains in 
this enclave of sight-seeing 
and gustatory excellence of 
which the incomparable Ar¬ 
dennes ham and fruity Mo¬ 
selle wines are symbolic 
products. 

For the do-it-yourselfer, 
making up one's own fly- 
drive package, the simplest 
introductory arrangement 
would be to consider either of 
two one-week itineraries, or 
take both back-to-back — 
time permitting.

the Rhine and Moselle rivers. 

An alternative to the boat 
route is to hire a car at Kob¬ 
lenz and start one's tour by 
driving some 30 miles north 
up to Bad Neuenahr on the 
Ahr River. This delightful 
spa town, with a rushing 
crystal clear river surging 
through its centre, is an ideal 
place to first get one’s trav¬ 
el breath — of super fresh air. 

Here it's possible to lake 
the baths, listen to indoor or 
outdoor tea concerts, saunter 
through town or play bacca¬ 
rat at the plush casino across 
the esplanade of the elegant 
Steigenberger Hotel.

After sight-seeing, shop¬ 
ping and lunch it is advisable 
to get on the autobahn again 
and head for the city of Trier 
and the modern Hotel Porta 
Nigra directly across from 
Northern Europe’s largest 
and best preserved Roman 
city gates by the same name. 

Allow until noon the next 
day for a guided tour through 


Germany’s oldest city, 
known in its heyday as “The 
Rome of the North.” You will 
be amazed at what the 
Roman emperors built here. 
There’s a whole archaeologi¬ 
cal museum to view for seri¬ 
ous students and history 
buffs. 

Next door with a river for a 
border lies lovely Luxem¬ 
bourg. To get the feel of 
this gem of a country of only 
1.000 square miles it is sug¬ 
gested to take the continua¬ 
tion of the German autobahn 
directly to the capital city of 
Luxembourg, built on even 
more than the proverbial 
seven hills. Soon you will be 
amazed to discover that you 
are inside of what once was 
Europe's most secure for¬ 
tress. 

The place is a multiple se¬ 
ries of forts, abutments, via¬ 
ducts and underground a ver¬ 


itable labyrinth of military 
catacombs — all of which 
successfully deterred the 
fiercest warlords of the con¬ 
tinent for centuries. Despite- 
this strong defence posture, 
Luxembourg today is a 
peaceable realm more suited 
at first flush for an operetta 
setting than one of Europe’s 
major banking and financial 
centres, which it is. Its 370,- 
000 inhabitants speak 
French, German and a con¬ 
versational patois all its own.

It is impossible to go to 
Paris and not see Notre- 
Dame Church. But how can 
we unearth all that is hidden 
in these huge stones, shaped 
by the knowing hands of hun¬ 
dreds of craftsmen? How can 
we discover everything that 
is hidden within these 
stained-glass windows? Peo¬ 
ple will throw you knowing 
looks, implying that there are 
indeed countless things to be 
discovered: alchemy, occult 
sciences and the like. All that 
is more or less true but in 
order to know that, you'll 
have to read several weighty 
books or listen to at least ten 
guides. 

Instead go near the Petit 
Pont on the Quai St-Michel 
and as you head for the side¬ 
walk cafe located there, your 
visit to Notre-Dame de Paris 
can begin. As you sip your 
coffee, or cognac, you will 
notice a certain harmony, a 
certain greatness, a certain 
something which our cen¬ 
tury, no matter how evolved, 
is absolutely Incapable of 
producing. Strange, but 
today it is easier to go to 
the moon than lo reconstruct 
Notre-Dame de Paris. 

Its cornerstone was laid In 
1163 by Pope Alexander III, 
on the site of an ancient 
church built to honor “Our 
Lady” by the Merovingiens, 
France’s first dynasty of 
kings. Going back further 
still, in 526 AD stood a temple 
where worshippers offered 
their prayers to Jupiter. And 
during the age of Celts, the 
Parisli tribe would gather 
there before setting out to 
stalk their prey along the bar¬ 
barous banks of the Seine.

COLOMBO. SRI LANKA - 
Sri Lanka, formerly called 
Ceylon, is almost exactly 
halfway around the world 
from the United States: 9,200 
miles from New York. 9,400 
from Los Angeles. If you’re 
taking the Atlantic route, it’s 
an overnight flight from 
Paris to Colombo, capital of 
this land of hills and ancient 
cities, teeming ports and for¬ 
mer colonial splendor. 

Just before you land, you 
can see the island floating 
alone in the midst of the In¬ 
dian Ocean. The water is blue 
and the island is bright green. 
The water curls on white 
beaches, and Colombo is 
white, but behind the city are 
rice fields and tea plantations 
and jungles of coconut trees 
All are very bright green. 

Colombo, you discover on 
arrival there, is the classic 
blend of East and West: De¬ 
partment stores sell jeans. 
Street hawkers, crouched on 
their haunches, beat copper 
into bracelets. Women wear 
saris. Hotels are air-condi¬ 
tioned. 

The name of the capital of 
this island of spices probably 
comes from the Sinhalese

word "Kolamba." which 
means both a leafy mango 
tree and a port. The port is 
one of the largest artificial 
harbors In the world. 

It was the Moors who made 
Colombo their trading centre 
with the Orient. They were 
ousted by the Portuguese, 
who were followed by the 
Dutch, and then the British. 
Independence came when the 
British relinquished their 
control in 1948. 

And in the wake of the civi¬ 
lizations who once laid claim 
to this city are forts and 
churches, clock towers, and 
canals. There are names and 
costumes and food that are 
Arab and Persian and Chi¬ 
nese and Portuguese and 
Dutch and British ... ail 
mixed in with the native Sin¬ 
halese. . 

Greater Colombo, a city of 
crowded streets and open 
market bazaars, is also a city 
of half a million people. Dou- 
bledecker buses go every¬ 
where. but taxis are faster, 
and they can get you easily to 
the Pettah (the open bazaar) 
where you can haggle for just 
about anything. A maze of 
noisy, hot, crowded streets, 
this is the old town, and the 
best place on the entire island 
to get the feel of old Ceylon. 

New Sri Lanka is best seen 
along the waterfront, where 
modern hotels face the port, 
and at the Bandaranaike 
Hall, the splendid convention 
centre built and given as a 
gift by the Chinese govern¬ 
ment of Mao Tse-tung. 

The Colombo Museum 
south of Vihara Maha Devi 
Park, has an extensive col 
lection of antique and medie 
val pieces, including cos 
tumes, furniture, jewelry 
and most precious of all. the 
throne and collections of the 
King of Kandy. 

The beaches are just south 
of the city. Swimming and 
surfing are the order of the 
day at Mt. Livinia. The sea is 
warm, the sand is amber, and

overlooking the resort is the 
lavish 19th-century Mt. Li¬ 
vinia Hotel. Built as a resi¬ 
dence for the British gover¬ 
nors at the then-staggering 
sum of 30,000 pounds, the 
hotel is one of many beautiful 
vestiges of the colonial days. 

Even more a museum to 
the past — although a differ¬ 
ent past — is Negombo. Not 
far from the airport, this is 
Sri Lanka’s oldest fishing vil¬ 
lage, complete with fulls, cat¬ 
amarans, and a way of life 
that has not changed in 20 
centuries. The men set out at 
dusk to return with their full 
nets at dawn. The children 
shinny up coconut trees. The 
women carry baskets on their 
heads and bake fish outside 
their huts. Less than an 
■ hour's drive from Colombo — 
well within "dinner distance" 
and worth the trip if you like 
curried prawns. 

North Americans, and 
most Western Europeans, 
may visit Sri Lanka without a 
visa if the stay is under one 
month. British subjects may 
stay up to six months. But 
currency controls are rather 
strict. The government 
allows a 65 per cent bonus on 
the posted foreign exchange 
rate for monies brought into 
the country. All visitors are 
therefore required to declare 
the amount of money they 
bring in. and ail foreign ex¬ 
change transactions must be 
recorded on an official form, 
which is turned in to cus¬ 
toms officials upon leaving. 


You will also be required to 
declare when you enter, any 
valuables you have with you, 
such as gold, silver, precious 
stones, tape recorders, and 
cameras. If you have a cam¬ 
era. bring all the film you’ll 
need with you. Don’t count on 
buying any film at all in Sri 
Lanka, because it is incredi¬ 
bly expensive. 

Otherwise, prices are fairly 
reasonable, especially with 
that 65 per cent bonus on for¬ 
eign exchange. Hotel doubles 
can be had for under $30. 
although you should not count 
on too much below that if you 
want any Western comforts. 

Food is highly seasoned 
(mostly curry), but you can’t 
drink the water except in the 
best hotels. Shopping is good 
if you are in the market for 
gems, saris, batiks, ceram¬ 
ics, or handicrafts.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 
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ASPARAGUS FERN (G.E., Victoria) 

The bit of plant you sent me Is Aspar¬ 
agus sprengeri, which Is one of the two 
ornamental varieties of asparagus com¬ 
monly known as asparagus ferns. It is 
not a true fem, of course, but a close 
relative of the edible asparagus and 
easily grown from seed. 

As I say, there are two of these so- 
called asparagus ferns. The other, A. 
plumosa, is finer and daintier than 
yours and not such a vigorous grower, 
but with a penchant for dropping Its 
“needles” and thereby creating a mess 
in the house. 

Both these plants like plenty of light 
but not much hot summer sunshine, and 
do best in a coolish room, ideally around 
1« degrees C. They will appreciate a 
little fertilizer in their water every sec¬ 
ond week during the spring and summer 
months, but do not feed in winter. 

It is not necessary to cut down the 
whole plant from time to time, as you 
suggest, but some of the older stems 
may be thinned out when they begin to 
turn yellow. 

COLEUS FAILURE (J.McB., Sidney) 

I think the failure of your Coleus 
seeds to come up is probably due to 
insufficient warmth. It has been my 
experience that these seeds are hounds 
for heat, needing a temperature close to 
30 degrees for quick and vigorous ger¬ 


mination, and a common cause of fail¬ 
ure is storing the seeded pots on a 
windowsill that cools off too much 
through the night. 

If you try it again, sit the pot on your 
furnace, or on top of your hot water 
tank, or on a heating pad set to low heat. 
Normal germinating period is about two 
weeks. 

Once the seedlings appear, they may 
be grown at ordinary room tempera¬ 
tures — the high heat is needed only to 
“hatch” the seeds. The finest leaf colors 
develop when the plants are grown in 
full sun. 

You may be interested in several 
new Coleus seeds which will be listed in 
the seed catalogues this year. Coleus 
“Sabre-Pineapple” has bright red 
blotches at the base of its yellow-green, 
sabre shaped, serrated leaves. “Clown" 
has red and salmon leaves with yellow 
and green striping, while “Magic Lan¬ 
tern” has cream-colored leaves with a 
brilliant green edge, splashed with rosy 
red and with red stems. 

POTTED HYACINTHS (A.F., Colwood) 

All the garden books insist that you 
can't keep indoor hyacinths going for 
longer than a single year, but several 
of my apartment-dwelling readers have 
reported second blooming. 

One lady, without any outdoor gar¬ 
den, tells me she has a potful of hya¬ 


cinths four years old, and blooming 
their heads off! 

The trick here, apparently, liesln the 
care you give the plants after blooming. 
Cut off ail the faded flower spikes close 
up under the head, leaving the stalks 
intact. Move the pot to a sunny window 
of a cool room and keep watering, ad¬ 
ding a little plant food to the water 
every second week. 

The general idea Is to keep the leaves 
green and functioning long enough to 
plump up the bulbs for next year's 
blooms. When the leaves finally start to 
turn yellow, cut down on the water and 
give no more fertilizer. When the top- 
growth Is quite dead, cut it down and 
store the pot, bone dry, in a cool, dry 
place. 

In September, shake the bulbs out of 
their pot. Squeeze them gently and dis¬ 
card any which feel soft. Repot the firm 
ones into fresh, purchased, all-purpose 
potting soil, water well and store in a 
cold, dark place for three months. In¬ 
troduce into warmth and light gradual¬

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Some 209,000 saltwater 
anglers in British Columbia 
spent $33.5 million to catch 
1.5 million salmon, which 
comes to $22.33 for each 
salmon, regardless of size. 
But, to that direct expendi¬ 
ture can be added $225 mil¬ 
lion (pr equipment and pro¬ 
perty, used in whole or in- 
part for sports fishing. 

All of which shows sports 
salmon fishing to be one of 
British Columbia's major in¬ 
dustries. 

That is one of the interest¬ 
ing statistics disclosed in a 
1975 survey of sports fishing 
in British Columbia tidal 
waters, made by the recrea¬ 
tional fisheries branch of fed¬ 
eral fisheries, 

THE SURVEY estimates 
that B.C. residents average 
nine fish a year and non-resi¬ 
dents four fish, for an overall 
average of eight fi9h an 
angler. 

That is 3.2 times higher 
than published federal sports 
catch statistics indicated for 
that year and more than dou¬ 
ble the 3.6 salmon a year Gulf 
of Georgia sports catch esti¬ 
mated in a preliminary revi¬ 
sion of Georgia Strait and 
Juan de Fuca Strait catch 
statistics -1972 to 1976 - based 
on Georgia Strait Head Re¬ 
covery returns, which was 
released and published in this 
column in November. 

SPORTS FISHING statis 
tics, which have been pub¬ 
lished annually based on field 
surveys from land and water 
by fisheries officers in each 
area, estimated only 1.7 
salmon an angler in 1971. 

Federal fisheries biologists, 
and statisticians believe that 
In the past, sports catches 
have been greatly underesti¬ 
mated and coupled with 
greater sports participation 
and new and greater efficien¬ 
cy of sports anglers that 
sports fishermen now take a 
much greater share of the 
total B.C. salmon harvest 
than had been previously es¬ 
timated. 

The new and revised sta¬ 
tistics are being compiled as 
a basis to formulate new 
catch distribution policies for 
sharing the overall catch on a 
coastwise basis. They will 
give direction to a proposed 
new sports licence, new catch 
regulations, size limits, sea¬ 
sonal closures where neces¬ 
sary, and other conservation 
measures where deemed nec¬ 
essary. They may even point 
to the need for an easement in

areas to provide better fish¬ 
ing for the increasingly im¬ 
portant sports fishing indus¬ 
try. 

THE STATISTICS fisheries 
experts are now working on 
are still pretty shaky guessti¬ 
mates and the difference be¬ 
tween eight salmonjtn angler 
as suggested by the the new 
federal survey and 3.6 salm¬ 
on an angler as suggested by 
the on-the-spot Gulf of Geor¬ 
gia survey is almost unbe¬ 
lievable In this computer-sta¬ 
tistical age and suggest sta¬ 
tistics can be bent in almost 
any direction. 

But, this writer, based on 
more than 20 years of close 
association with sports 
anglers and King Fisher- , 
man statistics, tends to be¬ 
lieve the higher figure of 
eight salmon a year average 
for sports anglers is closer to 
the truth. 

SPORTS fishing in British 
Columbia is big business and 
a major part of the pro¬ 
vince’s tourist industry. 

The total direct expendi¬ 
tures directly related to salt¬ 
water angling outlined In the 
1975 survey was more than 
$35 millln, an average of $161 
an angler. Non-residents 
spent $255 an angler as com¬ 
pared to $150 by resident 
-anglers. 

But, to that must be added 
the $225 million on equipment 
and property which salt and 
freshwater anglers spent on 
additional equipment. 

That is broken down to $2,- 
088,900 on fishing equipment 
— $,992,600 of that by resi¬ 
dents and $96,300 by non-resi 
dents; $104,303,100 on boat 
and related equipment — 
$104,110,600 by residents and 
$192,500 by non-residents; 
$34,535,670 on camping equip¬ 
ment — $34,165,300 of that by 
residents and $370,400 by non¬ 
residents; $26,451,000 on spe¬ 
cial vehicles like ATVs — 
$25,150,300 by residents and 
$1,300,700 by non-residents; 
$53,284,700 on land and build 
ings - $45,688,800 by residents 
and $7,595,000 by non-resi¬ 
dents; $4,352,800 on other ex¬ 
penditures — $4,230,000 by 
residents and $123,800 by non¬ 
residents. 

DIRECT expenditures 
were broken down to 
$10,502,500 for food and lodg¬ 
ings — $8,136,500 by residents 
and $2,366,000 by non-resi¬ 
dents; $13,274,800 for trans¬ 
portation — $11,695,300 by 
residents and $1,579,500 by 
non-residents; $2,884,900 for 
fishing service — $2,217,900 
by residents and $667,100 by 
non-residents; $4,680,000 for 
fishing gear — $4,374,500 by 
residents and $302,300 by non¬ 
residents; $2,334,900 for other 
services — $1,725,300 by resi¬ 
dents and $609,600 by non-res¬ 
idents. 

A PROVINCIAL fish and 
wildlife review of resource 
values of freshwater fishing 
in British Columbia in 1976-77 
estimates 290.000 anglers 
fished 3,915,000 days and 
spent $103,004,000, or an av¬ 
erage of $394.65 an angler 

The new federal survey es- 
Umates 204,404 anglers 
owned boats with a market 
value of $432,064,500, which 
they used in 1975 for 5,331,500 
days of recreation. They 
spent 1,816,600 of those days 


fishing freshwater and 1,461,- 
200 days on the saltchuck. 
About 61.3 per cent of their 
boating time was spent fish¬ 
ing. 

Most popular type of boat 
was tne outboard, of which 
there were 75,577 owners with 
a fleet valued at $94,291,- 
800 and they spent 2,086.000 
days of boating recreation, 
746.200 of them on freshwater 
and 674,100 of them on salt¬ 
water. 

Although there were fewer 
inboard-outboard boat 
owners they mostly used 
their boats on the saltwater. 
There were 10,051 inboard 
outboard owners with boats 
valued at $88,952,900 and they 
spent 488,600 recreation boat 
ing days. But they only used 

63.300 of those days on the 
freshwater and 220,300 on the 
saltwater They also used 
their boats more for recrea¬ 
tional cruising than did the 
outboarders — 58 per cent 
fishing time for inboard-out- 
boarders, compared to 68.1 
per cent fishing time for out- 
boarders. 

Some 7,215 inboard boat 
owners, with a boat market 
value of $65,045,800 used their 
boats for 250,700 recreational 
days, with only 39.2 per cent 
of those days for fishing. For 
fishing they spent 8,900 days 
on freshwater compared with 

89.300 fishing the saltwater 
species. 

There were 25.051 rowboal 
owners, 28.073 canoe owners 
and 7,213 sailboat owners. 

RESIDENT British Colum¬ 
bians dominated saltwater 
angling activity in 1975. They 
comprised 89.6 percent of all 
anglers, while non-resident 
Canadians made up only 2.5 
per cent and other non-resi 
dents 7.9 per cent (mainly 
from the U.S.A.'s Pacific and 
mountain regions.) 

The 209.000 anglers fished 
for more than 2.5 million 
days, an average of about 12 
days an angler. Predictably. 
British Columbians fished 
more often than non-resi¬ 
dents. averaging 13 days 
compared to four days for 
other anglers. 

SEASONAL activity 
showed 188.400 anglers in the 
January-March period, 692,- 
800 in the April-June period, 
1,482,500 July-September, 
and 211,700 October-Decem- 
ber. 

In addition to the 1.5 mil¬ 
lion salmon, they indicated 
taking 217,000 ling cod. 

The total catch was made 
up of 785.800 coho, 401,200 
Chinook, 226.500 grilse and 
97.700 pink salmon. British 
Columbians caught 95 per 
cent of the fish retained by 
anglers. 


Iran backs 
Eritreans 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
U.s. government sources re¬ 
ported Friday that Iran is 
preparing to send arms to 
Eritrean rebels in a growing 
effort to counter Soviet- 
Cuban influence in the Horn 
of Africa. 

Iran is expected to ship 
large quantities of German 
semi-automatic G-3 rifles and 
ammunition to the Eritrean 
rebels. 


Although persons from out¬ 
side British Columbia made 
up some 10 per cent of the 
angler population, they ac¬ 
counted for almost 25 per 
cent of direct expenditures 
on food, lodgings and fishing 
services. 

The contribution these ex¬ 
penditures represent to the 
tourism-based sport fishing 
industries is proportionately 
larger than the share of the 
resource used by these indi¬ 
viduals. 

THE MOST significant sin¬ 
gle purchases were boats and 
related equipment, account¬ 
ing for 48 per cent of resident 
and two per cent of non-resi¬ 
dent expenditures. The sec¬ 
ond most significant expen¬ 
diture, the purchase of re¬ 
creational property shows 
this item accounted for 21 
per cent of resident and 78 
per cent of non-resident in¬ 
vestment, but despite the 
magnitude of these invest¬ 
ments, it has not yet been 
determined what proportion 
can be specifically attributed 
to sport fishing. 

The survey was designed 
to provide Canadians with an 
initial framework of basic in¬ 
formation on the role and 
importance of sport fisheries, 
but it is only the first step. If 
the contribution of Canada's 
sport fisheries, both present 
and potential, is to be ade¬ 
quately explained and under¬ 
stood, a great deal of impor¬ 
tant information remains to 
be obtained and much learn¬ 
ed about the machinery and 
methods required. 

Early in 1976, some 13 pro¬ 
vincial and federal sports fi¬ 
sheries agencies mailed out 
50.000 questionnaires in 
which anglers were asked 
about their sport fishing acti¬ 
vities in 1975. Some 30.000 
answers were received and it 
is upon these the B.C. salmon 
fishing statistics have been 
compiled. 

FEDERAL fisheries offi¬ 
cials in Vancouver have been 
concerned about dwindling 
returns of Chinook salmon to 
coastal spawning streams, 
especially the Fraser, while 
commercial and sports 
catches increase. 

They have called upon a 


specialized team of Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia com¬ 
puter experts to help them 
find the solutions to dwin¬ 
dling stocks, special prob¬ 
lems that may be created in 
some fishing areas by the 
multi-million dollar salmonid 
enhancement program, and 


to access effects of conserva¬ 
tion options that are avail¬ 
able. 

They see no immediate re¬ 
strictions, but indicate there 
will have to' be changes in 
fishing patterns. That is what 
all these new surveys are 
about.

The defense needed a 
ruff to beat today’* inter¬ 
esting game. Fortunately 
for declarer. East won an 
ace prematurely and the 
tree was chopped down 
before West could enjoy 
any shade. 

West led the top of a 
doubleton. hoping to score 
a club ruff in addition to 
three other tricks. De¬ 
clarer recognized the lead 
and West's intentions and 
he tempted East by play¬ 
ing dummy’s club king. 

Unluckily for West. East 
swallowed thfe bait and 
took dummy's king with 
his ace and quickly re¬ 
turned another club. 
Dummy won this trick and 
a heart finesse went to 
West's king, but the de¬ 
fense was finished. There 
was no way to give East 
the lead for a third club 
lead and declarer was able 
to post his game and rub¬ 
ber 

The hand is defeated if 
East refuses the first club, 
and encourages with the 
eight instead. East should 
decipher that West’s nine 
is from a short suit holding 
- but why not a singleton 
club instead of a double¬ 
ton? 

If West had a singleton 
club, then East should 
surely win the first club 
and give West an immedi¬ 
ate ruff. However, is this 
holding consistent with the 
bidding? 

South has opened one no 
trump and shown a four- 
card holding in both major 
suits. If West had led a 
singleton club, declarer 
would have four clubs to go 
with his eight major-suit 
cards. Since a one no- 
trump opening promises a

One prison term reduced 

Czech court upholds dissident cases 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. stale department, In 
a policy statement, has 
strongly opposed participa 
tion by the Italian Commu¬ 
nist Party In the Italian gov 
ernment and said it would 
like to see a reduction in com¬ 
munist Influence throughout 
Western Europe. 

The declaration was 
prompted by the emerging 
political crisis In Italy in 
which the ruling Christian 
Democratic Party is in a 
fight for survival, faced with 
a communist demand for a 
direct role. The Italian gov¬ 
ernment lost the support of 
its allies in the parliament 
Thursday and is expected to 
resign shortly.

OTTAWA (CP) — The cost 
of travel Increased substan¬ 
tially faster in Canada be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1976 than it 
did in the United States, a 
Statistics Canada survey 
says, and the gap is cited as 
one of the reasons for the 
recent decline in visits by 
U.S. tourists to Canada. 

The drop in the number of 
U.S. visitors has been a 
major factor in the country’s 
deficits in travel spending. 

The survey notes that in 
recent years Canada has be- 
coriie a less popular place for 
vacations even among Cana¬ 
dians, who are resorting 
more to winter travel in the 
warmer climes of the south¬ 
ern U.S. and the Caribbean. 

Statistics Canada said trav¬ 
el price indicators in the U.S. 
and Canada, both set at too in 
1971. had climbed to 160 in 
Canada and 141.4 in the U.S. 
in five years. 

That means that tourist 
goods and services valued at 
$100 in 1971 would have cost 
$160 in Canada and $141.40 in 
the U.S. by 1976. The increase 
in Canada was about 20 per¬ 
cent higher than the over all 
rise in consumer prices over 
the same period. 

Gasoline and food price in¬ 
creases were heavy contribu 
tors to the rise. 

In 1976, Canada had a $1.2 
billion deficit in the interna¬ 
tional travel account, which 
measures the amount of 
money spent by Canadian 
travellers abroad and 
foreigners here. This year, 
economists have predicted 
deficit may rise to $1.8 
billion. 

The figures indicate that in 
1976, 62 per cent of vacation 
trips taken by Canadians 
were within Canada. This 
compares with 67 per cent 
during 1973 to 1975 and 69 to 71 
per cent during the years 
1970-1972. 

The number of U.S. visitors 
in 1976 was 32.2 million, down 
from 34.6 million in 1975 and 
35.2 million in 1974. 

Canada had a surplus on its 
travel account with the U.S. 
between 1970 and 1974 but in¬ 
curred deficits of $250 million 
in 1975 and $610 million in 
ly76.

Reading the statement to 
reporters, state department 
press officer John Trattner 
said the decision on how the 
Western European allies of 
the United States are go¬ 
verned rests with the citizens 
of those countries alone. 

“At the same time, we be¬ 
lieve we have an obligation to 
our friends and allies to 
express our views clearly,” 
Trattner said. 

He said the U.S. position on 
communist participation is 
clear: "We do not favor such 
participation and would like 
to see communist influence in 
any'yVestern European coun¬ 
try reduced.” 

The United States and 
Italy, Trattner said, “share 
profound democratic values 
and interests, and we do not 
believe that the communists 
share thdse values and inter¬ 
ests." 

The statement was issued 
after the hurried recall here 
of the U.S. ambassador in 
Rome, Richard Gardner. 

In previous statements, the 
administration has said that 
communist domination of 
any Western European coun¬ 
try would impair the U.S. 
ability to co-operate on mat¬ 
ters of vital interest. 

The new statement, more 
in line with the position 
espoused by former state sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger, 
voices concern about any de¬ 
gree of communist involve¬ 
ment in the governing pro¬ 
cess. 


PRAGUE (Reuter) - The 
Czechoslovak Supreme Court 
has upheld the convictions of 
four dissidents charged with 
subversion against the state 
but reduced the prison term 
of one by a year, dissident 
sources said. 

The court, the country's 
highest judiciary body, ruled 
that former theatre director 
Ota Ornest should serve only 
2H years of his 3(4-year pris¬ 
on term for smuggling anti- 
state literature to the West. 

The three judges confirmed 
the three-year sentence of 
journalist Jiri Lederer and 
the suspended jail terms of 14 
months for playwright Va¬ 
clav Havel and 17 months for 
former theatre director 
Frantisek Frantisek, the 
sources said. 

They said the public prose¬ 
cutor urged a reduction of 
Ornest’s sentence because he 
has acknowledged his guilt 
twice on Czechoslovak televi¬ 
sion singe the four were con¬ 
victed last October. Ornest 
was the only one who pleaded 
guilty at the trial. 

Of the four only Ornest did 
not sign the human rights 
manifesto “Charter 77” 
which demands more basic- 
human rights in the country. 

The three who pleaded not 
guilty said that while they did 
try to get criticial works pub¬ 
lished abroad, they did not 
feel this amounted to subver¬ 
sion against the state. 

The charter has been 
signed by about 730 people 
since it was published a year 
ago this month.

STUTTGART (Reuter) — 
West Germany's chlel prose¬ 
cutor says that the guns 
which killed terrorists An¬ 
dreas Baader and Jan Carl 
Raspe in Stammheim prison 
last October were smuggled 
In by lawyers. 

Kurt Rebmann told an in¬ 
vestigating committee of 
Stuttgart’s state parliament 
that the guns were taken to 
the prison last spring by two 
lawyers. Arndt Moeller and 
Armin Newerla. 

Baader and Raspe. both 
central figures in West Ger¬ 
many’s terrorist movement, 
were said by the authorities 
to have committed suicide in 
their cells. 

The lawyers named by 
Rebmann are in prison 
awaiting trial on charges of 
supporting a criminal orga¬ 
nization. They both worked 
in the office of Klaus Crois¬ 
sant. the lawyer recently ex¬ 
tradited from France to face 
similar charges. 

Rebmann said the weapons 
and explosives were hidden 
in sheaves of legal docu¬ 
ments, with holes the exact 
size of the guns hollowed out 
of the paper to contain the 
weapons. 

Newerla and Mueller were 
arrested last autumn. Police 
suspect Mueller, 35, was the 
Baader-Meinhof group's 
most important courier. He 
visited imprisoned terrorists 
584 times between March, 
1975, and July, 1977. 

Newerla, 31. also is su¬ 
spected of being an impor¬ 
tant member of the Baader- 
Meinhof gang.

QUEBEC (CP) — Premier 
Rene Levesque says that the 
Montreal daily Le Devoir 
probably was "relieved” that 
Claude Ryan stepped down as 
publisher to seek leadership 
of the provincial Liberals. 

Levesque said at a news 
conference that Ryan had 
acted like Hamlet for the last 
few months in waffling on the 
question and had lost the 
"minimum objectivity” nec¬ 
essary for an editorial writer. 

"It was inevitable,” Leves¬ 
que said of the decision. "I 
am certain Le Devoir was 
relieved." 

Although Ryan supported 
Levesque’s Parti Quebecois 
editorially before the Nov. 15, 
1976. election which brought 
the PQ to power, he has been 
critical since then of its poli¬ 
cies and its goal of an inde¬ 
pendent Quebec. 

So far in addition to Ryan. 
Raymond Gameau, finance 
minister in the previous 
Bourassa government, has 
announced he will seek the 
Liberal leadership at a con¬ 
vention scheduled to take 
place April 14-15. 


Travel 

margin 

widens 


OTTAWA (CP) — The cost 
of travel increased substan¬ 
tially faster in Canada be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1976 than it 
did in the U.S., a Statistics 
Canada survey says, and the 
gap is cited as one of the 
reasons for the recent decline 
in visits by U.S. tourists to 
Canada. 

The drop in the number of 
U.S. visitors has been a 
major factor in the country’s 
deficits in travel spending. 

The survey notes that in 
recent years Canada has be 
come a less popular place for 
vacations even among Cana¬ 
dians, who are resorting 
more to winter travel in the 
warmer climes of the south¬ 
ern U.S. and the Caribbean. 

Statistics Canada said trav¬ 
el price indicators in the U.S. 
and Canada, both set at 100 in 
1971, had climbed to 160 in 
Canada and 141.4 in the U.S. 
in five years. 

That means that tourist 
goods and services valued at 
$100 in 1971 would have cost 
$160 in Canada and $141.40 in 
the U.S. by 1976.

Five children and iwo adults died in 
fire at the Indian village of Ahousat on 
Flores Island off the Vancouver Island 
west coast Saturday. 

The victims were identified as Rose 
George, 36, her five young children and 
Mrs. George’s cousin, Eugene Webster, 
32. 

The children were identified as Wes¬ 
ley, 11, Dale, 9, Kevin, 8, Vanessa, 7, and 
Carson. 5. 


The 33-year-old father of the children, 
Corbett George, and a five-year-old 
daughter survived. 

A spokesman for RCMP in Tofino said 
Saturday afternoon that George would 
be interviewed today or Monday to see If 
he coyld help determine the cause of the 
fire. He was In shock Saturday, ac¬ 
cording to the spokesman. 

A team of inspectors from the provin¬ 
cial fire marshal's office is expected to 


arrive at the scene either today or 
Monday. 

The fire which razed the George home 
also destroyed an adjacent house unoc¬ 
cupied at the time. 

The owners of the unoccupied home 
were in Victoria with a number of other 
Ahousat residents for the Vancouver 
Island All—Native Men’s and Women's 
Basketball tournament. 

Ahousat radio operator Darlene 


Campbell said the fire broke out at 3:13 
a.m. and spread quickly. 

Cecilia Titian, an Ahousat resident, 
said the flames appeared to come first 
from the kitchen or livingroom and 
quickly engulfed the single-storey, wood 
frame structure. 

“It went up like a matchbox and the 
next house did the same,” she said. 

The buildings were destroyed within 
an hour and a half, witnesses said. 


Darlene Campbell said Corbett 
George woke up to find the bedroom 
ceiling In flames. s 

She said he grabbed his five-year-old 
daughter and threw her out of the win¬ 
dow, then Jumped out. 

The radio operator said the mother 
tried to follow George but was trapped 
in the room when "something from the 
ceiling fell on her.” 


The Ahousat fire brigade could not 
cope with the blaze, the oprator said. 

RCMP said Saturday there was no 
Indication at that time what caused the 
blaze but that faulty wiring was su¬ 
spected.

COMOX — A pilot and navi¬ 
gator were injured when a 
CF-101 Voodoo jet interceptor 
crashed on landing at CFB

Capt. Gordon Kruger, base 
community relations officer, 
said the aircraft, from 409 
Nighthawk Squadron at 
Comox, came to rest upside- 
down off the runway. 

Pilot of the plane, Capt. 
Frank Martin, 39, of Comox. 
was pulled from the wreck¬ 
age and taken to the base 
hospital with a broken collar¬ 
bone. 

The navigator, 33-year-old 
Rich Littler of Comox, was 
also in the base hospital with 
head injuries but was con¬ 
scious, Kruger said. 

Littler was believed to have 
intentionally ejected on im¬ 
pact, according to Kruger. 

The navigator was found 
some distance from the crash 
site and at first was believed 
still to be in his ejection seat. 
However, it was later con¬ 
firmed he had parachuted 
free of the seat. 

There was no fire after the 
crash, although the runway 
was covered with gas. 

A board of inquiry will be 
convened to investigate the 
crash, Kruger said. 

The big jet is worth be¬ 
tween $3 million and $4 mil¬ 
lion. 

The crash was the fourth by 
Voodoos on Vancouver Island 
since 1971.

Japanese quake 
triggers slides 


Avalanche 
buries 7 
in France 


TOKYO (UPI)-One of the 
most powerful earthquakes 
to hit postwar Japan shook 
crowded vacation areas of 
the Pacific coast Saturday, 
leaving at least 18 persons 
dead or missing, police re¬ 
ported. 

The quake, which regis¬ 
tered 7 on the open-ended 
Richter scale and lasted 
about one minute, was ac¬ 
companied by nearly 130 
weaker tremors. 

The govememt meterologi- 
cal agency said the tremor 
struck between Izu Oshima 
Island and the Izu Peninsula 
about 100 miles west of Tokyo. 

The region, located on the 
same volcanic belt running 
from Mt. Fuji into the Pacific 


Ocean, is a popular hot 
springs resort area and was 
crowded with thousands of 
tourists at the beginning of a 
three-day holiday weekend. 

Hardest hit was Izu Penin¬ 
sula, where nine persons were 
confirmed dead and nine 
others missing in mishaps 
caused by the quake, police 
said. Large cracks blocked 
road traffic and private rail¬ 
way services were paralyzed. 

A bus carrying 38 tourists 
was struck by an 80-inch boul¬ 
der in the Izu Peninsula re¬ 
sort town of Hakone, killing 
three persons and injuring 
several others, police said. 

Another bus was buried in a 
landslide apparently trig¬ 
gered by the quake near Ha¬ 


kone and several passengers 
were unaccounted for, they 
said. 

Another landslide buried 
four residential houses in Izu, 
killing for persons. Seven 
others were listed as missing. 

The quake halted the high¬ 
speed "Bullet Trains" linking 
Tokyo and Hakata on south¬ 
ern Kyushu Island for about 
five hours. Commuter trains 
and subways in the Tokyo 
area also were temporarily 
suspended. 

Earthquakes occur almost 
daily in Japan, but agency 
officials said Saturday's was 
among the 10 worst tremors 
to hit the island nation since 
the end of the Second World 
War. 


VAL D ISERE, France 
(UPI) — An avalanche of 
newly fallen snow rushed 
down a mountainside and 
swept parked cars and pedes¬ 
trians against the wall of an 
apartment building near this 
Alpine town late Saturday, 
police reported. 

Three people died and four 
were hospitalized after being 
dug out of the snow by about 
200 rescue workers using 
dogs, police said. 

One man was found dead 
under about 10 feel of snow 
which swept him across a 
service road before coming to 
rest against the building. 

A woman died despite ef¬ 
forts to revive her and an¬ 
other man died in a hospital. 


CAIRO (UPI) — Egypt and Israel Saturday post¬ 
poned their scheduled foreign ministers' conference 
and Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, despairing that 
he saw “absolutely no hope” of agreeing with Israel 
on the principles of peace, threatened to resign. 

In Washington, American 
officals disclosed the post¬ 
ponement shortly before Sec- . 
retary of State Cyrus Vance 
was to have left for Jerusa¬ 
lem for the foreign ministers' 
conference, scheduled to 
open Monday. 

The sources said the con¬ 
ference had been postponed 
because of sharp differences 
over the Palestinian ques¬ 
tion. 

U.S. officials said they 
hoped that Vance’s departure 
could be rescheduled for as 
early as late today but added 
that setting a new date for the 
foreign ministers’ conference 
would depend on a flexibility 
that neither side showed dur¬ 
ing hectic, last-minute con¬ 
sultations with Washington 
on Saturday. 

The postponement meant 
that Egypt and Israel were 
still far away from realizing 
the goal of the Jerusalem 
conference—agreement on a 
joint declaration of the prin¬ 
ciples of a Middle East peace 
settlement. 

In his strongest criticism of 
Israel since he launched his 
peace initiative with a dra¬ 
matic visit to Jerusalem last 
November, Sadat told an 
Egyptian magazine in Cairo 
Saturday that he saw no hope 
of agreeing on a declaration 
of principles as things now 
stood. 

He threatened to resign if 
his peace efforts fail because 
of Israeli inflexibility. 

“I declare now I have abso¬ 
lutely no hope such a declara¬ 
tion will be issued and, there¬ 
fore, we will have a different 
(Middle East) strategy,” 

Sadat told the Cairo maga¬ 
zine October. 

Asked what the “different 
strategy” would be, Sadat 
said: “If I fail (in the search 
for peace), I will turn over 
my post to somebody else and

NIXON RETURNS 
TO WASHINGTON 

WASHINGTON <AP) — Richard Nixon returned 
to the U.S. capital Saturday night—his first visit 
since he resigned the presidency in 1974—to pay 
tribute to one-time foe Hubert Humphrey. 

Nixon, who defeated Humphrey in the 1968 presi¬ 
dential election, was expected to visit the capitol 
rotunda where Humphrey’s body lay in state. 

When Nixon left the Los Angeles airport, he was 
driven to the boarding ramp to avoid crowds at 
the terminal.

Prison blood rejected 


VANCOUVER (CP) — About 200 
prisoners in the federal Mission 
medium security prison who of¬ 
fered to donate blood were turned 
down because of the danger of hepa¬ 
titis, says the Red Cross. 

Florence Edwards, director of 
blood donor recruitment for the or¬ 
ganization here, said Friday the 


offer by the prisoners was rejected 
because of a 1973 directive by the 
Red Cross in Toronto. That direc¬ 
tive said blood donations should not 
be taken from prisoners because of 
their high incidence of hepatitis. 

Dr. Roger Perrault, national 
director of Canadian Red Cross 
blood transfusion service, said in an 
interview the rate of hepatitis 


among prison populations is be¬ 
tween three and seven times 
greater than in the general public. 

“In the face of the certain knowl¬ 
edge that this exists, we have no 
alternative,” he said. “If there’s a 
risk, we can’t take a chance.” 

Perrault said prisoners were 
among the largest group of blood 
donors prior to the directive.

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Regina probe stalls dying Islander’s claim

REGINA (CP) — Eugene Gilbertson has not been for¬ 
gotten by the Saskatchewan Workers' Compensation Board 
but no decision on his claim will be made until fur¬ 
ther study, a board spokesman said Friday. 

Evan Davidson, executive assistant to the board, told 
The Canadian Press that the board must first ascertain 
whether Gilbertson’s lung cancer is the result of expo¬ 
sure to asbestos during his employment with the Sas¬ 
katchewan Power Corp. 

Gilbertson, who now lives in Ladysmith, 100 kilometres 
northwest of Victoria, was an electrician with the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Power Corp. at Estevan in the late 1950s. He worked 
at the plant for only 11 months but while there, he 
says he was exposed to asbestos “that was plastered 
everywhere." 

Now, 20 years later, Gilbertson has been told by doc¬ 
tors the exposure will lead to his death. 

He said he applied in October to the Saskatchewan 
compensation board for 100 -per-cent compensation, which 
would give his wife about $380 a month, plus $80 a 


month for each of his three daughters as long as they re¬ 
main In school. 

Gilbertson says the claim is bogged down in red tape and 
he is not optimistic about It being settled before his 
death. 

“We know there is a connection between asbestos and 
cancer but we have to study further before a decision is 
made," Davidson said. 

He said that normally when a person suffers an accident 
on the job a claim is filed within three days of the acci¬ 
dent and there is no particular problem if it is a distinct 
accident. 

“In such cases, we can process much more quickly than 
in the case of an Industrial disease,” he said, adding that 
Gilbertson filed for compensation after he became aware 
he had cancer. 

“We hope to be in a position where we're able to make a 
decision before too long. We're anxious to render a 
decision as soon as possible." 

Davidson said he did not think Gilbertson’s case was 
being unnecessarily prolonged in comparison with some 


other cases, but added it is taking longer to process 
the claim than It would a routine case. 

Gilbertson's last quarrel with the Saskatchewan com¬ 
pensation board, for harmful effects suffered as a result of 
exposure to mercury while working in a Saskatchewan 
Power Corp. repair shop, took five years to settle. 

“It took them from 1961 to 1970 to clean up the shop," he 
said. “And from 1971 to 1976 for me to win my claim with 
the board." 

Gilbertson says he and five other men are receiving 20- 
per-cent compensation from the board. 

His cancer was first diagnosed as influenza, he said, 
and later was thought to be pleurisy. It was only late last 
year that doctors diagnosed his condition as cancer. 

Ron Fessant, a Saskatchewan Power Corp. public rela¬ 
tions officer, told The Canadian Press that the corporation 
no longer uses asbestos for insulation purposes at any of 
its installations. 

Fessant said the company goes even farther than re¬ 
quired In a 1975 amendment to the Provincial Occupation¬ 
al Health Act of 1972 which established standards for the 
uie of asbestos. 


He said the corporation now uses fibreglass insula¬ 
tion on all high-pressure steam lines and that all of Its 
asbestos supplies have been disposed of in a ground-fill 
location. 

Fessant said that where asbestos insulation was directly 
exposed, It has been covered or removed in all of the cor 
poratlon’s buildings and facilities which Include 10 power 
plants. An 11th now is under construction at Poplar River. 

Gilbertson said in Ladysmith that as far as he’s con¬ 
cerned, he can't ever see government or big business mov¬ 
ing to clean up industry. 

“Unions are going to have to force the change,” he said. 
“It may come down to strikes for safer regulations. It’s a 
very good possibility. That’s what’s needed.” 

The nature of the disease, said Gilbertson, won’t help 
him with his claim. 

“I’ll go down with either severe pneumonia or a heart 
attack. The doctors will have to convince the board what 
the real cause was.” 

Gilbertson said that as far as he’s concerned, he can't 
ever see government or big business moving to clean up 
industry.

Scheck. who established 
tbe Inn of the Sea in 1974, is 
one of five chefs chosen for 
the Canadian national team 
while Tygeman has been 
named to the Regional Team 
West along with leading chefs 


from Vancouver and Cal¬ 
gary. 

All the food will have to be 
cooked in the Jewish Kosher 
tradition but the raw materi¬ 
als for all the dishes will be 
flown from Canada and will 
Include such delicacies as 
smoked Pacific salmon, Arc¬ 
tic char, Alberta prime rib 
and Ontario turkey. 

Basic Jewish or Kosher di¬ 
etary laws stipulate that the 
mixing of meat with dairy is 
stictly forbidden. This in¬ 
cludes dishes, pots and pans, 


tableware and even table 
cloth. Thus Kosher catering 
requires two complete sets of 
utensils. 

Kosher meat must come 
from an animal or bird that 
has been slaughtered to 
cause the least amount of 
pain and completely drained 
of blood. 

The food is Koshered by 
snaking it in cold water for 30 
minutes, sprinkling it gen¬ 
erously with salt and then 
rinsing it again with cold 
water after a one-hour inter¬ 
val.

Unemployed flexing 
newly-found muscle 


NANAIMO — It’s billed as 
a non-political move, but the 
organizers of a group for the 
unemployed here hope that it 
will eventually have political 
Implications. 

If that sounds like a para¬ 
dox, the Nanaimo, Duncan 
and District Labor Council, 
which has set up the offices 
for the unemployed, has a 
ready explanation. 

While they are not trying to 
make a political point with 
their drive to organize the 
unemployed, said labor coun¬ 
cil representatives this week, 
there could come the day that 
an organized group of unem¬ 
ployed people would use 
political pressure — whatev¬ 
er political parties are in 
power. 

But for now. said labor 
council spokesmen, they are 
simply asking Central Van¬ 
couver Island unemployed to 
pay them a visit, register, 
and, perhaps, find friends 
among others in the same 
position. 

The labor council held a 
press conference last week to 
publicize the committee for 
the unemployed and the reg¬ 
istration campaign it was 
sponsoring. 

Registration booths are 
open in two Nanaimo shop¬ 
ping malls until Jan. 21. from 
9:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. six 
days a week, with last open¬ 
ing to 9 p.m. Fridays. The 
booths are located at Harbor 
Park and Northbrook malls. 

The labor council also 
hopes to open a similar booth 
in a Duncan shopping mall. 

Bob Rogers, president of 
the labor council, said that 
the committee for the unem 
ployed was simply trying to 
get the unemployed people in 
the area registered now, to 
collect information and give 
the labor council an idea of 
the accurate figures of unem¬ 


ployed in the Central Vancou¬ 
ver Island area. 

People are being asked, If 
they would be willing to do 
some work for the group, 
which is being called Citizen 
Lobby for Jobs. 

It’s all part of an organized 
campaign by the Canadian 
Labor Congress and the B.C. 
Federation of Labor, he said. 

Chairman of the labor 
council's committee is Nick 
Haugland. 


In the first day and a half of 
operating one booth, the 
labor council collected 100 
signatures of unemployed 
people. They also had 20 peo¬ 
ple visit a special office they 
had set up last Saturday. 

The committee plans a per¬ 
manent office for the unem¬ 
ployed once the information 
is gathered and the group or¬ 
ganized.

WILL CUT 


NANAIMO — The budget¬ 
cutting scissors were brought 
out in Nanaimo for the second 
time last week, when the Dis¬ 
trict 68 school board met to 
consider ways to reduce its 
$24.8 million 1978 provisional 
budget. 

Earlier last week, Nanai¬ 
mo city council managed to 
trim $250,000 from the city 
budget, to keep its mill rate 
at the same level as last year. 

But. the school board de¬ 
cided it will be doing well if it 
can hold its budget to about a 
10-mill increase, and even 
that may not be achieved. 

Five mills of the approxi¬ 
mately 12.5-mill increase In¬ 
dicated by the board's provi¬ 
sional budget was due to a 
change in provincial govern¬ 
ment policy. 

The Nanaimo board has al¬ 
ready written to the provin¬ 
cial government, protesting 
that increase In the basic mill 
rate. 

The board decided that it 
would be worth investigating 
the possibility of reducing the 
remaining 7.5-mill increase 
by 2.5 mills. 


This means the board must 
find $625,000 to take out of the 
budget, while keeping its 
pledge not to make staff cuts 
or increase the student-teach¬ 
er ratio. 

The board gave its admin¬ 
istrative staff two weeks to 
come up with suggestions on 
how the $625,000 could be cut. 

The school district’s provi¬ 
sional budget was adopted 
last year before the Nov. 15 
deadline and the annual bud¬ 
get must be adopted by Feb. 
15. 

Board secretary-treasurer 
Jim Thorpe said the bud¬ 
get increase, from $22.7 mil¬ 
lion in 1977 to $24.8 million 
this year, was due mostly to 
increased fuel and staff costs. 

The 1977 board chairman, 
Margaret Strongltharm, said 
that the increase, to 42.5 mills 
for 1978, deeply concerned 
the board because, “the pro¬ 
vincial government is shift¬ 
ing more and more of the 
burden of the cost of educa¬ 
tion to our local taxpayer . . . 
but at the same time increas¬ 
ingly centralizing the control 
of education." 


labor council hopes "to form 
a unemployment action 
group to lobby local govern¬ 
ments and perhaps organize 
a protest or lobby in Vic¬ 
toria."

Committee members said 
that they believed that the 
full statistics on unemployed 
the number of employed are 
not coming out, and they hope 
to be able to determine what 
the actual figure is.

In addition to collecting 
statistics, the committee 
hopes to provide some sup¬ 
port to the people behind 
those statistics. . 

"If the unemployed have a 
place to meet their cohorts — 
the other unemployed — then 
maybe some of their feelings 
of depression can be alleviat 
ed," Rogers said. 

Just how real those feelings 
of depression are were con¬ 
tained in statements the com¬ 
mittee has collected from 
people who have already re¬ 
gistered with them. 

Some of the statements 
were read out at the press 
conference. “How has being 
unemployed affected your 
life?" they were asked. 

“I feel unworthy, degrad¬ 
ed, like a second-class citi¬ 
zen, a bum,” wrote one. 

"Plans and desires for the 
future have come to a stand 
still,” said one who had been 
out of work three years, "just 
(he state of survival is all I 
can look forward to." 


Expansion in sight at observatory

Close encounter? 
‘They’ might help 


If a principal aim of as¬ 
tronomy is to discover wheth¬ 
er any intelligent life exists in 
the teeming galaxies and 
planets of the universe, what 
are the chances of earthmen 
actually having a Close En¬ 
counter of the Third Kind? 

“That's a difficult ques¬ 
tion; there are so many un¬ 
certainties involved," says 
Dr. Sidney van den Bergh, 
the new director of the Do¬ 
minion Astrophysical Obser¬ 
vatory on Little Saanich 
Mountain. 

"We don’t know whether 
life will automatically evolve 
even if the right cbnditions 
are present. 

“We don’t know what the 
probability is thgl if it does, it 


might destroy itself within a 
very short time. 

“We know from our own 
experience that once technol¬ 
ogy reaches a certain point, 
when civilizations are able to 
reach out into space, that that 
technology also carries the 
seeds of its own destruction 

“The lifetime of such a civi¬ 
lization will probably be very 
short, and the chances of 
finding it (through astronom¬ 
ical means) are rather mi¬ 
nute. 

“Perhaps other civiliza¬ 
tions have found out how to 
cope with nuclear weapons 
and genetic engineering and 
managed to survive for a 
million years or so. If they’re 
still around they’d be able to 
help us." 


The growth will largely be a result of the new Franeo- 
Canadian observatory expected to start operating in 1979. 
which van den Bergh regards as a milestone in the 
history of Canadian astronomy. 

Since Victoria has the closest Canadian observatory to 
Hawaii, it will be the “jumping Off" spot and a home base 
for astronomers who will use the new observatory, which 
will contain a 3.6-metre telescope on top of 14,000-fool 
Mauna Kea. 

“Already a large fraction of the energies of our staff 
here are absorbed by the Hawaii project. We have a strong 
technical group, now in the final touch-up stages of pol¬ 
ishing the mirror, and we are building quite a bit of the 
auxiliary instrumentation for Mauna Kea." 

Van den Bergh said it will greatly extend the range of 
stars which Canadian astronomers are able to observe 
because of its superior size and location. 

“The kind of work Canadians are most famous for is 
research into binary stars, or two-star systems. Study into 
these is the main method astronomers have of determining 
the mass of all stars. 

“Astronomy is a little like politics in that it’s an art of 
the passible. If you have an inferior telescope and a medi¬ 
ocre climate, you tend to restrict your detailed studies to 
relatively bright objects. 

“With the big new telescope in Hawaii, Canadians 
will have a chance to look at much fainter and more dis¬ 
tant objects. 

“This observatory will really come to life and grow with 
the advent of the new Hawaii telescope. For the first time, 
Canadian astronomers will have a large telescope of their 
own. The site is one of the best in the world, with almost no 
clouds, no smog, and vastly superior transparency because 
less atmosphere above means less turbulence and less 
glimmer in stellar images." he said. 

Van den Bergh, who came from tbe University of Toron ' 


to and the David Dunlap observatory to start his new job 
as of Jan. 1. is internationally known for his work on the 
structure and evolution of galaxies. 

In an interview, he said he hoped to strengthen connec¬ 
tions between the observatory and those interested in 
astronomy at University of Victoria. 

“It's especially important for us as a government insti¬ 
tution, because you don’t have quite as much contact here as 
at the University of Toronto; there aren't so many people 
asking embarrassing questions — the kind you can’t an¬ 
swer off the top of your head." 

Van den Bergh, born in Holland, took his PhD in as¬ 
tronomy in Goettingen, Germany, and taught in the Unit¬ 
ed States before joining the University of Toronto 20 years 
ago. 

While lecturing at the University of Toronto, he also 
spent many hours observing and theorizing about his main 
interests in the subject: The structure of galaxies, super¬ 
novas, and star clusters, which earned him the vice¬ 
presidency of the international Astronomical Union iast 
year. 

Asked what he thought astronomy could do for the av¬ 
erage person-in-the-street, van den Bergh said it should 
shed light on fundamental questions such as the age of 
the universe, how it originated and developed, how the 
things in it — planets, stars and galaxies — were formed, 
mapping the heavenly bodies, and eventually looking for 
other forms of intelligent life in the universe. 

He noted that the exlstengg of large planets in nearby 
star systems has already been proven by observing the 
“wobbling" in orbits of the stars, but such planets are 
much larger and denser than Jupiter, which is known to be 
too heavy and too hot to support any form of life as we 
know it.

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Track operates 
despite dispute 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
horses ran at Aqueduct race 
track Saturday with supervi¬ 
sory and office personnel 
manning the pari-mutuel ma¬ 
chines and despite some un¬ 
pleasantness on the picket 
lines set by striking mainte¬ 
nance workers. 

Meanwhile, negotiators 
met in another effort to settle 
a contract dispute that start¬ 
ed the walkout early Tuesday 
of 218 maintenance workers. 

Betting was available to a 
crowd of 12.499, paying $2 a 
head, on the first and second 
floors of the clubhouse. Each 
paying patron, who also had 
to pay for parking and pro¬ 
grams, got a pass for later 
use. 

A court order was issued 
Saturday by Justice Albert 
Buschman of State Supreme 
Court, directing 450 mutuel 
clerks to return to work at the 
track, where they had re¬ 
fused to cross picket lines of 
maintenance workers, who 
were striking for the fifth 
day. The order ruled that the 
clerks should comply with a 
ruling by arbitrator Peter 
Seitz that the clerks must 
honor a no-strike clause of 
their contract. 

But the mutuel clerks re¬ 


mained outside the track 
gates. Judge Buschman also 
ordered the officers of the 
mutuel clerks union mast 
show proof by 11 a m. Mon¬ 
day that they had informed 
their members to return to 
work. 

The court action took place 
while the maintenance work¬ 
ers clashed with police at the 
track gates as vans brought 
horses from Belmont Park 
where most of horses are sta¬ 
bled. 

The windshield of one van 
was smashed, but four vans 
got through the picket lines, 
delivering horses fdr the first 
four races of the day, said 
Patrick Lynch, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the New York Racing 
Association.

Tin* smilhi'rii cou^l of 
\ ifloria is characterized 
hy loup gravel bcuehes. 
seen at their best below 
licaeon Mill I’urk. The 
southern shore of Ks- 
<|iiimall. hy way of con¬ 
trast. is mostly rocky. 

Ii is not high, but the rock which 
everywhere brooks through the thin 
soil slides in gentle ledges or falls in 
low cliffs into the over-active soil* 
This coast has been frayed by the 
waves, and in only a few of the reces¬ 
ses are beaches developed, as at 
Fleming Bay and near Black Rook, a 
bluff east of Dunize Head 

Early one morning I paid my two 
prosaic dollars and rowed out of 
Fleming Bay into a world of poetry 
and beauty, more years and miles 
from the city than you would ever 
guess hy looking at a map. 


This vibrant sea is Royal Roads, 
t ailed Royal because its. two ex¬ 
it entities are marked by Victoria and 
bv Albert Head. 

Prince Albert never saw these 
shores, but he left his mark in local 
place names. He was t.,c Prince of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. and all three 
names arc found nearby — the Coburg 
Peninsula. Gotha Point in Fort Rodd 
Hill Park and Saxe Point or Cape 
Saxe, now a municipal park In Es¬ 
quimau. 

Where Royal Roads nibbles at Es¬ 
quimau several Islands rear their 
heads above the deep, ami these 
elands of silver and gold were my 
target on this day of days. 

Fleming Bay is sheltered by a rub¬ 
ble breakwater, and its waters are as 
calm as a pond, but right outside the 
<«*a resumes its normal activity. 

Here the water is punctuated by a 
group of small rocks and two bare and 
golden islands, the Gillingham 
Islands. The isles are horizontally 
handed brown at the wave-kissed 
base, mottled above that and silver 
ami gold on top. There is no true 
vegetation on these bare skerries, but 
i deep, deep golden color is imparted 
to the rock by lichen that winter's 
storm-spray cannot scrape off. 

Seagulls and cormorants perching 
on the rocks leave silver autographs, 
but they are seen to their best advan¬ 
tage on Little Brother Island, west of 
here. 


The eastern of the Gillinghams. 
\aswaika. The Husband, is a cuboidal 
block like a large brick dropped in a 
puddle. Its neighbor. Nasleni. The 
Wife, is rounded with Shelving rocky 
shores that might permit a landing. I 
did not land, but rowed westwards 
into the clear air of a fine summer 
morning, and by degrees crept closer 
to the Brothers Islands. 

These are truly tl\e Islands of 
Silver and Gold, the one golden all 
vear round with bleached grass, ex- 
<* pt when spring's new growth cloaks 
it in green for a few months, and the 
oilier Silver above its darker inter¬ 
tidal strip. It is not solid, sterling 
silver, however, but only silver plate. 
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applaud to a baser metal by countless 
seagulls which nest hero 
• This is \asaiyetehan or Little 
Brother Island, and it consists of a 
group of rock humps of varying 


heights linked by intertidal reefs and 
enclosing two small gravel beaches 
There are a few small patches of 
grass, but vegetation does not do well 
on these bird-crowded breeding

islands, being poisoned by heavy con 
centrations of feces and plucked and 
trampled bv the birds themselves. I 
had seen an orange flag in the north¬ 
eastern bay of this straggling island, 
and closer inspection revealed it to lie 
planted in the top of a deadhead bobb¬ 
ing in the bay 


A harbor seal followed my boat as 
1 rowed around the north end of Little 
Brother, among the kelp beds (Toss¬ 
ing the channel here. I approached the 
southern end of Big Brother Island. 
Naseyel. the golden island of the 
group, and in many ways the most in¬ 
teresting. 

Now we are dealing with a true 
island, and not just a bit of rock Big 
Brother has meadows, trees, beaches 
and secluded coves, cliffs and even 
ruins and a bit of history attached to 
them. All this is on a very small scale, 
but that makes it all the better an 
island should be small enough for its 
borders to be always visible. 

Islands are tiny self-contained and 
highly individual worlds, with finite 
boundaries, and as such are always 
far more interesting than any in¬ 
dividual acre of a major landmass 

After sitting off the sbuth of the 
island to watch a few waves wash into 
the bay. delineating rocks and 
hazards. I rowed slowly in towards 
the beach, between steep bluffs. Tins 
island is shaped like a letter C. hollow 
towards the south, and it was into this 
southern bay that I glided, and finally 
landed on the small gravel beach 
More sheltered landing-beaches can 
be found at the north end of the island. 


. It does not take long to walk 
around the shoreline The western 
point of the bay is a low dome, with 
thin soil and short dry grass. On the 
west coast a remarkable rock stands 
on the shore like a clenched fist 111 
feet tall, its knuckles brushed orange 
with When. A small cove at the 
northwest corner is backed hy a soil 
bank dotted with clam-shells, an In¬ 
dian midden. Offshore, an extensive 
rock ledge runs out towards Duntze 
Head, with good landing-beaches on 
each side of it. 

The north coast of Big Brother is a 
vertical rock face 20 feet high At low 
tide a gravel beach runs out to a 
detached dome of rock topped with 
grass and stunted bushes. A dolphin 
stands offshore to the east 

The most ruggtHi part of the island 
is the eastern coast, a high wall of 
cliffs that extends around the 
southeastern point and back to the 
southern beach A long reef of rock off 
the southeastern point is awash .it 
high tide and must be avoided 


Climbing out of the bay. up the 
steep soil bank, the plateau of this in¬ 
teresting island is easily reached The 
two southern peninsulas are grassy 
with low thickets of wild rose and 
other shrubs here and there On the 
eastern promontory long parallel 
ridges ’of rock trending north 
northeast break the surface, and at 
the northern and the southern ends <»! 
this area, on separate ridges, are two 
concrete blocks on the rock Each one 
once held a wooden post, and gu\ 
lines from each ran out to iron ring' 
cemented in me rocks nearin The 
southern block is surrounded b\ tom

11 is quite possible, on 
any given summer day, 
to find the waters of 
I'lorencia Bay sur* 
rounding tiny Florencia 
Island stretched out as 
peacefully as on the day 
in 1513 when Spanish 
Kvplorer Balboa named 
the Pacific Ocean. 

A sandy beach curves gently round 
l he shore The tidal pools tempt 
beachcombers, the hermit crabs glide 
nervously beyond the reach of fingers 
The tourists scramble down a 
steep trail from a parking lot to picnic 
in the driftwood while the dogs race 
joyfully in pursuit of frisbees. 

Idyllic scene! But those who pause 
to read the plaque set on the headland 
up above may take a second look to 
sea — and note uneasily the dark side 
ot florencia Island. 

II was Nov I. ISM, that Captain J. 
P. de Kchiandeia sailed his brigantine 
florencia nut of Washington's lit- 
salada Harbor, bound for Callao. 
Peru He carried a cargo of lumber 
and three passengers and while their 
sailing date may very well have been 
a peaceful one. the voyage was 
doomed to early tragedy. 

four days out of port, off the coast 
of Cape fiattery. gale winds threw 
the vessel on her beam ends. The fact 


that she was slowly able to right 
herself was due solely to her cargo of 
timber, but the damage done was 
enormous. Completely waterlogged, 
she bad lost her deck load, mainmast 
and foretopmast, and super-cargo. 

Much worse from a humanitarian 
point of view Captain Kchiandeia. 
cook l.azario de I.amais. and pas¬

tine Consort, on its way from 
Honolulu to Port Madison, was lost In 
a gale in San Josef Bay. the 22 pas¬ 
sengers and crew barely managing to 
reach shore safely. 

When Lieutenant Commander 
Robson, Captain of the Forward, ar¬ 
rived in Nootka and heard this news, 
he left at once for San Josef to pick up 
the shipwrecked passengers so 
desperately in need of help It wasn't

( rippled as she was. the Florencia 
sailed and drifted into Nootka Sound 
where she anc hored and was pumped 
out. On Dec 13 the Victoria Colonist 
rejoiced in the news that following the 
pumping ' she was found to be 
perfectly tight " The first of what was 
to prove a three-part drama had been 
completed. 

In March of I860 Englishman 
Charles Barrett-Lennard brought his 
yacht Templar from England and 
proceeded to cruise around Van¬ 
couver Island It was he. in the course 
of his journey, who had brought news 
of the Florencia’s whereabouts to Vic¬ 
toria. and Was on the strength of his 
report that a gunboat, Forward, was 
dispatched from Esquimau to lend a 
hand. 

But tragedy, if not commonplace, 
was certainly no stranger to ships 
that braved the Pacific in the mid¬ 
nineteenth century In November of 
the same year an American brigan-

The northern half of the island is 
covered with bushes and small trees 
w hich conceal most of the history of 
this lonely spot The soil in places con¬ 
tains clam shells that denote Indian 
use in the distant past. 

By the middle of the nineteenth 
century the navy was using the island 
as a cemetery, and several mounds 
may mark the old graves The most 
important phase of the island's past 
war* from appnximately 18H2 to 1892 
w lien a Barbette battery was installed 
here as jwrt of Victoria's defences 
against an expected Russian attack 

\ plan of the defences can be scon 
in the orientation centre at Fort Rodd 
Mill National Historic Park. On the 
plan, south is at the top. An old 
photograph also on display there 
hhmv.s tall trees on Brothers Island 
which have now l>eon replaced with 


low brushes and trees. The battery 
consisted of three puns, facing west, 
south and southeast On the north side 
of the island steps led to a dock which 
kept the island manned and supplied 
Nothing of this battery now remains, 
and among the bushes the only signs 
of human life today are a network of 
paths and a little shelter built by a 
local family. 

As I prepared to quit the island and 
return to Fleming Bay a scuba-diver 
surfaced in the cove He spoke of the 
swim out here, through kelpbeds_ 
where the whole world moves with 
the swells, but complained that wave 
and current action in these shallow 
waters stirred up mud and silt, mak¬ 
ing the water murky. 

'Hie only other person who came 
< lose to the island was a man in a 
kayak Sadly in these beautiful sur¬ 
roundings he had to carry with him a 
radio playing banal music, hut in a 
minute he was gone, and I was left 
alone with my islands of silver and 
gold 


until they were safely aboard that he 
returned to Nootka to tow the luckless 
Florencia to Victoria, and set the 
stage for the second-act curtain to 
drop on the relentless drama. 

An accident to Forward's boiler en 
route made it imperative to lighten 
her load. The Florencia was cut loose 

The sturdy brigantine fought hard 
For days she battled easterly gales in 
an effort to make Juan de Fuca Strait, 
but in the end she was smashed dn the 
rocks of a tiny islet in what was to 
become known as Wreck Bav. The 
tragedy, save for the eventuaf trans¬ 
port of Florence's cargo to Nanaimo 
by the schooner Alpha, was complete. 

Events so interwoven as to be in¬ 
separable make up all history'. The 
damaged Forward, having repaired 
her boiler, returned around the north 
end of the Island to Esquimau, arriv¬ 
ing on Jan. 13. 1861 

“Gunboats" was the heading ac¬ 


corded the triumphant story by the' 
Colonist in its account of this happy 
ending to the unsuccessful search 
made by the Hecate and Plumper 
along the west coast of Vancouver 
Island for their sister ship that had 
been given up for lost. And what of the 
lethal rockcrop at the mouth of Wreck 
Bay that had written finis on a 
journey begun so promisingly? It was 
Hecate’s Captain Richards who put a 
name to it, calling it simply. Floren¬ 
cia Island. 

Today, Wreck Bay is also known as 
Florencia. It is a part of Canada's 
Pacific Rim National Park and from 
its shore Long Beach may be reached 
by a woodchip-board-sidewalk- 
corduroy-strip trail offering a leisure¬ 
ly half hour’s enjoyment of cedar and 
hemlock forest with gentians and pur¬ 
ple fleabane to add color to the open 
spaces. 

It may be reached that way. But 
there’s another way. For the stout¬ 
hearted, fearless of salal so thick it 
must at times be penetrated on all 
' fours, unmindful of rock cliffs to - 
clamber up and clamber down again, 
forever in pursuit of some lost spirit 
of adventure, there’s a route that 
takes one overland. 

At times, there is an almost-trail 
across the moss and ferns. At others, 
remnants of a trail so overgrown it 
may be a mirage. Occasionally, some 
small and rock-bound beach makes 
plain the way until sand’s end and 
forest looms formidably again. It 
takes about four hours But if one is to 
pay a debt to history. It’s the only way 
to go.

"To set up a cat show takes a long long lime 
because we have (o pul up tables lor cages, and then 
set up a collapsible cage for each cat." explained 
Mrs Major. "We all had to sleep the first pari of 
that night and then go to the hall and try lo shoo Ihe 
lardfnst of the dancing horse people out of ihe dance 
hall life worked all night. We hired a room at a 
local motel so that anyone on the verge of collapse 
could run over and get 40 winks At times Ihe room 
was stacked." 
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That first show, though small, was a success 
There wore 50 cats entered 

We were amazed at the turn-out of spec¬ 
tators." said Mrs. Major. "Spectators are what 
make or break a show. We charged one dollar ad¬ 
mission. Vancouver Island people show a great in 
lores! in cat shows They look forward to them 
really turn out.” * 

The eighth annual show is expected to draw an 
entry of more thean 200 cats, of all breeds from 
wide areas across the U.S. and Canada 

Show judges, this year, four in number, three 
ladies and one man. will come from California 
Rockford. Illinois and one from Richmond. B (' 
Mrs Major recalled that one cat judge once made 
the long trip from Hawaii to California and other 
Pacific (’oast areas 

There is only one qualified cat show judge on 
Vancouver Island, at present. Mrs Anna 
(hampman. 

The cat show classes are divided into breeds 9 
long haired and short-haired, championship con 
tenders and non-champion cats, including household 
pets The variety of exhibits and the heart-pulling 
charm of the cages have to be seen to be believed 
Many of the exhibitors dress up the interior of 
their kitties' cages with gay curtains and soft 
carpets, which many of the veteran well-schooled 
show cats accept as their just due Evidently, cats 
got a feel for shows 

As time, and many shows go past, the oc¬ 
casional cat will get tired and rebel at the ritual of 
the show world 

Marie Seagcr. who operates the Arbutus Cat¬ 
tery on Midstream Road, and is show manager for' 
this year’s show-, told of her four time, quadruple- 
grand winner Kooky’s Sweet Song of (lav-o. a 
shaded silver persian female. "The last show I took 
her to. she hissed at the two judges, and ended up as 
second best cat 1 was upset at her behavior and told 
her she'd had it; 1 was demoting her to retirement 
and the rocking chair. She seemed happy about it 
The Island Cat Fanciers’ Society does good 
work among Victoria's cat lovers. 

Each new member learns catology — how to 
look after a cat. The society caters to all types ot 
cats, not just the aristocratic champs types. To 
them, a nondescript cat can be just as important to 
a family as a purebred 

They take part in the Be Kind To Animals week 
held during the summer in the Hillside Mall 

Members meet once a month at 8 p.m at the 
SPCA home It is a non profit society, so. if they 
have a surplus of funds after a show, donations are 
made to the SPCA. the Cat Protection Association 
Cat Crusaders and similar animal organizations 
Quite often, a cat show is staged around an in 
ternational theme. One year, the Victoria club used 
'•CANADA*' as their motif. This time around. Vic¬ 
toria's theme is the Planet of the Cats'. 

Show cages are 21 inches by 21 inches by 21 in 
dies, for a single cat and 21 inches by 45 inches by 
21 inches for a double. The cats all have to be vetted 
before entering the cages, to avoid anything con 
tagious. All claws have to be clipped. This. I think 
is a concession to the judges hands and fingers 
Cat shows of North America give points for ex- 
cHlence. The total number of points at the end of 
each year, decides the placing of the champions 
This, in turn, decides the value charged for the kit 
ten 

There are some 10 categories on Vancouver 
Island where the professional people produce and 
-ell their various breeds. It is they who really keep 
the rounds of cat shows going. 

Most of the members of the Island Cat Fan¬ 
ciers are not breeders of cats. They are cat lovers 
who enjoy their pets They love to see them on 
^l-.ow They like all their friends to flock in to the 
show and see them. too. With 200 cats in one show 
which is w hat the Island Cat Fanciers' expect on 
•Ian. 2tt and 29 — the average number of visitors 
over two days could be 1,200. 

"What really inspires these cat shows?*’ I 
asked 

Well, cat lovers. I guess.” answered Marie 
s.Muor They’re a breed to themselves."

Thif hunted 
high and low. hut not until spring did they find it. its 
Iwo front feet on one side of a large fallen log Its 
two hind feet on the other side — helpless and im¬

U»ke. Vancouver Island. Here she arrived on a love¬ 
ly spring morning. 

Charles, recently returned from hospital fol¬ 
lowing a successful operation, and convalescent, 
had leisure time on his hands. Allison Pollock was 
ready and willing to play the role of nurse and wait 
on her newly-found patient. 

Freed from his onerous farm tasks. Charles and 
Allisbn went for walks together — they explored the 
farm and became inseparable. Allison was happy to 
watch him daily gather his returning vitality and 
strength She anticipated his every wish, they were 
m love, but Allison wanted to be sure. She returned 
to California for a brief visit, then returned to the 
March farm and Charles. 

Charles and Allison were married in 1932 at St 
Peter's Anglican Church. Quamichan. They spent 
their honeymoon touring the Cariboo country in 
their Model T Ford car. coaxing their temperamen¬ 
tal car over bumpy corduroy roads. Occasionally 
Charles pushed and at night they tented beneath the 
stars. 

IN CONTRAST to her English home. Allison 
readily adapted to the life style, environment and 
community affairs in her adopted country. She 
made several trips back home to visit her relatives 
in England. 

★ ★ ★ 

Funds were in short supply on the March farm 
during the "dirty-thirties.” so when Allison cashed 
in the return half of her ticket to Flngland. she and 
Charles used the money to buy the materials to 
build a modem frame home adjacent to the 
orchard, separating them from the homesite of the 
log house. 

I .a ter Henry and Charles built two family-style 
houses to accommodate hired help during the busy 
seasons, such as haying and harvest time. 

Henry's final log house which still stands, was 
subsequently enlarged by an addition. Trophies of 
the chase adorned the walls, and one large 
bookcase, covering most ot a wall, held his exten¬ 
sive library of well-read books as befitted his 
cultural background. 

Henry owned an Edison cylinder phonograph 
ind a disc machine. He had a varied assortment of 
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records, popular songs of the 1912-20 period, in¬ 
strumental selections, concert and opera 
recordings of a bygone period, providing entertain 
ment f6r visitors who came from far and near to 
visit the March domicile. In those distant days 
there was no TV to interrupt or spoil, a fireside 
conversation when friends and neighbors paid a 
social call. Edith. Henry's wife, died during the 
year 1943. 

As a teen-aged boy. Bruce Hutchison, editorial 
director of the Vancouver Sun. spent working holi 
days at the Marc h home. In one of his recent books 
Hutchison describes Henrv March thus: ‘I would 
judge him as the most successful man I ever met 
A worthy tribute! 

(’hurlos and Allison had but one daughter. 
Susan, who when she attained the age. of seven 
years, attended boarding school in Victoria and 
later Duncan. For years Susan spent her summer 
holidays on the farm, best described by Susan 
herself I helped Dad with the chores, filling milk 
bottles, accompanying him on his milk delivery 
route., especially when he called at a logging camp 
cookhouse kitchen to collect swill for the farm pigs 
where I loved to talk to the Chinese cook who 
always loaded me down with cookies and other 


goodies When I arrived back home at dinnertime l 
could not eat my dinner much to Mother’s dismav 
In my teens I looked forward eagerly to farm 
holidays 1 enjoyed every minute of it. it gave me an 
opportunity to help Dad with chores and in the barn 
I learned to drive the tractor and.do field work just 
like the men. for relaxation I had my saddle horse 
HI RING CHRISTMAS holidays Dad and I 
usually went on a cougar hunt, accompanied by the 
hounds If the snow was deep we wore snowsliocs 
we did not always get a cougar, but that did not 
matter, here we were tramping mile after mile 
through lorest and clearing breathing the clean 
exhilarating, crisp air. trying to keep up with the 
hounds, especially if their sustained vocal chorus in¬ 
dicated the presence of a cougar. Sometimes yve

F.ver since childhood Charles had been a lover 
of horses (>n several occasions it was his custom to 
dress up in period costume and appear in the annual 
Cowichan Day or I-ibor Day parades, driving a 
spirited team ot horses attached to an antique 
democrat or farm conveyance, sometimes accom¬ 
panied bv Ins daughter. Susan, an experienced 
rider on horseback. 

Charier and his wife Allison on occasion held 
garden parlies hosted fun fairs or open house in the 
spacious hay field in front of their home. Charles 
would entertain the children, and elders, with hay 
rules about the farm for the benefit of St 
Christopher's Church at Mesachie lake, of which 
thev were members. 

Susan, their daughter, attended and graduated 
hom CMC with a bachelor of science degre«4n 
agriculture Susan now married, lives with tophus- 
band.

Allison died during Sept 1979. and Charles car 
ried on a lonely existence on the farm for three 

years 

Charles met Mrs Diana Waddell, a widow, who 
was one of his nurses when he was a patient in the 
Cowichan District Hospital. Duncan It could have 
been a ease of love af first sight. Charles returned 
to the hospital again and again, after his discharge, 
hoping to find Diana on duty. Though he could not 
remember her name he finally met her and ob¬ 
tained her telephone number 

At Christmas-time he telephoned her at her 
home at Saltair. She was busy. A week later he 
telephoned again and wished her a Happy New 
Year "Could he see her?" Dinner dates followed 
then more dates. Charles would appear at the 
hospital bearing gilts, such as honey produced by 
his own bees and artichokes grown on the farm In 
return Diana gave Charles fresh oysters 

FOR ONE WEEK straight Charles drove daily 
from his farm to Saltair and return, nearly 1H0 
miles, to see Diana. Chares said: "Men and women 
are made for each other!" Then one day Charles 
blurted out: Have you made up your mind 0 ' 

"Made up my mind for what ’". Diana 
questioned 

"Will yom marry me°" Charles said

So 
how come he ended up in a 
sandwich?

They were, more formally. Mr and Mrs. Digbv 
Robinson, and they lived on Admiral's Road, in a 
cottage on a rocky knoll, surrounded by tall trees 
with the mists and the salt of the sea drifting over 
their quaint, warm-hearted menage 

Robbie for years was secretary to Norman Yar¬ 
row, who ran the Esquimau shipyard which was 
bought by his father. Sir Alfred Yarrow, from the 
Bullens. who started it as the B.C. Marine Railway 
and built the wonderful old Ss. Princes? Maquinna 
an institution tor years along the west cqast ot Van 
couver Island 


Mrs Robbie s Christian name was Leigh she 
had been a school teacher in Vancouver 

They were not young when they married, and stie 
took up her abode in Robbie's bachelor house, and 
became a mother figure to most of Esquimalt: she 
loved evervonebody. and didn't know how to think 
iN of anyone 

There go the Robbies" one said, driving along 
the Esquimalt Road.' and glimpsing this pair shop 
ping in the ramshackle old naval village, now long 
gone, more s the Pity. 

I can see Mrs. Robbie now. white hair piled 
high, out driving with Mrs Eitzherbert Bullen a 
grande dame, and granddaughter of Sir James 
Douglas himself, no less. 

Mrs Bullen lived at Qakdene. on the Esquimau 
Road, and she had an open touring car. complete 
with uniformed chauffeur — and so caused quite a 
stir in Victoria as she was driven forth in state 
Mrs Rutlen and Robbie were artists, and loved 
and depicted British Columbia coast scenery though 
modestly hiding their lights. 

Much of Mrs Bullen s work is now in the Douglas 
Building annex to the legislative buildings, and 
several of Robbie's water colors are on public dis 
play at Craigdarroch Castle. 

Often Mrs Bullen and Mr and Mrs Robbie went 
sketching up the coast inj fishing and tug boats, and 
their work, though largely ignored by the arty world, is

At "the wee house" on New Year's Eve would 
gather a polyglot crew of friends and neighbors II 
the weather was good enough, all. as midnight 
neared, went for a walk through the woods, hearing 
lighted candles 
. It was quite a sight' 

Once I was fortunate enough) to have been 
there and there were dowagers galore. How they 
managed their long skirts of silks and velvets, as 
they clambered over the rocks, hearing light can¬ 
dles. has forever been a mystery to me 

Two elderly ladies clung to my arms as wc tot 
tered along, and squealed as their high heels sank 
into the mounds of soft moss, and I slipped, in my 
gallantry, and nearly set fire to my ruffled shirt , for 
one always wore a dinnei^acket at the Robbie's on 
New Year's Eve 

Mr. and Mrs Robbie had a ritual for showing 
his paintings They were all on the floor, standing 
up against the walls Each was lighted hand-done 
by Robbie 

When the guests had settled in. and were 
properly contemplative. Robbie launched into mood 
music on the piano, and Mrs Robbie operated the 
light 

Robbie would crash out a thunderstorm tunc

This time 30 years ago Victoria native Byron 
Ingomar Johnson was starting his five-year career 
as premier of British Columbia. 

lie was the third British Columbia native to 
reach our No. I position 

The others: Richard McBride 1 1903-15) born 
New Westminster. 1870: Simon Fraser Tolmie 
»1928-33) born. 1867. at Cloverdale. his father s 
farm in Saanich, his mother being Jane, eldest of 
the eight daughters of Hon. John Work of Hillside 
Farm. 

Since ‘ Boss Johnson s day two other natives 
have reached the heights of the premier's office 
David Barrett '1972-75> bom Vancouver. 1930. Wil 
bam Richards Bennett '1975—1 born Kelowna. 1932 
Byron Johnson was a dark horse of our politics. 
In 1947. when John Hart retired as premier 
everyone thought his successor would be big hurlv- 
burlv Cordon Wismer. called “the cowboy. 

The Liberals convened to pick Hart's succes 
■or. They were, of course, also choosing a premier 
much more im|>ortant. 

Johnson and Wismer went before tile conven¬ 
tion in the leadership race — and Johnson won bv 
eight votes, on his 58th birthday. Dec 10, 1947. 

Thus was he catapulted into the chieftainship of 
the Coalition Government of Liberals and (’onset 
vatives. which John Hart had formed in 1941. when 
the Liberals fired Thomas Dufferin Pattullo out of 
tlm premier's office, he refusing to climb into the 
same bed with his old political enemies those 
damned Tories.” 

To Duff.” — such expediency was highly mi 
moral, ar.d he preferred political oblivion to indulg 
mg in it. 

Byron Johnson is today largely forgotten, 
because, through 20 years. Hon. W. A. C. Bennett 
brainwashed British Columbians into believing 
that, before he led Social Credit to victory, all was 
darkness and stultification in this fair province, the 
fairest province in all of this fair land of Canada 
thank you very much. 

It was. however, and let it not be forgotten, the 
Johnson Government which brought in hospital in 
suranoe. surely one of our greatest and most neces 
sarv social services 

lie. too. made law our first sales tax upon 
which three successive premiers — Bennett the 
First. Barrett the Socialist and Bennett the Second,

DOWN MEMORY LANE 
...with Fred Hall 


In our last rumblings through old newspaper 
clippings and scrap books , we turned the calendar 
backwards and once again uiatched the snotv-laden 
roof fall in over Wilson Motors showroom back in 
1950, looked at an 1884 map of Victoria and 
chuckled to ourselves over some 1912 advertise¬ 


ments. 

Here, to continue where we 
left off, are a few more ads, this 
time gleaned from Shipyard 
Shavings, a weekly publication of 
the foundation Company 
Shipyard, which from 1917 to 
early 1920 operated the largest 
industrial complex in the history 
of Victoria. 


Its plant extended from point FI I kc bridge all 
the way along the west side of the Inner Harbor to 
Hospital Point, just across the wafer from l-aurel 
Point. The recently destroyed Ogden Point docks 
were used as an outfitting plant where boilers and 
machinery were installed 

FOUNDATION COMPANY built five 2.500 ton 
wooden steamers for the Imperial Munitions Board 
and 20 sturdy 3,000 ton twin-screw steamships leu 
the French government. As a result, many of them 
had French names such as Strasbourg. Metz and 
Montcalm. Others had C'anadian names. Winnipeg 
Canada and Ottawa. The day the first keel was laid 
was a civic holiday with thousands of people throng

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ing the shipyard to witness the spike-driving 
ceremony. 

A beautiful rustic-type clubhouse was con¬ 
structed for the employees and officially-opened 
Christmas'Day. 1919. It was located at the approx 
imate site of the present Princess Mary restaurant 
However, we are digressing, we set out to look at 
some more advertisements. 

How would you like a good 1917 Model T Ford 
touring ear? Well. Jameson. Rolfe and Willis 
Motors, located at the comer of Courtney and 
Goraon streets had one for 1650. If you consider 
that too expensive, they had a nice little 1916 “490 
Chevrolet for only $550 With their conventional 
clutch and standard three-speed transmission, 
many people considered the Chev to have more 
prestige than the lowly Model T. The very early 
Chevs didn't have a hand brake, but utilized a sort 
of ratchet brake on the clutch pedal. For a quick 
stop, you pushed both pedals down — hard’ 

What happened to finger bowls 0 We never see 
them in our restaurants any more Tighe and 
Wheeler, “the house that quality built.” had a lunc h 
counter, bakery and up-to-date cafe for ladies and 
gentlemen. The address was 653 Yales Street, about 
where the Metropolitan store is today. On one occa. 
sion 1 recall going to Tighe and Wheelers with a 
fellow-emplovce (we were working overtime* awl 
they provided us with finger bowls My companion 
jokingly remarked: "Don’t drink that!" Needless 
to say, I didn’t. 

With the Queen s recent visit to Ottawa 
Royalty has been considerably in the news lately 
Turning the pages of our scrap book we edme 
across a charming photo of the present Queen 
Mother and her husband, the late King George VI 
while on a tour of Victoria bock in 1939. It was a 
gala occasion with all the streets decorated and 
even the street ears draped with red. white and blue 
bunting Also there is another picture of our present 
Queen looking fondly at her five-week-old son 
I Yince Charles The newspaper account says the 
new Prince has “his mother's enormous dark blue 
eyes." 

While not glued to the pages of a scrap book 
here is an old view of Victoria looking south across 
the Inner Harbour. 

CONSPICUOUS by their absence are all the 
James Bay highrrses. Instead, it appears to be 
largely wooded. In the foregrond. where the Coho 
now docks, are the Motor Princess, built in Victoria 
by Yarrows, and the Island Princess. For a few 
years, the former ran between Victoria and Bel 
linghani, while the latter, as her name indicates, 
served the Gulf Islands. At the main CPR docks are 
pictured Princess Charlotte. Princess Alice and in 
the background, with observation room windows 
covered with tarpaulin (possibly due to winter 
lavup) the two beautiful steamsjips Princess 
Kathleen and Princess Marguerite 

Turning the page, we come across another pic 
lure of the harbor, only this one is looking north 
from Bellville street. The Princess Victoria is just 
about to sail, while just beyond are the Grand Trunk 
Pacific's wharves, recently demolished It was 
from here the two steamers. Prince Rupert and 
Prince George, used to sail for northern points 
every week. 

those two handsome sister ships (how can 
Princes be sisters?) survived until September. 
1954. when the Prince George grounded near 
Ketchikan. Alaska, and due to an exploding fuel 
tank and consequent fire was a total loss The* 
Prince Rupert survived for a couple more years and 
in 1956 was sold to Japan for scrapping 
The old Johnson street bridge is conspicuous in 
the distanc e with its horizontal swing span operated 
by ‘two-man’ power, the genial Pat Carroll and hi«* 
staunch assistant. These* two huskies walked around 
and around turning a large windlass at the bottom 
of which was a small pinion gear. This meshed with 
a huge gear beneath the bridge and as the men 
walked round and round, the bridge slowly — and I 
do mean slowly, swung to an open or closed posi¬ 
tion It was a 15-minute job. 

Woe-betide any employee of the Foundation 
Shipyards who was caught with an open bridge A 
sec retary to the manager. Mr. Pickering, wrote 
the following lines 
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B.C. ELECTRIC “BIRNEY" CAR on Douglas Street 


Ah I near the railway bridge. I bear four whis¬ 
tles blowing. And sure enough I see a tug with 
It barges towing. I stand upon that railway 
bridge and wateb the span so slow, I bear the 
elork strike half past eight and know I ought to 
go. I think alas! Woe Is me! The way I should 
He flickering. For well I know the busier rings 
for me Mr. Pickering.’* 

At least, you don’t have to wait that long now ’ 

In the same book as these two harbor views arc 
two excellent pictures — one interior, the other ex¬ 
terior. of the old’ Crystal Garden, only it wasn't 
old’ then. It was one of the city’s major attractions 
l»oth for tourist and local residents alike Its heated 
saltwater pool, palm trees and tearoom are a sad 
contrast to its present dilapidated condition I am 
sure every Victorian would like to see it restored to 
its former glory - whv not? 

THOSE BIG PILES of white stuff which the 
man is sadly contemplating at the northeast corner 
of Government and Humbolt streets are snow — 
four feet of it on the level and seven to 10 feet in 
drifts. All oldtimers will remember it. and those 
not so old will have heard of it some time or other — 
i he big snow of 1916. 

That was 61 years ago and while we’ve had 
snow and lots of it since then the 1916 snow broke 
all records It was during the First World War and 
soldiers from the Willows were put to work to try 
and clear the streets. 

The city was completely paralyzed, bakers 
couldn't deliver bread and the milkmen couldn t 
deliver their milk. All business came to a standstill, 
schools and churches were closed and even the 
reliable streetcars ceased operation, many of them 
marooned in outlying districts. People had to resort 
to chopping down their fences and ornamental trees 
and even breaking up furniture for fuel. This was 
Victoria. February. 1916 

ANYBODY REMEMBER the old Canadian 
Puget Sound Lumber Company at the foot of 
Pembroke Street, just across the road from the 
str«»et car barns’* Its towering chimney. 226 feet 
high. 18 feet in diameter at the base and weighing 
400 tons was built in the late 1920s at a cost of 
$18 000 In use for only about two years, it became a 
city landmark until Monday. Oct 24. 1949. when, as 
our next pic ture shows, it was felled to the ground 
bv 50 sticks of dynamite Like a going-going-gone' 
picture, we sec it first, tall and stately, then leaning 
over at a 45 degree angle, finally crashing to the 
ground to resemble a badly crushed and broken ce¬ 
ment roadway — and about as flat. 

What well known hotel was very popular with 
ocean-going travellers back in the turn of the con 
tiirv because of its proximity to R. P. Rithet s 
Outer Wharves? The' old CPR Empress liners 
docked there as well as ships from many now 
defunct and forgotten steamship lines. Here, as we 
glance over these pages, is a picture of the old Dal¬ 
las Hotel, designed by an architect named Edward 
McCoskrie. It was situated on Dallas Road where 
the Canadian Liquid Air Company is now located. 


The Daily Colonist, dated Sept. 2. 1891 
described the Dallas Hotel as being ‘charmingly 
situated near the Outer Wharf and is built on a most 
approved plan A solid brick building with an attrac¬ 
tive appearance, it is a welcome addition to the 
architecture of Victoria. ” It went on to say that the 
building had electric light in every apartment, 
electric bells and is heated by steam throughout It 
was practically fireproof. 

A little further along Dallas Road there was an 
ornate bathing pavilion which was a favorite with 
the Dallas guests. One is almost tempted to ask if 
the water was any warmer then than now. Perhaps 
the hotel guests were a more hardy breed! 

AERIAL PHOTOS are always interesting par 
ticularly older ones. Here is one which was taken in 
1959. looking north on Douglas Street from Bay. 
Almost all the houses in the lower part of the pic¬ 
ture have long since been demolished, there is no 
Rlanidiard Street extension and no Mayfair shop¬ 
ping centre. The traffic roundabout still seems to be 
in operation at the Douglas. Hillside and Gorge 
Riwul intersec tion, while North Ward School still 
stands, as it had done for the past 50 or 60 years, on 
the east sick* of Douglas just north of Kings Road. 

Several times during our rumblings we have 
mentioned the CPR Princess steamers, but does 
anyone remember the Princess Margaret or the 
Princess Irene? These beautiful three-funnelled 
ships with a cruiser stem were originally designed 
for an anticipated travel boom between British 
Columbia and San Francisco during the World Fair 
of 1917 However, the First World War intervened 
and the British Admiralty commandeered the two 
brand new liners. 

The Princess Irene was converted to a 
minelayer and blew up at Shcerness with a loss of 
all hands. The Princess Margaret was a little morfc 
fortunate, she was rebuilt as an early aircraft car¬ 
rier and finally scrapped in 1929. Both these vessels 
were replaced by the Princess Kathleen and 
Princess Marguerite, built in 1925. 

Here, standing in front of the Bank of Montreal. 
IJouglas Street, is the B.C. Electric Railway's 
Bimey” car number 409. There were 10 of these 
cars, built by the Preston Car and Coach Co in 1922 
They were numbered 400 to 409 

NUMBER 400 has been partially restored and is 
outside the provincial mukeum. I emphasize par 
Rally'. because it has no motors or mechanical 
equipment of any kind and even the dummy con¬ 
trols arc not authentic. It is not even complete 
body-wise, larking the necessary guards at each 
end 

The fact that number 409 in our picture is on the 
Willows Number 11 run — a thing most unusual, 
could only moan that the photo was taken during 
Willows Fair time. 

Turning over the pages of our scrap book, we 
come across two very diverse pictures which 
however, have one common denominator — St. 
John’s church One shows the old Iron Church' on 
the site of the present Hudson's Bay store, and the 
other a spectacular shot of the disastrous fire that 


gutted the present edifice on that fateful night of 
Dec 9 I960 

We ran safely assume that almost every able- 
bodied person in Victoria has at one time or another 
been inside The Bay. but how many have read the 
bronze plaque on the southwest corner? It states 
ihat it was the site of the Iron Church, built from 
materials which wei* sent out from England by the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts. There was a con¬ 
siderable amount of galvanized iron used in its con¬ 
st m<*tk>n. hence the name. The comer stone was 
laid by His Excellency James Douglas on April 18. 
1860 Property for the original church was 
purchased from Hudson's Bay for one dollar and 
resold hack to them in 1912 for $140,000 This helped 
build St. John's new church on Quadra Street 
AS A SMALL boy I can vaguely recall the 
demolition of the Iron Church and its subsequent 
replacement by the new Hudson's Bay store. From 
approximately 1903 until its new $17,000 depot on 
Blanshard Street was opened Christmas 1910. the 
old Victoria and Sidney Railway chugged up 
Fisgard Street past the church On its way to Sidney 
After the demolition of the old Iron Church. St 
John’s moved into its beautiful new building at the 
corner of Quadra and Mason Streets, designed by 
the emiment Victoria architect W. Ridgwav 
Wilson. The cornerstone was laid by the Right 
Reverend Charles Roper. Lord Bishop of British 
Columbia on May 4.1912 — less than a month after 
the notorious Titanic disaster mentioned in 
previous ramblings. 

The pride and joy of the new church was its 
magnificent four-manual pipe organ designed by 
the distinguished Victoria organist-composer. G 
Jennings Burnett. 

However, here stapled together, are a bundle of 
newspaper clippings showing the disastrous fire 
which gutted St. John’s on Dec. 9. 1960 At first it 
was feared the ruins of the building would have to 
be demolished in the interests of safety, hut happily 
such was not the case. Under the expert supervi 
sion of the late Patrick Biriey. Victoria architect 
St John’s rose again, like the legendary Phoenix 
and is once again one of Victoria’s most ^popular 
churches. Even the organ has been replaced with 
a brand new Casavant. although in the opinion of 
many, the new instrument does not come up to the 
old in grandeur and majesty of tone, with its rich 
diapasons and 32-foot double bourdon 

SOMETIMES I stand at the corner of Douglas 
and Fisgard Streets and try and imagine the old 
Cordwood Limited as the Victoria and Sidney 
Railway was disparagingly dubbed, as with deafen¬ 
ing exhaust and spinning driving wheels it pulled its 
four car passenger train past the old Iron Church. A 
south-bound Outer Wharf street car waits patiently 
for it to pass, the conductor standing at the in¬ 
tersection. Suddenly my day-dreaming vanishes I 
see Hudson's Bay store, traffic lights changing 
from red to green and B.C. Hydro buses 
I realize it is not 1910 but 1978. 
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Thr coal dust twins. These, 
half a century ago, were the Tul- 
lamcea camps of Coalmont and 
Rlakeburn. 

It was for the black diamond 
that Coalmont, the shipping 
point, was named. But it was at 
Hlakeburn, a thousand feet 
above, that the famed No. 4 mine 
was situated. And it was there 
that, in August of 1930, the fate 
of both was sealed. 

Originally, the coal had been hauled down the 
mountainside over a “nightmarish trail ' by horse 
drawn wagon, then by trucks on hard-rimmed tires 
(t was not until Senator Pat Bums, the meats 
magnate, and Blake Wilson of Vancouver, bought 
the operation and constructed an incredible 
tramway that, in 1920. the Blakebum mine became 
a going concern. 

Scion .100 men were employed underground and 
Hlakeburn boasted a population of 500 souls Down 
the mountain. Coalmont proclaimed itself a city of 
destiny Then the explosion of Aug. 13.1930 — Black 
Wednesday — killed 45 miners and both com 
munitie* hopes of a prosperous future 
WWW 

Although production continued on a restricted 
basis throughout the Depression, by 1940. it was 
over for both and. with the closing of the mines, the 
coal dust twins were history 

In its heyday No. 4 mine had been the larges! 
and most important colliery in the Princeton dis 
trict. Fortunately for posterity, a Vancouver news 
paper reporter has left an interesting glimpae of 
this forgotten minesite 

Perched at an altitude of well over 4.000 feet 
Blakebum. B.C.. and its surroundings of glen 
forest and stream, present a veritable paradise of 
mountain ruggedness, softened by the loveliness of 
summer Beauty is to be found along the 12 mile 
road from Princeton to Blakebum — a road without 
parallel anywhere in the province, crooked, it's 
true, but where is the mountain road that is

straight? Precipitous, yes. but that simply adds to 
its appeal Above and beyond the town stretches the 
entire range of the Rocky Mountains. There are 
places in this highland garden where man has 
modified the picturesqueness of the landscape 
though he has taken nothing from its beauty 
* * * 

Hlakeburn lies cradled in the original contour ot 
the hillside Scarcely anything has changed In the 
town itself, where nature has spread her colors with 
prodigal brush, the sylvan slopes rest undistrubed 
by loud voiced mill or raucous gears in high com 
plaint Most of the work is done hundreds of feet 
below the surface of the ground and industry goes 
on. scarcely perceptible to the casual observer One 
must go beneath the surface to see what is actually 
taking place 

Suppose for instance we take a stroll through 
No 4 mine 
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OLD COALMONT HOTEL.Half a century ago. Coalmont proclaimed itself a city of destiny 
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Beginning at the “ lamp cabin" we are fitted 
with an electric lamp, worn on the cap. sealed and 
locked against sparks. The battery, a rather heavy- 
wet cell, is carried on a broad leather belt. We ride 
the small electric motor used to haul the coal cars 
from the mines for about a mile to the fireboss' 
cabin' at tKe mouth of No. 4 In the cabin we are 
relieved of matches, lighters, tobacco and anything 
ot an inflammatory' nature which we may have 
about us No chances are taken in the mines 

Entering the shaft, the first impression is of 
extreme difficulty in seeing Powerful as our lamps 
are. they do not seem to penetrate the intense 
darkness This effec t passes, and we find ourselves 
walking confidentally over the rough tracks of the 
tunnel We begin to notice black walls and coiling 
hung with a curious, snow-white growth 
resembling icicles We seise a handful of this 
pseudo-stalactite formation and find nothing in our 
hands but a tew drops of moisture This is a sort of 
fungus growth common to coal mines, composed 
almost entirely of water It collapses, reverting to 
in original form upon the slightest touch 


Other things require explanation We perceive that 
timbers supporting the c eiling. some of them 12 or 
l Ajnches in diameter are splintered in the centre to 
matchwood We fail to see what can produce the 
tremendous force nec essary to bring about such a 
result We are told that, after the coal has been 
removed, a limestone formation remains which 
upon contact with air quickly ox id ires and expands, 
splintering* the timbers Sometimes in this process 
of expansion, huge roc ks known as nigger heads’’ 
tall from the ceiling and bounce among the miners 
The floor of4he mine may heave as much as a too! 
overnight The position of the mine engineer is an 
arduous one since he must strike his levels from 
such unstable bases . 

Near the end ol the tunnel we hear a low 
grinding noise like that of heavy gears. We find that 
we arc directly below the hoist-room.' and the 
sound proceeds from the electric winch which hauls 
coal c ars up slope to the end of the tunnel whence 
they arc taken by motors to the mouth of the mine 

Down the slope walking is difficult The grade 
is steep and the floor is covered wdh fine, slippery 
dust This dust might cause explosions if it were al¬ 
lowed to contain much combustible material 
Consequently u is analyzed frequently.

...COAL DUST 


A long car fitted with seats and pulled by 
elect lie winch has been provided to bring tired 
miners back to the end of the tunnel ppon this 
man-trip.” as it is called, we glide down to the bot¬ 
tom of the slope, not without bumping our heads a 
few times on low timbers and air pipes. No novice 
reaches the bottom without one or two such acci¬ 
dents. This is part of the thrill. At the loot of the 
slope we wander about for two or three hours in the 
various ' levels." Of these levels there are 15 pairs 
branching off from the shaft. From the levels there 
.ire shorter branches, or "diggings," where coal is \ 
actually mined. 

• The coal seam forms a wide arch or dome in 
places 40 or 50 feet deep. The slope descends unt if it 
'.trikes ibis dome, and from there on the workings 
follow the contour of tta seam, branching out 
somewhat in the shape of a fan. 

In each ' place.” as the "diggings" are often 

• ailed, two diggers are to be found. (Men work in 
pairs in ease of accident.) "Diggers" work in such a 
wav that when they "shoot" the whole face of the 
coal in their “place” will fall away 
They shovel the coal into small cars known as bug¬ 
gies. The buggies are pushed to the nearest 

'chute" and dumped. 

\t the bottom of the nearest chute, cars are 
filled and moved to the foot of the slope by trained 
horses, most of which are white. It is something of 
an enigma how the horses manage to remain so 
startlingly white while their drivers are begrimed 
from head to foot. 

I have watched coal-begrimed miners night 
.liter night ride into camp on snow-white horses, 
.oid have never yet ceased to wonder at the anoma¬ 
ly 

Rut llie leal wonder is the way these horses 

• xeoiite their duty. If they could hook and unhook 
the cars they would need no drivers. With nicety 
they pick their steps between ears and over pipes, 
rails and cables, and always arrive at the right 
place in that pitch-black maze. It is all beyond 
human intelligence and must flow from some sixth 
equine sense 


In a part of the mine which has been closed 
off. behind a heavy door, we are assailed by oppres¬ 
sive heat and find it difficult to breathe The guide’s 
safety lamp. too. finds the oxygen content none too 
great, for the flame is surmounted bv a greenish 
rap The lamp goes out altogether when it is held 
. lose to the ceiling. We are glad to leave and find 
ourselves again at the foot of the main slope. Once 
more on the trip" we feel the tug. tug of the cable 
A few more humped heads and we are at the top 
Then comes an uneventful walk through the 
tunnel, except that we meet the motor on the way 
and have to take refuge in one of the manholes in 
the wall It is quite possible cars may get out of con¬ 
trol. so those manholes (little niches capable of 
holding one or two people) are provided every 60 
feet,

Above ground we find the sunlight as dazzling 
as the darkness was bewildering on our first entry. 
We walk back to the lamp-cabin. " Trains going 
towards town are all loaded and it is a downhill 
grade. There is apparently a chance of accident, so 
the management does not take kindly to “the 
public” riding the trains in that direction. 

We turn in our lamps and proceed up the track 
to see the tram" — an overhead cable railway 
which transports the coal to the Kettle Valley 
Railroad at Coalmont. In the tipple at the 
Rlakeburn end of the tramway cars are weighed, 
then a powerful air lift raises the box part of the 
cars'from the truck. They are then hooked onto a 
hangar, clamped to revolving cable and are 
henceforth known as “buckets.” In the tipple at 
Coalmont the "buckets” are dumped and returned 
to Rlakeburn by the same tramline Very heavy 
cables sustain the weight of the "buckets" and the 


same revolving cable provides the power for both 
the outgoing ahd incoming buckets 

There is over 1 000 feet difference in altitude 
between Coalmont and Rlakeburn. the loaded 
buckets provide the power to return the empties 
front Coalmont Very carefully timed, buckets 
leave every 55 seconds. Since each bucket holds, a 
ton. they proceed only slightly faster than a man 
< an walk The tramline is between four and five 
miles long, so the strain on the rabies Is terrific. 
However, these cables arc very heavy and seldom 
is delay occasioned by the necessity of repairs to 
the tram. Moreover, a competent tram crew rtHcs 
the buckets to spot trouble. 

Blakeburn. as is the ease with many towns in 
the Tulameen and Similkameen, is a twin Her 
lister, Coalmont, is on the railroad and is the shipp¬ 
ing centre for the coal. There It is screened, graded 
' and shipped and arrives on the market as Coalmont 
coal. 

Blakeburn employs about 200 men and has a 
population of close to 500. Her four-room school has 
almost 100 pupils. Last winter a Community Club 
was formed, to the support of which almost all the 
men give 25 cents a day. A library and a tennis court 
are going concerns, and plans are out for a fullv up- 
to-date community hall. For years Blakeburn has 
done without a sports field, and 'despite this han¬ 
dicap has fielded a very presentable baseball team 
\ baseball field is being made ready, a difficult 
task, owing to the absence of level ground It is 
necessary to cut off the top of a hill and push it over 
the end to get a field large enough to accommodate 
baseball, but the job is being tackled 

When many towns are throwing up their hands 
in despair. Blakeburn is taking a hold such as she 
has never taken before and seems about to put 
herself on the map. 

Of those who know Blakeburn. few know of the 
*rigin of the name. Two citizens are responsible 
tor the industry carried on there now Senator Pat 
Burns and Mr. W J. Blake Wilson. The name of the 
town is a compound of these two well-known 
names. 


UNCLE HOMER'S KNOT 


llomcr Circle, an^lin^ editor 
»l S PORTS A I I Kl.l). is a 
meticulous fisherman who 
doesn't want a tackle failure 
when he hooks a whopper, lie 
-pends many hours testing knots, 
for instanee, and looking for new 
ones that he can depend on. 

Now. I think I’ve found one to hold the full 
pound--test strength of my line." saysFnele Homer, 
as he is known by the fishing fraternity. 

I ’tide Homer’s Knot is unlike any other connec 
non developed to attach hooks, lures or other ter¬ 
minal tackle. During an extended test period, many 
knots were tied in a range of pound-tests of "Siren” 
fluorescent monofilament line and sent to Du 
Punt ’s laboratories in Wilmington. Del . for critical 
•‘valuation by line and knot strength recording 
equipment, The tests showed the knot held from 95' 
(«> too per cent of the basic line strength consistent 
Iv 

Following are step-by-step drawings and direc- 
nons for tying Fncle Homer’s Knot. 

<D Run the line through the eye of the hook 
vwivel or lure, leaving the tag end about six inches 
long Now tie an overhand knot with the lag end 
.•round the standing line, just above the eye 



»2i Pull on the tag end to draw the overhand knot 
down, but do not tighten this knot Loop of knot 
must remain open Next, make three turns with ihc 
tag end around the standing line in the direction 
•*wav from the hook. 



«-i* Bend the tag end around the standing line 
Holding the loop this turn makes with thumb and 
forefinger, make throe more turns bark toward the 
hook This brings the tag end back to the overhand 
knot Run it through the loop formed by this knot 



*4i Pull the hook with one hand and the standing 
line with the other to snug the overhand knot tight 
against the hook eye. Leave tag end loose at this 
point. • 



f5) — Keeping tension on the hook, grasp tag end in 
teeth. Pull tag end and standing line in opposite 
direetions to draw the two sets of wraps down into a 
neat spiral. Pull as tight as possible With heavier 
pound-tests, pliers may be used to pull tag end for 
final tightening. 

As with most knots which involve turns around 
the standing part of the line. Fncle Homer’s Knot is 
particularly effective with pound-tests up through 
20-lb. line. Above this line' strength, larger line 
diameters make it difficult to tighten the coils suf¬ 
ficiently and the knot may not hold the full pound 
test rating of the line.

It was Nick s job to mix 
Ihe drinks and he found himself mix 
mg one lor himself far too often A 
chaotic period followed then with 
various helpers, though Nick gives the 
main credit to God. he overcame his 
trouble and gives frequent grateful 
testimony to that effect 

T don't mind people knowing, he 
says •i'yo nothing to be ashamed 
ot." 

Nirk says he had a Christian up 
bringing as his parents were strong 
adherents of the Russian Orthodox 
Church and prayed all the time, but I 
wanted freedom I had to reach a low 
point before I realized what a mistake 
I was making." 


He and Zoya are both members ol 
the United Church of long standing 
but since Nick's change of heart they 
have become much more than token 
members. 

They shut the restaurant and went 
fora tourof the Holy Land Wheq they 
returned, they decided to cancel the 
liquor licence. 

"We'd seen too much of the 
heartbreak, broken homes, and are? 
dents caused by heavy drinking 

Zoya says. 

Further they were "led" as Nick 
puts it to rhange to a family 
restaurant in which various religious 
groups were welcome to hold 
meetings. Bible study and lectures

once a week, and breakfast Saturday 
mornings It was to enhance Ihe con 
vcnicncc of these meetings and tel 
lowships that Nick was Tod ' lo add 
Hie Gnnlcn Theatre. 


This is not only a pleasant meeting 
place but all through the summer 
gospel concerts were held every Sun 
day afternoon, musical groups com 
ing from different parts of the Island 
and even further afield 

A piano lives in one of Ihe cottages 
and can easily be rolled oul for use 
when a concert is planned This past 
summer was ideal for outdoor events 
and full use was made of fhe lovely 
garden setting 

Maybe Nick and Zoya don't do as 
well finanriallv since they gave up 
soiling alcoholic beverages, hut they 
arc happy, and can rest assured that 
they arc doing good in a naughty 
world Thcv provide a haven of 
peaceful enjoyment for individuals 
and families looking for relaxation 
and fellowship in tact for all those 
who would enter there Sundays or 
weekdays.
